is very flrange) there is fcar.ce any 
Part of Hiflory which we have a 
kfs tolerable Account of than of this. 
Several Authors have indeed treated 
on this SubjeQ, in French, in Latii>, 
and in Italian : But many of them, 
byafj'ed by this, or by that Party, have 
written as their oppofite Interejts 
Juggefied to them, and by an unjufl 
Partiality, represented wings to the 
Advantage only of that particular 
Faction they adhered to. Others, 
tbo* more fincere* babe, through a 
bhmeable Inadvertency,or rather Jvr 
Want of due Information, omitted fe- 
deral Pajjhges of the greateft Im- 
portance, whilft they \4fwell tedioufly 
upon fuch as are minute and far lefs 
worthy of Obfervation. And another 
Sort again, though perhaps neither fa. 
partial as the former, nor Jo ignorant 
as. the latter, have never tbelefs, fluffed 
their Relations with fo many foreign 
and impertinent DigreJJions, and 
crowded the Incidents they treat of % 
witbfo little Order and Method, that 

they

they give no manner of Pkafure or 
Satisfaction to their Readers. Such 
is Alexander Giraffy'* Hiftory of the 
Revolutions ^Naples, in which, tb& 
the Author (to do him juftice) is 
fometimes very exa£l, ejpecially in 
Matters of lefs Moment \ yet, befides 
the Faults before mentioned, he is not 
exempt from manifejt GmtradiStiotii 
and Jhjurdities, fome of the mojl 
material of which I have taken no- 
tice if in its proper place. Jn the 
Tear 1 650, the ingekious Mr. Howel 
puklijhed bis Tranjlaticn of this j$u± 
thor, with a Succefs, far different 
from that of his other Works 5 and 
that frayjfation is the only ^Tbing 
that I have met with upon ibis Sub* 
je£t in Engliih. 

Thefe are the Motives that induced 
me to this Undertaking ; and to make 
it as compleat as pq0le, I have don- 
fulted the befl Memoirs and Marti** 
fcripts I could light upon ; buty as 
{bey are very fear ce, and for the 
A 5 moft 
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tnoji part quite unknown to an Eng- 
lifh Reader, I think it altogether 
tinnecejjary fo thention them* Imufl 
town however, that as Ilodk upon the 
Count of Modena to have written 
with more Candour and Impartiality 
than any printed Author upon this 
Subjetf, I have generally given him 
the Preference where be differs from 
other Hiftorians, unlefs indeed there 
was an apparent Caufe of doing other* 
wife. But I think my f elf particulari- 
ty obliged, (and am even proud) to 
acknowledge, that I received no in* 
xonfiderable Affiance from a Manu* 
jcript, which was communicated to 
pie by a learned Gentlemen, the Au- 
thor of it, wbofe Name, could } I ob- 
tain his Leave to infert it ber? r 
would do the greatefi Honour to mo 
and to this Performance. 

. So conclude, I have endeavoured to 

Jet forth the Wftofy of Mafaniello 

in ifs true and genutne Light, lbave 

as 
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as little as pofjible interrupted the 
thread <if jfre Narration with idle 
and. prolix Digrefjions or Reflections ; 
nor (as I hope) will the Stile of it 
appear any-wbere forced or affected. 
But I have chiefly Jludied to avoid 
the Imputation of Partiality which 
other Writers upon this SubjeSi have 
been fojuflly taxed with. After all ^ s 
I am far from pretending to be free 
myfelffrom Faults and h'lperfeffions* 
and therefore if $ny of ifcem Jkould 
be animadverted ypon; me i I fliall en- 
deavour to reBify \ ihem^ and in the 
mean Time willingly fubmit myfelf 
to the Cenfure of the Publick*

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► HE ancient Kingdom of 
Naples, after many Changes 
and Revolutions, fubmitted 
to the Power of the Houfe 
of Atfftria. The Neapolitans were a 
great Support to this Illuftrious Family, 
?nd by large apd voluntary Contribu- 
tions, gave the utmoft Evidence of Fi- 
delity and Obedience to it. They re- 
lieved Alpbonfo I. by a free loipofuioix 
of ten * CarUnes upon every Fire thro* 
the whole Territory 5 five Carlines were 
added, and fettled upon Ferdinand and 
his Succeffors for ever^ and by Degree*

j . , , which is paid to this Day, and 
/* jr, 1 047. ajn p Unt ^ to^xhree Millions of 

Gold yearly. Nor was this fufficient to 
exprefs their Affe&ion to the Aufirian 
Line •, for they fupplied Charles V. 
with ten Donatives that came to Five 
Millions. Pkj&ip II. Was prefentect with* 
thirty-thrfee Donatives, amounting tor 
Thirty Millions ; and Philip III. and IV, 
were aflifted from the Year 1628, to the 
Year 1647, w ^^ a hundred Millions and 
mctfe:' But the People fufFcred by tjie 
Generality of their Governours ; they 
were opprefled with heavy Exadtions ; 
and at laft; all Cdfeimddities were' tax'd 
to raife thefe Subfidies ; the neceffary 
Provifions for the Support of Life grew 
dear, which beg6t popular Difcontents, 
which at lerigtlrwere fo inflamed, that 
Tumults and Infurre&ions followed, 
attended with Murder and Bloodflied, 
and other Outrages that are the natu- 
ral Confequences of popular Fury and 
Difba&ion. 

His Majefty King Philip IV. of Spain 
was very ferifible of the Affe&ion of 
the Neapolitans, who, without confider- 
ing the Weakhefs and Inability of the 
People, refolved to prefent him with a 

new 
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new toonatiye: But* all Commodities 
being already tajced, it was difficult to 
contrive a Method to raife the Money, 
fo that they were obliged in the pre- 
fent Neceffity to lay a Gabel (or Tax) 
upon Fruits: All forts were included, 
as well dry as green ; as Mulberries, 
Grapes, Figgs, Apples, Pears and 
Plumbs ; whereby the common fort of 
People were deprived of their ufual 
Nourishment and Support, and reduced 
to the loweft Mifery and Diftrefs. This 
Gabel was collected with Severity for 
feven Months 5 but it grew at laft in- 
fupportable ; infomuch, that many poor 
Wrejches having fold all their Houfe- 
hold Stuff, even the very Bed they\ 
ufed to lie upon, to pay Part of the • 
Tax, were often obliged to proftitute 
their Wives and Daughters to the Mi- 
nifters of the Gabels, only to obtain a 
fhort Refpite for the Payment of the 
Remainder: The Kingdom, therefore, 
refolved to bear the Burden no longer, 
and to difcharge herfelf not only of 
this, but of all other Taxes formerly 
impofed ; and the Defign had Succeft 
beyond Expe&ation. Nature has cer- 
tainly fixed ftrong Imprefllons of Li- 
berty in the Minds or Men; They 

are 
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are unwilling to bring their Necks 
under the Yoke ; and ■ tRo* they ^»j? 
ufed with Moderation and Tendernelv 
they are fcarce confined within the 
Bounds of Obedience ; but Slavery and 
Oppreflion make them mad \ and Po- 
verty begets Defpair; Jfo th^t Tacitus 
obferved * juftly, that' the*Pfc6§jie «^b« 
upon Precipices and Deftru&ion, when 
heavy Loads and Exa&ions are laid 
upon them. 

The Royal City of Naples is fair 
of People, and : mapy Families were 
^undone by the Weight of Taxes j^but 
this Gabel upon Fruit was the greatef^ 
Grievance, and they refolved not to 
andure it. They had often by their 
Agents, reprefented the Hardftups Qf 
this Adt, to the moft Excellent the 
Puke of Arcos % Viceroy of the King- 
dom \ the Women and Children wou'd 
often meet him in the Street, and 
with miferable Cries and Lamentations 
beg of him to releafe the Gabel ; and 
the Citizens of Lavinaroj and other 
Quarters, placed themfelves in Com- 
panies, as he paffed upon a Day thro 9 
the Market-Place, to pay his Devotion 
to the moft holy Mother of Carmine, 
at the Church of the Carmelites, and 

P*- 
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?:tltioned him in a Body, to remit the 
ax. The Viceroy feeing himfelf fur- 
rounded by fuch a Multitude of Men, 
Women and Children, who, with up- 
lifted Hands, begg'd Relief, was forced, 
to appeafe them, to flop his Coach, 
and promife that in a Day or two he 
would give them Satisfaction. Upon 
the Sunday following, as he was going 
to the Church aforo&id* he obferved a 
great Difovder and Murmuring among* 
the People ; who did not petition him 
as before, but peremptorily demanded 
a Releafe of the Tax, and threatned 
him in cafe of Denial: Thefe were 
Prefages of the Commotions that fol- 
lowed/ .The Viceroy was fo terrified, 
that he pnomifed to take off the Ga* 
bel, and return'd with fuch Apprehen- 
fions of Fear to his Palace, that he 
wou'd venture no more to go to the 
Church of Carmine* and would not 
fuffer the Feftivai of St. John tbt 
Baptiji to be celebrated, that us*d to 
be annually folemnized at Naples ; and 
this he did, to prevent any Difturbance 
that might arife from fo vaft a Con- 
courfeof People, when they were got 
together in one Place* 

Some 
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Some Time after, Father Don Ste- : 
fano Pepa* one of the moft famous 
Preachers of the Order of the Tbeatins, 
who had feveral Congregations under 
his Care ; by Means of which, his In- 
fluence was great over the People,, 
aflured the Viceroy, in a private Con- 
ference he had with him, that he 
could perceive by the Confeffions that 
were made to him, that they were 
cxafperated to a very high Degree; 
efpecially on Account of the Fruit- 
Tax, which feem'd to be level'd at. 
the poor People alone; whereas all 
former Gabels and Impofitions were, 
equally born by all the feveral Mem- 
bers of the State: He told his Ex-' 
cellency, 'twas to be feared that thefir 
Complaints were the Fore-runners of 
an Infurreition ; and therefore prayed 
him to abolilh the Gabel upon Fruit, 
telling him, that he made no Quef-' 
tion, but as foon as the' People fhoukL 
be exonerated of this Burden, they 
would return to their former Duty and 
Obedience. 

Yet, notwithftandmg this whplefome 
Advice, the Vicerby, >who was natu- 
rally indolent, and unfixed in his Re- 
foluttdns, negle&cd doing any thing 

in 
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in this Affair, thinking it would drop 
of itfelf : But he was greatly mifta- 
kcn; for the Populace, inraged, that 
the Gabel, contrary to the Promife 
given them, ftill continued, began to 
grow outragious; they now proceed 
to Aflion •, and upon a Night, they fet 
Fire to a Baracca of Powder, in the 
Market-Place where the Fruit-Tax was 
£xa£ted ; this they did again, and the 
Damage was afterwards repaired at the 
publick Charge. The Incendiaries were 
at Work to enrage and blow up the 
Fife; fharp and bitter Inve&ives, full 
of popular Grievances, were publifh'd 
and difpers'd ; the publick Officers 
were threatned with Ruin and Death j 
and thefe infolent Libels were fixed in 
the moft publick Places of the City. 

But what gave the greateft Encou- 
ragement to the Rioters, was the Ex- 
ample of the Sicilians, efpecially thofe 
df Palermo, who had by Force of 
Arms and popular Infurredions, ob- 
tained from the moft Excellent the 
Mariquis bf VeU% x Viceroy of that 
Kingdom, a Releafe of the principal 
Take9, and a Moderation of the reft. 
He afterwards gave' them a general 
Pardon for all Exccfles and Outrages ; 
v for 
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for opening of Prifons, for MurthersJ 
Thefts, for taking up Arms in the 
Country, and other Offences ; fo that 
the People of Naples taking Courage 
from the Succefs of their Neighbours, 
thought they had a Right to the fame 
Treatment, and infifted upon their 
Merits, pleading, that they were a 
free-born People, and had by their 
Donatives, contributed largely to the 
Support and Grandeur of the Spanijh 
Monarchy. 

There were two Ads of Grace 
publifhed in 'Sicily* in Favour of the 
People.

Thefe Privileges and Immunities ob- 
tained by the Sicilians, ipirited up the 
People of Naples, who refolved to 
recover the fame Freedom; and you 
cou'd not pfafs the Streets without hear-* 
ing, What, are not we as valuable 
JSubjeHs as thefe of Palermo ? Are not. 
we equally formidable and brave, if 
W)t xouli but- unite to redrtfs our> 
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Grievances ? Let us lie no longer 
under our Burdens: Death is more 
acceptable than Mifery: To Arms', 
To Arms: Let us rife as one Man % 
and that inftantly : There's nothing lik* 
the prefent. Moment ; our Time is pre- 
cious x Delays may breed Danger. The 
Streets rung with thefe and fuch mu- 
tinous Expreffions 5 and the fame Fer- 
ment was kept up in Clubs and Ca- 
bals, where People met and gave 
Vent to their Pafiions, by threatning 
their Governours, and encouraging one 
another to (hake off their Chains, and 
recover themfeves into a Free State. 
The Viceroy was foon made acquainted 
with thefe Diforders ; and finding Mat- 
ters growing ripe for an Infurre&ion, 
frequently aflembled the fix Quarters 
or Precinfts of the City, confifting of 
the fifth Part of the Gentry, and the 
fixth of the People; to ad vile againft 
the Dangers that threatned, and by all 
Means to take off the Gabel upon 
Fruits, which was the greateft Grie- 
vance. This Propofal was very agree- 
able to the Populace ; and had it im- 
mediately been executed, would have 
prevented the Calamities that follow'd \ 
but becaufe it would have beeo preju- 
dicial 
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dicial to the Farmers, the Defign had 
no Succefs : For thefe !Publicans ufed all 
their Intereft with the Vifitor-General 
( of the Kingdom, to prevail upon the 
Viceroy, to continue the Tax 'till the 
JMonth of Auguft following ; and to 
this End, they prefented his Lady with 
Fifteen Thoufand Ducats. The Vifitor, 
not able to refift the Gold, perfuaded 
the Viceroy to continue the Tax not- 
withftanding his Promife ; and for his 
own .private Advantage, infinuated that 
it would .reflect upon his Honour, to 
fijbmit to the infolent Importunities of 
a Mob, confiding of a few Rafcaliy 
Fellows, who made all the Noife to 
throw every Thing in Confiifion, that 
they might the better fifh in troubled 
Waters ; and therefore he advis'd him 
to repair the Toll-houfe for .Fruit that 
was burn'd down ; which he did, but 
refolved at the iame Time to take off 
the Tax* and find out a Way to qua- 
lify the Heats of the difcontented 
People on the one Side, and the No- 
bility, Gentry and Merchants of Naples 
on the other, who had advanced to 
. the Public, upon that Gabel, above 
Six Hundred Thoufand Crowns on Ac* 
count of the Capital Million, and 
.-. . . Eighty 
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Eighty five Thoufand Crowns of annual 
Rent. 

This Healing Scheme was told abroad 
to the Difadvantage of the Government j 
and the jealous Populace fufpe&ed, 
that in the Place of the Gabel upon 
Fruit, a new Tax was to be levied 
upon Corn and Wine, which threw 
them into the utmoftRage* and they 
gave out, that they would fooner die 
than fuffer fuch Impofitions, and in- 
filled, that the Gabel upon Fruit fliould 
be quite abolilhed, and no new Burden 
laid, to pay off the Debt that was con- 
tracted upon it. 

Affairs being in this Pofture, and e- 
very Thing concurring to a Rebellion, 
an Opportunity unexpectedly oflferM 
upon the 7th of July^ in the Year 
1.647, that fully anfwer'd the Purpofe. 
The Account that I (ball give of it, 
will proceed regularly from Day to Day, 
and nothing {hall be related but what 
comes from Authority and good Cre- 
dentials ; that fo furprizing an Event 
may appear exaftly in the Manner it 
was brought about; and be faithfully 
tranfmitted, for the Improvement and 
Information of Poiterity.

He got 
his Living by angling for fmall Fifli 
with a Cane, Hook and Line, and 
fometimf s he bought Fifh in the Mar- 
ket, *aftd retailed them to his " Neigh- 
bours who lived near him; in fhort, 
he was one of thofe whom the Neapo- 
litans -call Pefavendeli * The- Nanus 
of this poor Fellow was tfomafoAnltll* 
of Jmalfiy but vulgarly And by Conr 
traftion called Maf&nlelh. Hfe lived 
in a Corner of the Market-PJace, • and 
it ftrangely happened, that under one 
of the Windows of his Houfe* were 
fixed the Arms and the Name of 
Charles V, of a veary antient ftapding j 
and this was und^rftood to be a my- 
fterious Prefage of what happen'd af- 
terwards-, that this Retailer of Fifh, 
as he would often lay pieafcntly him-, 
felf, fhould reftore the Gty.fo a State. 
of ExempjdoA andJUbsrty* and re- 
cover 
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cover and cftablifli the Charter of Pri- 
vileges, that were granted by that great 
and invincible Monarch to the People 
of Naples. 

Give me Leave to obferve upon this 
Occafion, that about a Hundred Years 
fince, in the Year 1547, fas John An- 
tonio gives the Account in his Neapo* 
titan Hiftory) there was a violent Dis- 
turbance- under the Adminiftration of 
Don Pero de Toledo* occafioned by 
the Tribunal of the Holy Inquifition^ 
which Philip II. defigned to introduce. 
There ftarted up at that Time a Ma* 
fanielloy who put himfelf at the Head 
of the Mob ; he was a Sorrentine and 
a Banditto Captain, and was princi- 
pally concerned in railing and keeping 
up the Tumults. But tho f the Nobi- 
lity, at that Time, engaged and a&ed 
in Concert with the People, thole Com* 
motions were attended with no great 
Misfortunes, nor was the Ferment of 
any long Continuance. And if the 
Nobles and the People had united at 
this Time, it would certainly have pre- 
vented many of the Calamities that 
followed thro 9 the Heat and Violence 
on both Sides. For how can the Com- 
monwealth foffer more than by the 

* B2 Dif- 
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Difcord and Diffention of the Inhabi- 
tants ? What was the Ruin of Carthage, 
but the two violent Fa&ions of die 
Barcbiniani and the Hannoniani ? 
"What was the Caufe of a . War in 
France for above. Sixty Years, but the 
Contention between the Houfes of Bur* 
gundy and Orleans f What occafioned 
To much Defolation to the Kingdom of 
England, when fo much Blood was 
fpilt, and fo many dreadful Batdes 
were fought, wherein Eighty Princes of 
the illuftrious Blood were (lain, but 
the Fadlion kept up between the Houfes 
of Tori and Lancafier f And what 
confounded and deftroyed the Happi- 
ncfs and Tranquillity of the Florentine 
Republick, but the Difference between 
the Families of Biancbi and Neri t In 
fhort, fb deftru&ive as a Fever is to 
the Body natural, fo fatal is Sedition 
and Tumult to a City or a Kingdom. 
A City is fitly compared to a Ship f 
and Divisions are the Leaks, through 
which, while the Mariners are quarrel* 
ling and contending one with the other, 
a Torrent of Water rufhes in and drowns 
alii The wife Pilot who has the Go* 
vernment, lhould provide feafonably for 
the flopping of thofe Leaks, and make 
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lip the Breaches before it be too late. 
He fliould be the fole Direftor, and 
truft no-body with the Helm, at leaftj 
not commit it to factious and turbulent 
Spirits, who are unable to fteer in bad 
Weather ; and, in Cafe of Diftrefs, art 
fitter to promote, than prevent a Ship* 
wreck. 

This MafanieUoy from a Kind of 
natural Craft, obferving that Murmurs 
and Difcontent prevailed in every Cor- 
ner of the Town, and that the People 
were ripe for Difturbance, took this 
Opportunity to publifh his Defigns. 
Upon a Day, (which was about four 
Days before the tnoft holy Feftival of 
Corpus Domini) he was going home 
in a violent Paffion ; and it being in his 
'Way to pafs by the Church of Carmine* 
where the famous Banditto Perone 9 
with two more of his Companions, had 
Hed for the Benefit of Refuge, one of 
them afked him, What was the Matter 
that he was fo angry, and fo much out 
of Humour ? He replied in a great 
Rage, Vll be bound to be bang'd, if I 
dottt fee Juftice done upon tbofe ViU 
fains ; Fit put an End to the Oppref 
fions upon the People of Naples, or 
Vll lofi my Life. They fell a laugh- 
B 3 . «>g* 
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ing, and jeer'd him, faying, Thou art 
m rare Fellow to fit up for a Pa- 
triot / thou pretend to right the City ! 
Mafaniello anfwered, Tou may laqgb 9 
and be as merry as you pkafe % tut 
I /wear by the living God, if I 
baa tuo or three of my Mettle that 
would ft and by me, you Jboujd fee 
what Work I *d make with the Rogues : 
They aflced him, What Method he 
would take ? Will you join witbmef feys 
: he. They told him, they would with all 
their Hearts *, they fhook Hands upon 
it, and, having vow*d to go through 
with the Caufe they had undertaken, 
,they parted, and Mafaniello went about 
his Bufinefs. 

But he had not been long at Home 
before he met with freih Provocation ; 
for fome of the Officers of the Cuftoms 
having accidentally met his Wife in the 
Street, as (he was carrying a fmall 
Quantity of contraband Flour in her 
Apron, they laid Hold on her, and 
hauled her to Prifon ; and, without 
Jhaving the leaft Regard to the Tears 
and Intreaties of her Hufband, would 
not let her go, till he had fold ail 
Jiis Goods, to pay a Fine of an Hun- 
dred Ducats, which was the Price they 

had

had' fet on her Liberty. This barba- 
rous Extortion ftruck fo deep into the 
Heart .of this young Man, who was 
naturally cholerick, that he immediately 
meditated upon the Means of being 
revenged * and confidcring how the 
People were enraged by the Gabel 
upon. Fruit, he made ufe of that Pre- 
tence*, and running, up and down a* 
nioiig the FruifrShops that were in that 
Quarter, complained loudly of the 
Cruelty of the Tax, and engaged them 
to come in a Body to the Market* 
Place, apd. there declare publickly to 
the Country Fruiterers, That ic was in 
roiiKf&r thend to bring their Fruit to 
Market, .for. they would not buy one 
Baiket tili the G*bel was taken off. 
\ While, this was doing the Tumult 
incre^fed » and the Noife of it was 
carried to all the Shops in the Town j 
and to fupprds:thc Ditbrder, Andreas 
Anaderfoi Eieft of f he People, who 
was chofen that very Day* repaired 
with all Hafte to the Market-Placc, 
where the Fruit was expofed to Sale ; 
and finding every Thing in Confufion 
and the Shop-keepers crying out, that 
they would buy no GabePd Fruit, ne 
ufed fbft and mollifying Words, and 
B 4 with 
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with much Difficulty perfwaded thent 
to pay the Gabel for that one Time* 
and it fhould be exalted of them tio 
more: Which* at laft, they complied 
to do, and fo the Matter was adjufted, 
and the People returned home. Ma* 
fanietto finding himfelf disappointed* 
and that nothing was to be done there, 
ftill continued his Purpofe ; andrunningi 
about the Streets to every Quarter of 
• the Town, he cried out, No Gakel, n+ 
Gabel \ fome laughed, and took him 
for a Madman, but his Words made a 
deep Imprcffion upon others* as will 
appear by the Event. 

When he came home to his Stall in 
the Market-place, he luckily iottnd * 
great Number of Boys got together! 
and when he had insinuated himfelf 
among them, he made his Speech* and 
inveigh'd bitterly againft the Cruelty 
of. the Government : Look ye htr&> 
fays he, my Lads> bow we are ridden* 
Gabel upon Gabel , 36 Ounces the Leaf 
of Bread* 22 the Pound of CbeeJ r e; 6 
Granas for Beef 6 Granas for Pulfe, 
9 Granas for Veal> 2 Granas the Pint 
of Wine \ Are tbefe "things to be en* 
dired? No, my Boys - 9 Get my Words 
by Hears, and found' them thro 9 every 
. . . Street 
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Street of the City, but fay nothing 
againft tie King of Spain ; cry only, 
Let God live, let the Lady of Carmine 
dive i let the Pope live, long live the 
King of Spain, but let our wicked 
Government die, let the eurfed Go- 
vernment die : The Boys, when they 
had got their Leflbn perfedt, followed 
his Diredions, and diiperfing themfelves 
in every Corner, cried along the Streets 
as they were taught, and had the Bold- 
nefs to go to the Palace, and cry out 
ender the Nofe of the Viceroy of the 
Kingdom : And indeed, the Complaint 
was in fome meafore juft, though the 
Method of Redrefs was criminal, for 
*t that Time every Commodity above- 
named bore the fame Price that Ma* 
faniello fet upon it. This Tumult of 
the Children fet the City in an Uproar, 
and their Noife made different Impref- 
fions on the People 5 fome fell a-laugh- 
ing at the Odnefi of the Thing, but 
others began to be in Pain for* the 
Confeqaences. The Boys were often 
aflc'd what was the Matter, and who 
fet them at Work ? They anfwered they 
were the Scholars of Maffanhllo the 
Filherman : And when his Neighbours 
jefted upon him about his Condudt, as 
B 5 . a 
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a Man perfe&Iy diftra&ed and out of 
his Wits, he replied ferioufly, Xou may 
laugh at me now, but you Jhall foon 
fee what this Fool Mafaniello can do \ 
let me alone, and give me my Way % 
and if I dorCt fet you free from all 
your Taxes, and all the Slavery that 
now grinds you to Death, may I be 
curfea, and called a Villain for ever. 
This francick Anfwer confirmed them 
the more that the Man was raving 
and out of his Senfes; but Mafaniello 
no way affe&ed with this Treatment* 
attended to his Bufinefs, and immedi- 
ately lifted and took the Names of the 
•Boys that followed him, about the Age 
.of 1 6, 17 and 18, till he compleated 
a Company of 500 •, but dill Numbers 
came in, and he went on enrolling till 
he made up a Regiment of 5000, all 
choice and fturdy Lads ; and giving 
them their Leffon againft the next Day, 
r he difmifs'd them for that Time, giving 
levery one of them a fmall weak Cane 
in their Hands, and appointing them 
to be ready the next Morning, and he 
would be their General, and lead them 
on to Glory and Liberty. 

The Devotion of the Neapolitans to 
the Lady of Carmine, is fo great and 

fo 
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fo univerfal, that they do not only 
txprefs it by the Solemnity, with which 
they celebrate her Feftival every Year, 
on the 1 6th Day of July, but alfo by 
feveral publick Rejoicings and Holy- 
days previous to it. Among other 
Things, it was a Cuftom upon thefe 
Days, to obferve a certain Ceremony, 
which was, that a Sort of Caftle or 
Tower of Wood was erefted in the 
rmidftof the gfeat Market-place, and 
a Company of Boys Who reprefented 
the Turks ufed to defend it, w hi lft 
another Set of Lads pelted and bat- 
tered it with Sticks and Fruit ; and this 
drew together a great Concourfe of 
People of the meaner Sort, who were 
.much delighted with this mobbifhDi- 
yerfion, which indeed feldom ended 
without Quarrelling and Bbodihed. 

The Morrow, being the 7th of Jufy 9 
came, which was a Sunday ; and 
the Caftle being then to be ftormed, 
according to Cuftom, Mafaniello faii'd 
not to come to the Market-place, with 
his Brigade after him. It was about 
the Hour when the Country Fruiterers 
, ufed to bring their Fruit to the Mar- 
ket, to pay the Gabel that was fet 
upon it •, aadfiieh great. Quantities were 

gene- 
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generally brought, that the Officers had 
a great deal of Trouble in colle&ing 
the Tax, and in the Hurry fome of the 
Baflcets were overturned, and the Fruit 
thrown into the Dirt, which fervied the 
Boys to fcramble for •, and a- Multitude 
of them always got together for that 
Purpofe. But upon this Day, the Coun- 
try Fruiterers fold not a Bafket of Fruit* 
for the Coftermongers of the Town had 
affociated, *nd retohred not to lay out 
a Farthing, becaqfe they would not 
encourage the Gabel ; and declared they 
would not buy an Apple till the Tax: 
was abolifhed. The Countrymen hav- 
ing np Market for their Goods, were 
enraged, and, fell upon the Shop-keepers, 
that were rtear them with Cudgels •, and 
foftiarjp an Encounter there was* for they 
fought it out ftoutly on both Sides:; 
Befides, the Citizens wanted to be fup- 
plied with Fruit, as ufiuil, and there 
being none but forry ftale Stuff, that 
was bought the Day before, they grew 
uneafy and tumultuous, and the whole 
City was in a Heat and Confufion. Th^ 
Account of thefe Diforders was carried 
to Zufia Graffiero, Regent of the City, 
who immediately gave Orders to Ana^ 
ilerio, the Eleft of the People* to take a 

pro- 
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proper CouffeWitfc the Rioters* and 
put an End to the Commotions i He 
came dire&ly to the Market-place witfo 
feme Attendants about him, and having, 
ufed ail the Arts of Threatning and 
Perfuafion to Rttle Purpofe,. for- the 
Tumult ran high* and the two Parties. 
Were fiercely engaged, he at laft inter- 
ceded for a lhoFt Cefiarioft of Arms,, 
Vrhtch was granted, and etfch Partf 
giving an Accourit of their Cafe,, he 
cletermrned in Favour of the Townfitteft,, 
and calling the Country Fruiterers^ JV 
rtigwrs and Encvoathers y (mod of 
them being of the City of Puzzuchf) 
he rebuked them feverely for the Di£ 
turbance they had made, and declared,, 
that if they come there again and broke 
the Peace, he would hare them bafti- 
nadoM to the Purpofe* and condemned 
to the Gallies* 

Among the Countrymen of Ftizzk- 
do, there was a noify Fellow, a near 
Kinfman of MaJameUo\ who was- 
: deeply concerned in ' the Riot ; : for the 
Matter, it feems, was concerted before, 
between him and Mafaniellbj and he 
afted up to his Inftru&ions * he not 
only fet the Country and Town toge- 
ther by the Ears, -but finding that Fruit 
; bore 



here a very loty Price, and after he 
had payed the Gabel and Carriage, 
there would remain but a TriBe for 
hirnfelf, he affeft-e^.to be in a violent 
Pagion, and kicking down with his 
Foot two Bafket* of Fruit, he bawled 
out, God giv& us. Plenty, and our 
cur fid Govemours give . us Famine : 
Let the Fruit rot and perijb, it is 
not worth picking up, let them take 
it as will Mafaniello flood ready, 
watching the Opportunity with his Boys, 
who fell a-fcrambling for the Fruit & 
and every Thing falling put as he ex- 
petted, he ran in among the Children 
and Mob, and cried out, Without Ga- 
bel* without Gabel: Anaclerio furprlfed 
at this Infolence that was, a&ed before 
his Face, threatned to have him whipt, 
and then fent to the Gallies: Upon 
which, the Fruiterers, and the People 
that were there, pelted him with Figgs 
•and Apples, and other Fruit, till his 
Face was fwelled, and his Eyes almoft 
out of his Head : But Mafaniello not 
yet fatisfied, took up a Stone as big 
as he could well manage, and throwing 
it at Anaclerio, hit him full in the 
Bread. His Militia of Boys follow *d 
the Example of their Leader, and fell 

upoa 
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upon the Eleft with Stones -, who with 
great Difficulty breaking his Way in a 
Coach thro 9 the Crowd, drove away to 
the Church of Carmine* where he found 
a Felucca, and got fafe to the Palace, 
otherwife he had certainly been torn 
in Pieces, or ftoned to Death by the 
Boys. 

Upon this Succefs, and encouraged 
by thefe hopeful Beginnings, the Rabble 
flocked together. in great Numbers, as 
well in the Market-place as in other 
Quarters of the City : They now talked 
loudly, and without Refer ve, of the 
Oppreffions they endured ; protefting 
and publiflung in every Street, that 
they would be no more Beafts of Bur- 
den to be rid by domineering Govern 
nours, who fucked their very Blood: 
Jnd as for Taxes, they would never 
pay a Farthing more. But ftill they 
pretended to be mighty loyal, for the 
general Cry was, Long live the King 
of Spain, but let the curfed Govern- 
ment die. The Fury and Violence of 
the Populace ftill increafing, Mafani- 
ello put himfelf at the Head of them : 
He was followed by an infinite Number 
of Boys, and all Sorts of loofe People \ 
fome were armed with Sticks, others 
x. ' with 
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with Pikes and Javelins, and what came 
Irft to Hand, or which they had plun- 
dered out of the Tower of the Car- 
miner And thus forrounded with his 
fagged Regiments y he leaped up on the 
Wgheft Table among the Fruiterers, and 
demanding Silence, he made this Ha* 
rangue : Rejoice, my dear Companion* 
and Countrymen i give God Thanks r 
and the moft graci&s Virgin of Car* 
mine* that the Hour of our Redem** 
prion, and the Time *f our Deliver- 
ance draweth nedr ; This poor Fifber- 
toan, bare-footed as be is, Jball, as 
another Mofes, who delivered the Is- 
raelites from the cruel Rod of Pha- 
raoh the Egyptian King, free you 
from all Gabels arid Impofition* that 
were ever laid upon you. It was a 
Fifherman,. I mean St. Peter, who 
reduced the City of Rome from the 
Slavery of the Devil to tie Liberty 
of Chrift \ and the whole World fol- 
lowed that Deliverance \ and obtained 
their Freedom from the fame Bondage: 
Now another Fifherman, one Mala- 
niello, J am the Man, fhall rekafe 
the City of Naples, and with it a whole 
.Kingdom, from the cruel Yoke of Tolls 
arid Gabels. Shake off, therefore, from 

this

this Mmcnt the Toke \ be free, if yott 
have but . Courage, from tbofe intole- 
rable sOppreffienSj under tohicb yott 
have hitherto groaned. To bring this 
glorious End about, for myfitf, I don't 
value if I am torn to Pieces, and 
dragged up and down the City of 
Naples through aU the Kernels and 
•Gutters that belong to it. Let aU the 
Mlaod in my Body [pin cbearfully out 
*f thefe Veins * let this Head dance 
from thefe Shoulders by the fatal Steel* 
and be perched up aver this Market- 
place upo* a Pole to be gazed at, yet 
J Jbalt Me contented and glorious % it 
mil be "triumph and Hem*r fttffofpt 
far me, ta ttink Sat my Wood ant 
JJft were Jicrificed in fo worthy a 
Caafe, and that I became the Saviour of 
my Country. 

; This marvellous Piatt of Oratory w» 
received by the People 4/ffth univerfal 
Applaufc as it drappM from his Mouth v 
they declared, they were ready to follow 
whensoever he would lead them ; they 
were mad to be put upon A&tefi : And 
as a Teftimony of their good Affc<Jtioft 
to the Gaufe, they wWnediately threw 
arHgtoed Totfch into the Houfe that 
Joined to rthe Toll-Houfe for Fruit, and 

they 
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they were both in a few Moments con* 
fum'd to the Ground, with all the Books 
of Accounts thjat belong'd to the Tax, 
and many Commodities that belong* d 
to the Farmers of the Cuftoms* that 
were there laid up/ 

This Adtion alarmed the whole City, 
the Mob increafed in every Street, the 
Citizens ftut up their Shops, far Fear 
of being plundered ; and many of them 
joined in the Riot, that (they might have 
% Share of the Spoil . All Tbiojjs were 
in the utmoft Confufion ; the People 
divided themfelyes into feveral Compa- 
nies and bent their Coqrfe to feveral 
inters where the G4bel*Houfti lay; 
thtk tlkfy attacked; The Toll-Houfes I

: Wine, OH, Checfc, Slk, of every Thing ] 

that was either to be eaten or worn, j 

were broke open, not one of them was | 

fpared ir they took out of then. ait the 
Books of Accounts and Entrance' th*t 
belonged to the feveral+GaheH. and all 
Jfte* Furniture, as well of the Farmers ' 

as. others, . and every Thing that was 
pledg'd, or otherwife* as fine Hangings, 
Chays, Attra,_gr*at Quantities of Mo- 
ney, with other valuable and rich Move* 
ftble^ Forms, Tables, Stools, aU was 
\. . thrown 
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thrown into a great Fire made of Straw 
for that Purpofe, and conliim'd to Afhei 
in the Street. There is one Thing re- 
markable, that in thi6 general Confa- 
fioff, there was one ftrift Point of Or- 
der obferv'd, that in rifling thofeHoufes 
of the beft of Furniture, and great 
Sums of Money, no Man dared lay 
his Hand upon any Thing for his own 
-Ufe, but ^all was dedicated to the Fire, 
and deftroy -d utterly ; becaufe, they faid, 
the Wealth and Furniture of the Ricb % 
jwas gotten by fqueezing the Poor ; 
and therefore it was the Heart 9 s Blood 
jf the People* and not to be Jpared 
4*pon any Account ^ or for . any Purpofi 
•wbatfoever, 

The Mob all this while grew confi- 
dent and audacious, having met with no 
Oppofition ; they increafed every Hour, 
and foon made up the Number or 1 0000 : 
-Depending upon their Strength, they 
boldly advanced towards the Palace of 
the Viceroy, many of them infolcndy 
•carrying Loaves, or Bread upon the Top 
of their Pikes, to fignify the Dearnels 
of Bread, upon Account of the Tax 
laid upon Corn, a Loaf not weighing 
above 22 Ounces ; the Cry Hill con- 
tinuing, but with greater Vehemence, 

Long 
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Lang live the King of Spain, and let the 
turfed Government ferifh. 

The Poffc of Boys, con filling of about 
4000, marched in the Van with Mafa* ~ 
nkllo at the Head of them, and to make 
the Cavalcade the more affe&ing, every 
one tied to the Top of his Cane a fort 
of Fiag of black Cloth ; and walking 
lblemnly and dolefully along, they cried 
out in a moft lamentable Tone, ■«■ ■ 
fiave Compaffion upon tbofe poor Souls 
Offering in Purgatory, who being «*- 
a Ue any longer to endure the barba* 
rous Exa&ions, and the infupportabk 
Weight of fo many Grievances, are 
contriving to eaje- and redrefs tbem- 
felves : O dear Brothers, join with 
is in this good Defign I O Sijlers* 
lend us your Affiance* to promote fo 
jufty fo ntceffary em Undertaking, and 
fo profitable for the Publish Good I 
This pitiful Complaint they whined as 
they went through many Streets, till 
coming to the Prifon of St. James, 
they violently broke in, and fetting the 
Prifoners at Liberty, they took them 
into prefent Service and Protedion. 

Being come to the Palace; and placing 
*hcmfelves p under the Window of the, 
Viceroy, they began to be nrfe and 

noify 
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jiotfy; and demanded pofitively, to be 
freed not only from the Tax upon Fruit, 
hut from all other Gabels whatever ; efpe- 
cially that laid upon Corn. The Viceroy, 
furpriz'd with this Attempt, fhew'd him- 
felf in the Balcony, and complied with 
them fo far as to abolifh wholly the Ga* 
bel upon Fruit, and Part of the Corn- 
Tax alio : But this Indulgence rather 
inraged than pacified the People: They 
cried out, they would not be relieved 
by Halves, but the Whole fhould be 
taken off; bawling out ft ill, Long live 
she King of Spain, but curfed be the 
Government. Then they preffcd hard 
upon the . Palace-Gate, which they 
forced in Defiance of the German and 
Spanijh Guards : And_.a Party of them 
attempting to go up Stairs to ipeak with 
the Viceroy himfelf, and give him a 
more particular Account of their Grie- 
vances, his Excellency fent pofitive 
Orders to the Guard not to oppofe 
them, but fuffer them to come up. But 
in the Hurry and Confufion that Order 
was not obeyed, beeaufe it could with 
Difficulty be heard ; and the Soldiers 
thought to make good their Poft againft 
the People. But all Refiftance was vain ; 
for the Mob forced all Opposition $ and 
5 with 
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ing by the Mefienger, that the Dtf&hcfi 
that very Hour had taken up the Draw* 
bridge, he changed his Mind, and re- 
fclved to leave the Place where he was, 
and take Refuge by flying into the next 
Church, which was dedicated to St, 
Lewis, where there was a Friary of St. 
Francifca de Paola : But firfl: he looked 
out at the Window, and obferving a 
great Number of People affenabled be- 
low* he gave them Notice that he was 
there. He fpoke to theta in the moil 
obliging Manner r and gave them to un- 
derstand, that he was willing to remit the 
Gabel upon Fruit, and give them Statis- 
faftion to the utmoft : And to convey his. 
Intentions to them with the greater Cer- 
tainty, he threw fmall Schedules of Pa* 
per among them,. wherein he gave it un- 
der his Hand, that the Fruit T Tax Ihould. 
ceafe, and Part of the Tax upon Corn. 
But this Propfofel was rejeded by the 
People with Indignation * who railed a 
violent .Outcry, and making Signs to 
him at the Window, infiflbed that he 
fliould come down, and treat perfbnally. 
with them. The Viceroy being afraid left 
the Houfe fhould be fired about his 
Ears, refblved to come down, and if. 
ppffible, get into the Church of St. 

Lewis y 
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Lewis, before the Mob knew any thing 
of his Defign. 

In the mean time, that Party of the 
Rabble that got into the Palace, deter- 
mined to ftrip and gut every Room of 
it* They tore down the Tapeftry and 
the Glafles, and runningpfrom one Room 
to another with great Fury, they carried 
off all the Tables, Chairs, Skreens, and 
other Moveables of Value ; and throw- 
ing them out into the Yard, they made 
a Pile of them, and fet them on Fire, 
and burnt them to Alhes. But yet 
(which was very remarkable in the 
Heighth of fuch popular Diftraftion) 
they did not fo much as attempt to en- 
ter the Apartment of the moft Eminent 
Cardinal Trivulcto, who Jived in that, 
Palace, and was at Home at the fame 
time^ under the greateft Apprehenfions 
of being mob'd to Death. 

The Viceroy defigned to come down* 
in Order to his Efcape ; and for that 
Purpofe had a Coach with two Horfes 
provided at a proper Place to carry him 
off. St. Lewis's Church was at no great 
Diftanee, and therefore he apprehended 
no great Difficulty in the Defign : But 
he had no fooner ftepp'd into the Coach, 
but fome of the Mob fpied him, and 
C ftopp'd 
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him. He begin now to think his Life 
in Danger 5 efpecially when the People 
forced open the Coach-Doors, and pre- 
fenting two naked Swords to his Breaft, 
they threatned him with inftant Death, 
unlefs he would take -off the Taxes. 
He promifed them, no doubt, under 
that Diftrefs, and perfuaded them mildly 
to lay down their Arms and return home: 
But this gave them no manner of Satis- 
faction : They would hearken to nothing, 
unlefs he would come out of the Coach 
and treat with them openly ; and then 
fomewhat might be done towards quiet- 
ing the Troubles. His Excellency was 
forced to comply, and then the Mob 
began to ufe him civilly, and with 
fome Relpeft . Some of them with great 
Zeal and SubmifTion kiffed his Hands 5 
*nd others upon their Knees intreated 
him, Moft Excellent Sir* for the Love 
and Paffion of God, difburden us of 
theft heavy Gaheis x which prey upon 
our very Hearts Blood ? let us have no 
pipre Slavery •, let us breath. The Vice- 
roy anfwered with all imaginable Coft- 
defcenfion, and gave them his Word 
that all Taxes fhould ceafe from that 
Moment. But tho' he was outwardly 
treated with tolerable Regard, and . in 

foms 
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fome fort firitably to bis Chara&er v yet 
he did not think himfclf fafe, (b long as 
tie was furrounded with fuch a confufed 
and diforderly Multitude : Therefore, to 
divert the People, he threw among them 
fome Hundred Sequins of Gold* which' 
he had provided for that Purpofe, iri 
Gifc of Neceflity. This Projeft had the 
aefigned EfFeft : For thb* many of them 
would not be blinded by tjie Bait, and 
cried out, that they did not want to be 
Believed by fcattering his Money among 
them, but to be freed from the Oppre£ 
fiorv of Gabels ; yet, while the greatefl 
^art of them were fcrambling for the 
Gold, his Excellency ftepp'd into his 
Coaph, and got fafe into the Santtuary 
Qf St, Lewis. And he immediately com- 
manded all the Doors of the Church to 
be fhut, as well as of the Monaftery that 
belonged to k. 

The People that were bufy about the 
Money, perceiving that the Viceroy had 
flipp'd out of their Hands, were per- 
fectly outragious, and refolvicd inftantly ? 
to pull down the Monaftery. They went 
thither in a Body, and meeting with no 
Oppofition, they batter'd down the firft 
great Gate, and defigned to ferve the 
reft in the fame Marjiier j demanding vi- 
r C 2 olently 
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violently to be releafed from the Gabeb ; 
and infifting, that his Excellency fhould 
deliver to them an Inftrument in Writing 
under his Hand and Seal, that he would 
abolilh their Taxes, and confirm their 
Privileges to them and their Pofterity. 
The Mob werit on with their Work in 
pulling down the Gates: And left the 
Monastery fliould be pulled down, the 
Viceroy confiderM how he fhould put 
a Stop to their Outrages 5 the doing of 
which would be difficult, their Numbers 
increafing every Moment. At length he 
thought it Prudence to open the Win- 
dow, and fpeak to them, which he did ; 
perfuading them to give over fuch vio- 
lent Methods, td difperfe and go home f 
afluring them, that there fliould be no 
more Taxes, but every Thing complied 
with to their Satisfaction. ^Neverthelefs, 
the People being jealous they fliould be 
deluded, they took no manner of Notice 
of the Promifes of the Viceroy, but con- 
tinued to batter and pull down another 
Gate, which' was foon done \ and fo 
without more Obftruftion, they immedi- 
ately enter'd the Monaftery. 

Things being in this Agitation, the 
moft Eminent Cardinal Filomarino 9 Arch- 
Whop of Naples, ufed all poffible En- 
deavours 



tleavours to appeafe the Populace. Thi* 
moft Reverend Prelate was .always zea- 
lous and a&ive in his Paftoral Charge, 
and devoted' all his Labours to the Ser- 
vice of God and the Good of his Church : 
He was fenfible what Calamities attend 
upon fuch DiforderSj. and that Difcord 
and Sedition among the People, had con- 
.tributed more to the Ruin and Defblation 
of Cities and Kingdoms, than ail the 
Stratagems and hoftile Attempts of fo- 
reign and profefied Enemies. And there- 
fore> to prevent the Miferies of Fire and 
Sword that muft neceflarily enfue, he 
went in his Coach to the Monaftery, and 
applied hki>ft]f with ,greatCourte£y and 
^ndefcenfiisrri.tb theiMob, intneating 
them* that they would defift from fuck 
violent arid unjuftifiablc Methods, and 
fubmit to have their Grievances redrefsM 
in a legal Way. They anfwered, but 
j^efpeft fully enough, that they could not 
be fatisfied till the Viceroy had deliver'd 
to them the Inftrument they had de- 
manded, which was to confirm a Releafe 
of all the Taxes, efpecially thofe laid 
upon Corn and Fruit. His Eminence 
replied, th2t he would be an Advocate" 
for them, and endeavour tQ obtain it ; 
And fo going out of his Coach> he went 
C j .-..-, ia 
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in Perfon through the thickeft of the 
People, who made Way for him, till he 
came to another Gate that was in imme- 
diate Danger of being puli'd down by 
the* Mob. But as foon as they law the 
Archbifhop, the Heat of their Rage was 
abated •, for they profeffed the utmoft 
Reverence and Veneration for him : Yet 
notwithftanding, they infifted upon a 
Redrefs of their Grievances, and that the 
Taxes might be abolifh'd . The Archbfc- 
lhop promifed to ufe his Intereft, anden- 
gaged to bring them the Instrument figned 
and lealcd as they defirecfc But confiderr 
: ing, that if he left the People, and waited 
tin Perfon upon the Viceroy, they might 
return to their former Fury and Diftrao- 
•tion $ he thought it more prudential to 
' fend a Meffengcr to his Excellency, with 
an Excufe that he did not come himfelf 5 
and defiring, that he would fend the^ 
Inftrument confirmed ^s it fhould be, 
.with all poffible Difpatch. The Charter 
-was fodn drawn up, figned, fealed, and 
fent to the Archbifhop, with a Defire at 
the fame Time, that he would deliver It 
with his own Hands to the People. He 
immediately ftepp'd into his Coach, and 
holding the written Inftrument in his 
Hand vifibly, that every one might fee 

it,

it, he drove away without Oppofition, 
drawing the whole Body of the Mob 
after him all along Toledo-Strttt \ every 
one prefiing towards the Coach to be 
latisfied what it contained. The Coach 
flopped in a convenient Place, and the 
Archbilhop read out the Charter to the 
People j which was no fooner done, but 
they cried out one and all, that they were 
cheated and impofed upon \ for, that 
Inftrument figntfied no more, than that 
the Gabel upon Fruit, and /even Car- 
lines upon Wheat were taken off: But 
they infifted, that moft, if not all of 
the other faxes Jhould be abolijhed ; 
ejpecially thofe that were impofed Jince 
Charles V. The Archbilhop perceiving 
that no healing Meafures would he heard 
while the Mob continued in that Fer- 
ment, delivered the Inftrument to the 
Head of the People, who was appointed 
for that Purpofe ; and then retired to his 
Palace without Oppofition. 

The Mob who followed the Cardinal, 
finding they were cheated, hafted away 
to the great Market-place, where a great 
Multitude of their Fellows were got to- 
gether ; and, having given an Account 
of the Contents of; the Inftrument, they 
came to a Refolution, that it was but 
C 4 Satif 
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Satisfaction in Part \ that their Grie- 
vances were JIM unredreffed ; and there* 
fore, it was necejfary for the common 
Defence of the Faithful People of Na- 
ples, (for this was their diftinguifhing 
Tide) to form tbernfehes into regular 
Bodies ; and to lift a fufficient Number 
cf Men 9 that would recover their 
Rights, and procure them a total Bif 
charge from Taxes. Then they broke 
up ; and a Party of them, confifting of 
Thoufands of Men and Boys, marched 
direftfy to the Palace ; and another Com* 
pany took their Way towards the Mo- 
naftery of St. Lewis, and refolved to 
force open the Gates, which by this time 
were fortified againft them. The firft At- 
tack they made was upon that Part of the 
Monaftery where many Lords and La- 
dies, and Peribns of the firft Quality 
had taken Shelter : But they were vigo- 
roufly repulfed by the Spanijh Guards \ 
and particularly, a Captain laid about him 
furioufly with his Sword, and the Sol- 
diers fired upon them with their Muf- 
- quets ; which did Execution among the. 
Rabble, and many of them lay dead 
upon the Spot. During this Encounter, 
the Ladies had Time to retire, and to 
fccurc themfelves in the Friars Cells ; 



and the Viceroy, by the Afliftance oF the 
Abbot of the Convent, found an Op- 
portunity tor fcale the Walls, and got 
fafely into the Monaftery of Jcfuits v 
from whence he was toon removed by 
feme of his Spaniards , who carried him 
in an old Sedan, and lodged him in the 
Caftleof «?/. Elmo. 

It was loon noifed abroad* that the 
Viceroy had made • his Efcape out of 
the Monaftery,- which prevented any 
Jxirther Outrage upon that Place : For, 
the Rabble drew off together, and 
marched direftly to the. Palace, which 
they refolved to feize into* their own 
Hands, by difarming the". Spaniards that 
kept the Guard : But they compounded, 
by delivering to the Rabble their Drums 
and Half Pikes ; but their Swords and 
Mufquets they were allowed to keep. 
In this Diftra&ion they left the v Palace, 
and difperfed themfelves to all Quarters 
of the City, where any of the Spanijh 
Guards were fet> whom they immediate- 
ly attacked, and toqk away their Arms. 
Then they marched into the Suburb of 
Cbiagia, to the Palace of Bon tiberh 
de Garaffa y Prince of Bijtgriano^ who 
was Field-Mafter, and Colonel- General 
cf the Battalion of Naples* This Noblfc- 
4 man* 
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man, by bis Affability and goad Quali- 
ties, had recommended himfelf to the 
- Affe&ion of the People, who pwfeftly 
adored him, and in this Exigency de- 
' pended much upon his Protection and 
Advice. They addreffed him with great 
Refpeft and Submiffion, and intreated 
him to be their Defender ', ,and inter- 
cede for them with the Vicercy> that 
the cruel Opprejfton of the Taxes might 
he taken off, and their Privileges be con- 
firmed to them* as they were tfiailifhed by 
Charles V. 

But before the Prince of Bifignano 
could fend his Anfwer to the People, a 
great Number of Men ran furioufly to 
the Toll-Houfe, where they cxafted the 
Gabel upon Fruit at Chiagia, and im- 
mediately fet Fire to the Houfe, and 
burnt it down to the Ground, with all 
the Books of Accounts and Entries, Fur- 
niture and Goods that were in it. The 
Mob Hill increafed by continual Sup- 
plies : The Suburbs were filled with the 
confufed Multitude of People : And the 
Heads of them obferving their Num- 
bers, divided them into two Squadrons, 
or rather into two Armies. By this 
Time, the Prince of Bifignano came out 
among them oh Horfe-back. A Company 

of 
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of the leffcr Boys drew up in a Circle 
about him, and cried, No Gabels ; no 
Taxes. He defired them to obferve 
fome. Order, and not ruin tbemfehes 
and the City of Naples by fucb violent 
Proceedings \ for nothing could h done 
in fucb Heat and DiftraEtion : And* 
as for the Gabels, be protnifed they 
fbould foon be taken off. But the Pfeople, 
no Way iatisfied, kept up the Cry, and 
conducing the Prince by the Palace and 
the Caftle, and the ipoft popular Street* 
of the City, they brought him at laft 
to the great Market-place. Here were 
gpt together above Fifty Thoufand of 
the Rabble, all uniting in a general Out-, 
cry, Down with the Gabels, down with 
the Gabels. The Prince was aftonifhed. 
at the Fury of the Multitude, and con- 
cluded it impoffible to appeafe them ; 
He fpoke to them with the greateft 
Courtefy, and affured them of his In- 
clinations to ferve them : But all to no 
Purpofe, till at laft he confidered that* 
Religion might poflible make Impref- 
fion upon their Minds ; and the Church 
of the moft Holy Lady of Carmine 
being conveniently at Hand, he led 
them thither ; and placing himfelf upon 
* an Eminence, from whence he might be 

heard* 
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heard, with a Crucifix in his Hands* 
he in treated thern in the moft folemn 
Manner : He prayed, exhorted and con* 
jured them, by the Paffion and Love 
of God, and for the Sake of the bleffed 
Virgin bis Patronefs, that they would 
give over their Rage, and fuffer their 
Affairs to be fettkd in a regular Way r 
He promifed them, and gave his Oatb 
for it, that he would intercede for them 
to the Viceroy, and obtain a Redrefs of 
their Grievances to their full Satis- 
faSion. But the People, ever jealous 
of their Privileges, cried out, that Words 
and Promifes were but Wind \ and 
that they would never d/fperfe, and let 
the Power flip out of their Hands, tilt 
the Taxes were abolijh'dy and they were 
dabliflfd in their Liberties. The Prince 
.Aiding their Fury was not to be op- 
, pofed, led them out of Church agafn 
into the Market-place j and continued 
with them, conceiving that an Oppor- 
tunity might offer when they would 
hearken to Reafon : And he often ap- 
plied to them for that Purpofe, and af- 
iured them, that be would make their 
Caufe bis own, which be would never 
give up, till the Peace and Privileges 
of the City werejettled upon the Foot 

tbey 
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they de/tred. But though they ufed 
him with all outward Refpcft j yet 
they were in too great a Ferment, to 
fubfide and grow cool by Pcrfuafions 
only. 

The Multitude increafed every Mo- 
ment •, and frefti Recruits flocked it* 
from all Corners of the City. This 
additional Strength, made them more 
outragious ; and fo they marched in 
ri great Body, to the Prifons of Santa 
Maria tfAgnone* and of Santa Arch- 
angelo \ which they refolved to force 
and break open. The Keepers, affifted 
by a Company of the Guards, attempt- 
ed to refill ; but they were foon bore 
down, and with great Difficulty got 
off with their Lives. The Gates flew 
open, which they immediately unhin- 
ged, and threw into the Street; and 
fo a general Jayl Delivery enfued ; 
and all the Prifoners were fet at Li± 
berty. Then they fell to (tripping the 
Rooms, and rifling what came to their 
Hands i and finding the Records and 
Court-Books, which contained the Pro- 
ceedings againft the Prifoners, they 
tore them in Pieces, and made a Fire 
of them, where they were burnt to 

Afhes* 
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Allies. Thus they did, to the Prifons 
that belonged to the Manufactures of 
Wool and Silk ^ and notwithftanding 
the Reverence they profefled to the 
Perfon of the Archbifhop, yet they 
forced the Prifon that was his Pecu- 
liar ; burnt the Journals of the Court, 
and the Prifoners were let out. They 
diredted their Courfe next to the Pri- 
jpns of the Nunciatura and of the 
Vicaria, which they determined to 
force as they had done the reft : But 
fome of them were againft this Vio- 
lence; for they infilled, that they, 
were Royal Prifons, and formerly 
bad been Palaces of their Kings l 
and therefore were to be* treated 
with more JRefpetl. But this Argu-^ 
ment was rejected by the major Part; 
of the Rabble, who attack'd the Gates 
with their ufual Fury. The Keepers 
and Warders within, were prepared to 
receive them.; for they expe&ed a 
Vifit from them, and fo a fharp Ac- 
tion followed. But at laft, with much 
Perfuafion, the moft Excellent Prince 
of Bi/ignano 9 whom they thus obliged^ 
to go along with them, put an End' 
to the Encounter; for he told them, 

the 
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the Prifoners within* were none but 
Foreigners* Murderers* and Thieves* 
and to give Liberty to fucb Villains 
were to let loo/e a Cry of Wolves* 
who would foon return to their old 
Trade of Robbing and cutting of 
Throats. 

Their next Attempt was dreadful % 
for they fet no Bounds to their Fury. 
They fleered away from thefe Prifons 
which happened to efcape, towards the 
Dogana> or Toil-Houfe for Corn ; anil 
(which was terrible Tto behold) the* 
carried [Faggots upon their Backs, and " 
Fire and Pitch in their Hands; and 
forcing the Gates they made a Pile 
and let all on Fire. The Building 
was foon confumed * but they would 
not ftir off the Spot 'till all was re- 
duced to alhes. The Prince of Bi- 
ftgnano was aftoniflied at their Rage, 
and ufed all poflible Arts to prevent 
this Mifchief. But what can oppofe 
theMadnefe of an enragjed Populace? 
His Arguments rather increafed than 
abated the Diftraftion. This Exploit 
concluded in the Deftruftion of vaft 
Quantities of Corn that was there laid 
up 5 great Sums of Money that be- 
longed

longed to the Officers of the 'Toll- 
Houfe ; and all the Furniture and 
Houftiold-Goods, which without Dif- 
tinftion perilhed in the Flames. 

Having glutted themfelves with this 
horrid Spc&acle, they drew off* and 
went up to the Piazza of 5/. Lau- 
rences Church. .Hither the Prince of 
Bijignano followed them, tho* with 
no great Succefs : Yet he continued 
to ufe his Endeavours to reftore Peace 
to the City : But the Torrent* was too 
ftrong to be oppofed 5 att Perfuadon 
was loft, and confounded by the Noife 
of the Multitude * whofc Spirits were 
too inflamed, to be argued into Tem- 
per. They attempted to enter the 
Church, and fo go into the Cloyfters, 
which was the Way leading to the 
Steeple, where the great Bell hungr 
But they met with a ftrong Refiftance 
by fome Banditti within, who had fled 
there for Sanftuary : Two of jherft 
however fell a Sacrifice to the People's 
Rage, and were killed upon the Spot, 
The more fober Part of the Populace 
by this Time began to dread the E- 
vent, and to be in Pain for the Con- 
ferences ' that might follow ; But 

they 
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they had no great Advantage at this 
Time, tho' indeed there were fome 
Incendiaries got among them, who (till 
kept up their Spirits, and added Fuel 
to the Flames. Among thefe par- 
ticularly was a Sicilian, who feemed 
.to be rather a Devil in human Shape 
than a Man ; and dealt about him, as 
if he had been poffefled by all the 
Furies of Hell. It is incredible al- 
moft, with what Fury and Intrepidity 
this Fellow behaved : He was fore- 
moft in all Danger 5 and was tearing 
and pulling down with . the Flames 
raging about his Ears: He was the 
Head of the Rabble •, would lead 
them to Aftion ; and if they fhewM 
any Signs of Fear, he would upbraid 
them with Cowardice, and call them 
a Pack of focr fpirited }Vret<hts % 
that did not deferve the Privileges 
they were contending for : And with 
fuch Sort of Harangues, he let their 
Blood in a Flame, and gave them no 
Time to cool. But the Juftice of 
Heaven found this Villain out : For 
he was (hot dead from the Tower of 
St: Laurence^ by a Mufquet-Bali 
which took him full in the Forehead. 

The 
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The Prince of Bifignano was noW 
tired with the Fatigue he had under- 
gone: He had been many Hours on 
Horfeback, and the Seafon being ex- 
tremely hot, was ready to faint; for 
he was a Perfon of a very tender Con- 
ftitution, not able to endure Hardfhip, 
and was almoft fuffocated by the Mul- 
titude of People that thronged about 
him. All Attempts to Peace and Ac- 
commodation he found were fruitlefs ; 
and therefore he refolved to difengage 
himfelf from the Tumult as foon as 
he could : But this was not to be 
abruptly done* and therefore he ad- 
drefs'd himfelf to k thc Rabble, who 
began to be tired after their Day's 
Work, and perfuaded them to fepa- 
rate into Parties* and take up their 
Quarters that Night in feveral Parts 
of the City ; fo that on the Morrow, 
they might eafily come to the Common 
I Rendezvous 9 and they jhould find him 
ready to obey their Commands \ but 
infifted, thai they Jhould commit no 
Hoftilitiesi and burn no more Houfes 
till the Morning. The People thought 
the Propofal reafonable ; and while 
they were dividing themfelves into 

Com- 
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Companies, the Prince conveyed him- 
fclf out of the Crowd and got off 
fafely. He retired to the Houfe of 31 
near Relation, where, after he had 
flayed a fhort Time to rtfrefli.hin> 
felf, towards the Clofe of the Evetv- 
ing he was carried in a Sedan ipty 
Caftelnovo* and bleffed God, thai be 
bad efcaped with Life, out of the 
Hands of a diftrafted and implacable 
People. 

But the Rabble loon found what 
the Prince intended by dividing them ; 
and concluding, that their Safety lay 
in flaying together, they united again ; 
and perhaps had they found the Prince, 
his life might have been in Danger : 
But upon Enquiry, he was gone; an^ 
the People perceiving they were withr- 
out a Head, cried out one and all for 
Mafaniellq, who firft fct on Foot the 
Recovery of their Liberties. The 
barefooted Fifherman appeared ; and 
after they had complimented him with 
the great Titles of being the Saviour 
and Father of bis Country, they made 
him their General. The Fellow brifkly 
accepted of the Command ; and not 
troubling them with Speeches of his 

own 
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own Inability, as the Cuftom is, he 
told them, they Jhould find him no 
Scoundrel \ for all the' Blood in bis 
Body was at their Service* and he 
would either put an End to their 
Grievances, by aholijhing thofe curfed 
Gabels ; or be would die in the At- 
tempt. This Declaration was received 
bf the Rabble with loud Huzzas : 
And the firft Thing done by. th'6 new 
General, was, by Beat of Drum thro* 
the whole City and Suburbs, to fum- 
mon the People to Arms again/I the 
Tyranny of the Government, and the 
Oppreffion of the Taxes, 

The Calamities that threatened the 
City by thefe Tiimults arid Diftra&i- 
ons, moved fome of the Religious 
Orders to go in Proceffion thro' the 
City : And this they did not only 
to foften the Fury of the Rabble, by 
the Gravity and Solemnity of their 
Appearance;' but from a Principle of 
religious Zeal, to implore the Di- 
vine AJfijtance and Mercy, that Gcd 
would be pleafed to put a Stop to 
the- Miferies that bung over their 
.Heads, by fetting Bounds to the 
Mfldnefs of the People. The moll 

Re- 



Reverend Fathers the %< Tbeatins have 
fix Churches in the Gty. From two 
of thefe, that of ,5/. Paul, and of the 
Hofy Apeftks* zmnt out of each, a 
Hundred of the Religious. One Com- 
pany .paffed through Tok ^-Street, and 
fo marched on before* S/. Lewis's Church, 
where the moft pure Milk of the bleffed 
Virgin is kept: And the other made 
their Way T thro* other Streets of the. 
City, that were the moft populous ; "till 
they came to the great Market-place. 
Here they pray'd, and fpoke to the 
People ; from whence they went to 
the Church of the moft holy Lady 
of Carmine ; and having there offer'd 
their Devotions in the moft folemn 
Manner, they returned Home ; and 
by this time it was dark Night. The 
pious Defigns, and holy Services of 
thefe Religious were gratefully ac-. 
knowledged by the Viceroy ; who. 
thought it became him, to give a full 
Account of the Proceflion^ to the 
Ctmte d'Ognate, that was then Ca^ 
tbolick Ambafiador in the Court of 
Jlome. 

The 

* A &£ of Priefts in 'great Refute in Pofte 
Cicmcnt VIVt Time, 
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The Viceroy, and the whole Body 
of the Nobility, were confounded at 
thefe Proceedings of the Rabble ; and 
could form no Refolution, how it was 
poffible to reduce, them to Temper. 
Their Numbers continually incrqpafed :■ 
And to prevent any Defign they might 
have, of entring the Church of St. 
Laurence* and feizing upon many 
valuable Things that tf ere 'there lodg'd, 
and belonged- to the Citizens; and 
especially left' they fhould early off 
1 8 Pieces of Ordnance, and . a Pro- 
vifion of fmall Arms, that were kept 
in the Tower of the Church, they fet 
a Guard upon the Church, and Cloy- 
fter belonging to it j cdnfiftihg of 
Spaniards > and others that were the 
bed Soldiers they had; For his Ex- 
cellency judged rightly, that if the 
Rabble got Poffeffion of the Steeple, 
they bad the Command of the great 
Bell* that was always rung in Cafeg 
of fudden Diftrefs : And the People, 
knew by that Sign, that they muft be- 
take themfelv£s to Arms, for the City 
was in the utmbft Diftrefs. 

His Excellency thinking himfelf no 
longer fafe in the Caftle of St. El- 
mo,

aw, removed about 2 o'Clock in the 
Morning to Cajielmvo, which joins 
to the Royal Palace by a Bridge that 
pafies between them. The moft E- 
minent Cardinal Trivultio, with many 
Officers and ftout Cavaliers went with 
him* and for his Security, he had a 
good Body of Spanijh Soldiers for a 
Guard. It was thought by wife tylen, 
that the Viceroy might have eafily 
fupprefs'd the Tumults, had he crufh'd 
them in the Beginning, before they 
were fo impetuous \ and even now, 
had he exerted his Authority, and 
put himfelf at the Head of the King's 
Troops, the Rioters after the firft On- 
fet, would have furrendered, and laid 
down their- Arms. But, inftead of 
proceeding by thefe Meafures, which 
he thought violent, he took a milder 
Courfe, and .thought to win upon 
them, by A<5ts of Kindnefs and Po- 
pularity : And therefore, inftead of 
falling upon them in an hoftile Way, 
he contrived » to fupply the Populace 
with Bread, which now began to be 
fcarce and dear* and iflued out Or- 
ders to be publifli'd that Night, that 
on the Morrow- Morning* a Loaf of 

Bread 
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Bread Jhould weigh 33 Ounces and 
4 Grains \ whereas before, it fear* 
weigh'd 22 Ounces ; and that the 
Tax upon Fruit Jbould be utterly 
abolijhedy and never be exalted any 
more. For bis better Defence, he 
doubled the Guard upon the Caftle. 

Nor did the Fury of the People 
abate in the leaft. They were fatisfied 
with nothing but Fire and Defoja- 
_tion. And for that purpofe, they 
caufed the great Bell of our Lady 
of Carmine to be rung out thrice 
that very Night, to incite the People 
to Arms. They obeyed the Summons : 
For they flocked together in Multi- 
tudes from all Parts j and dividing 
themfelves into Companies, they march'd 
into feveral Quarters of the City, Some 
went out, with a Defign to fet Fire 
to all the Toll-Houfes in Naples* 
where the Gabels were exaded; and 
for the greater Terror, they had Torches 
in their Hands, and Drums beating 
before them : Others (laid behind, to 
provide Arms and Ammunition for the 
Service of the following Day ; and 
for that Purpofe, they plundered all- 
the Shops of the Gun- Smiths, Sword- 
Cut- 
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Cutlers, and other Tradefmen ; and 
got together a great Quantity of Swords, 
Mufquets, Bullets, Gun-powder and 
Match : Others broke into the Houfes 
of the Merchants ; and the Arms they 
kept for their own Security againft 
Thieves, were taken away by Violence, 
for the Ufe of the mofi faithful Peo- 
ple of Naples. And becaufe one of 
the Shop-keepers attempted to make 
-Refiftance, and refufed footifbly to gra- 
tify the Rabble ; not only threatening 
to complain to the Viceroy^ but ralhly 
difcharging a Mortar-piece out of the 
Window* whereby one of tbem was 
kill'd ; the People were fo incenfed, 
that they immediately clapp'd Fire tf> 
his Houie, wherein were many Barrel* 
of Guo-powder, and all flew up into 
the Air ; which made a dreadful 
Shock, and itruck a Terror thro* the 
whole City. 87 Perfons were blown 
up and pqifhed ; and 44 were mile-* 
rably wounded, and fcarce efpaped 
with their Liyes. . The Viceroy was 
alarm'd at thefe Proceedings : And to 
prevent fuch Barbarities for. the fucure, 
he gave pofitive Orders, that all the 
Powder that was lodged i* the City 
D (bouli 
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jhould be thoroughly wetted: The 
People. on the other Hand, behaved 
with an imperious Authority along the 
Streets -, and began to range themfelves 
under fome Order and Difcipline : They 
refolved to have a regular Army ready 
for their Defence, and with great Ap- 
plication, provided for the Bufinefe of 
the next Day. 

v . The Preparations made by the 
Ju ** 9 Rabble the Night before, were 
Fore-runners of great Mifchief and Con- 
fufion on the Morrow. Their Vigilance 
and Induftry were equal to their Fury and 
Refentments : They were fufficiently 
guarded againft any Surprize, by keep* 
ing together in great Bodies all the 
. Night, and fetting Watches in the fuf- 
pefted Places of the City. Before it 
was clear Day, Mafanicllo appeared 
in the great Market-place *, and taking 
an Account of the Arms and Ammu- 
nition that was got together, and com- 
Euting how many regular Troops could 
e fupplied with them, he divided 
the Rabble into Regiments and Com* 
panies, and diftributed the Arms a- 
xnong them. The Flower of the Ne- 
apolitan Youth lifted voluntarily into 

.; the 
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the Service, and were eager to be led 
on to A&ion. And to fay the Truth, 
Mafaniello with wonderful Dexterity 
and popular Oratory, had form'd them 
fo exadfcly to his Furpofe, that by t 
Motion of his Hand, they would have 
ait the Throats of all the Nobility, 
and fet every Houfe in the City on 
Fire. Nothing was to be heard in the 
Streets, but the Noife of Drums and 
Trumpets, and theClaflring of Armour: 
The Colours were difplayed, and now 
it no longer appeared to be a Rabble 
Rout, but a formidable and well or- 
dered Army, abfolutely at the Com- 
mand of their General, and compleatly 
furnilh'd with brutifli Zeal and Bar- 
barity, and all the Principles and In- 
ftraments of Death and Cruelty. The 
Soldiers march'd with their drawn 
Swords, the Mufquets and Arque- 
bufes cock'd, arm'd likcwife with Lan- 
ces and Targets. And what was more 
furprizing, and improved the Terror 
and Aftonilhment of the Government, 
the Country People thronged into the 
Town in great Multitudes, breathing 
nothing but Fire and Deftru&iont 
They came down from all the Villages 
D 2 about 



*boqt Naples, armed with Plough- 
fhares, Pitch-forks, Spades, Pikes and 
other Implements j and forming them- 
felves into fome Order, they mixed 
themfelves with the Rabble, and were 
principally concerned in the Calami* 
ties that followed. Nor were the 
Women, in this general Confufion, 
wanting in their Zeal : For they af- 
fembled in great Numbers; furnifli'd 
with Fire-fhoveJs, Iron Tongs, Spits 
and other Family- Inftruments ; pro- 
tefting, fhat they would Ufe their 
JBlood in the common Caufe 9 and would 
never fubmit , 'till their Liberties 
yvere fecund : They vow f d they would 
turn the City, % and themfelvis and 
Children along with it , before they 
would be Beajls of Burden any Ion- 
ger, and bring up their Children to be 
Slaves and Pack - Horfes to a proud 
find haughty Nobility. The very Chil- 
dren top were feea with Canes and 
Sticks in their Hands, threatening 
the Nobility, and urging their Fathers 
to Battle. The common Cry wag , 
Jj)ng live the King of Spain, but no 
more Gabels 5 let the Taxes pcrifb % 
and be font to HeU y to fupport the 

dark 
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dark Kingdom of the Devil \ and curfect 
be the Raifers of them •, tbofe Blood- 
fuckers* tbofe Wolves > who have de- 
voured the Flejh of the innocent 
Lambs : Let them die, and be torn 
Limb from Limb : Let us make them 
vomit and difgorge the Blood they 
have fucked :■ Let us fqueeze the 
Hell- Hounds to the I aft Drop \ tbofe 
infatiable Leeches, who bave drained 
the faithful People of Naples, that 
tbey are ready to faint ; Let thefe 
Waffs that buzz about us anct fting 
us to Death* be blown up with Gun- 
powder ; they* who have lived upon 
the Honey of the Bees* and like Drones 
bave plundered the Hive. 

Thefe, and fuch like, were thfc 
Outcries that were in fhe W(outh of 
the Populace, and rung horriofy thro* 
all the Streets of Naples. N<* Man 
was fafe, either in his Life or Pro- 
perty. The Nobility and Gentry were 
in the utmoft Confirmation. Sorrte of 
them retired to the Country, left their 
Wives and Daughters Ihould be ra- 
Vifhed ; and conveyed away their moft 
valuable EfFefts, left they fhould be' 
D 3 plan- 
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plundered. A general Fear and A- 
mazement feized the moft fober Part 
of the Citizens; who, fenfible of the 
Fury of an inraged Populace, fhut up 
their Shops, and were forced to ap- 
plaud the Proceedings of the Multi- 
tude, to fecure their Goods and Houfea 
from Fire, All Bufinefi and publick 
Offices were at a Stand, The Arti 
and Sciences languifhed : Books were 
neglefted : Studies abandoned : The 
Bar was folitary : The Ecclefiafticks 
fung Lacbryma : The Law ceafed : 
Patronages were defpifed : Advocates 
were dumb : The Judges were fled f 
and the Courts of Juftice were lhut 
up. The Arfenak only were open : 
Magazines and Store-Houfes were 
fearched and rifled by the Rabble ; 
and the whole City was inflamed 
with martial Fury. Nothing was to 
be heard in the Streets but the rattling 
of Armour, and the fcouring and fur- 
bifliing of old Mufquets, Pikes and 
rufty Swords j every one incouraging 
his. Fellow to fiand to it Itf/lily, and 
threatening the Execution of Fire and 
Sword againjt all Opfofers. 

But the principal Rendezvous of 
the Peopk was about the great Mar* 

kefr 
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ket place, Lavinaro, and Porta No- 
Una. Here they drew up in military 
Order, and formed themfelves into 
diftinft Bodies, with proper Officers 
at the Head of them : And (which 
was a terrible Sight) there were Per- 
fons difpofed between the Ranks, with 
fighted Match and flaming Torches. 
Mafaniello was Generaliffimo ; and 
he applied himfeJf with Angular Art, 
to provide againft Extremities ; to in- 
spire the People with Courage, and 
infufc Teitor among his Enemies. He 
ient pofitive Orders to the 36 Pre- 
cin&s of the City, To arm injlantty 
for the common Defence, under the 
fivere Penalty of faring their Houfes 
about their Ears ; which was punc- 
tually executed : And by this Means, 
a great Multitude flock'd to him com- 
pleatly armed 1 (vfthkh added to his 
Strength) and joynM in the common 
Rage againft the Government. His 
Care was now to fecure Ammunition 1 
and hearing of a Shop-keeper, who 
had by him a Quantity of Gun- 
powder, he civilly fent to him to 
buy it y and the Meffehger carried 
ready Money in his Hand : But the 
D 4 Man 
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Man refafing to fell it, without Au- 
thority from jhi Viceroy ) Mafanitllo 
detach'd a Party from the main. Body 
to fire the Houle. They immediately 
threw lighted Matches in at the Win- 
dow^ and the Houfe, with 60 Pfeoplc 
that were within* flew up into the 
Air : So many were deftroyed, for 
their Bodies were nnmber'd afterwards, 
the Mob not fuffering them to be 
buried for a long Time, Dreadful was 
the Shock : It made a fort of an 
Earthquake all about it ; and the' Crack 
was as loud, as when the great Ga-. 
lion was blown up a few Weeks be- 
fore, in the Port of Naples. But 
whether it toolc Fire, by Accident of ^ 
by Defign^ is yet unknown. The Loft* 
of this Powder made the Rabble the 
more furious *, and in a great Body, 
they march'd to tbj King's Magazine, 
that was without the City, towards Cap 
de Cbinq ; with a Defign to feize it 
for their own Ufe, or blow it up. 
When they came, they forced open 
the Doors ; but to their great Disap- 
pointment, it had been all wetted be- 
fore, and would not take Fire. This 
was done by Order of the Viceroy, 
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by Way of Prevention, which raifed the 
Spirits of the People, to the utmoft 
Fury and Diftra&ion. 

The Viceroy, in the midft of thefe 
Calamities, was not wanting for his 
own Defence and Security, He pro- 
vided for the Worft: And therefore/ 
not depending upon the Strength of 
Goftelnovo* and a ftrong Guard of 
Spaniards that he took with him ;: 
he found Means to introduce within 
die Gates, a Reinforcement of 800 
Spaniards more, 1000 Germans and 1 
1000 Italians. He fet a Guard in 
the Street of Francifco Xaverh, to 
the Number of 400. He likewife 
fecured Pizzafatcone , which lies a- 
bove the Palace, and all the adjacent 
Streets with good Fortifications ; mak- 
ing Ramparts of Faggots, and digging;: 
another deep Trench round about the 
Old and New Palace ; fo that it was 
impoflible for the Rabble to make- 
any Attack on that Quarter. His Ex- 
cellency commanded a great Piece of 
Ordnance to be planted at the End* 
of every Street, towards the Santa 
$pirito> the Houfes of the Father 
Dominicans and the Father Minims : 
D 5 Ano* 
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Another he placed upon the Afcent of 
Santa Lucia, ; and two before the great 
6ate, towards the Middle of the new 
Palace. Thefe and other Precautions 
were of great Ufe, in fecuring the Streets ; 
and ferved to repel the Rabble, when 
their Fury urged them to make an At* 
tempt upon the Cattle, 

Mafaniello was no lefe induftrious, 
in managing the People, and providing 
againft Danger and Extremities. He 
had his Spies in all Quarters of the 
City, and the neighbouring Villages * 
and having Intelligence by his Scouts, 
that a New Regiment of Germans* 
were coming from Pozzolo to Naples, 
by Order of the Viceroy, he dctach'd 
a ftrong Body, well armed, to oppofe 
their March : They met them upon 
the Road, and fir -d brifkly upon them. 
The Germans were furprifed at this 
Attack, and made a faint Refinance : 
But fome of their Men being killed, 
and finding they were overpowered by 
Numbers, they furrendered and laid 
down their Arms. Every Man of them 
was bound ; and they were led as 
Prifoners of War into the City, His 
Excellency had fcnt for two Compa- 
nies 



nies of kalians for the feme Purpofc : 
But nothing could ftir, without, the 
Knowledge of Mafanielh> who gave 
Orders to fife Upon thm % if they 
made Refinance. They furrendered 
upon the firfl: 'Summons, and were 
bound , but cfcnGdering better of the 
Matter, they offered their Service for 
the Defence of the City , and fo they 
were releafed and armed* and incor- 

S)j-ated among the other Troops, The 
ermans had foon their Liberty given 
them, by Order of the General ; who 
with an Air of Scorn and Infolence* 
lent them to the Viceroy* loaded with 
Bread, frefh and fait Meats* Cheefe, 
Wine, and other Provifions. And they 
went dancing along the Streets, with 
Meat in their Hands, and Bottles at 
their Mouths ; to the great Joy and 
Diverfion of the People. 

It happen'd this Morning, that ibme 
of the Rabble had attempted to force 
the Spanijb Guard, but were beateii 
back 5 and two ordinary Fellows of 
their Company were feized and made 
Prifoners. News of this was foon car- 
ried to the main Body, and a De- 
tachment fent to demand the Prifin- 
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trs r qnd upon . Refufal to fir* and 
give no Quarter. The Prifoners were 
not immediately delivered 5 which To 
ijiraged the* People, that they fired 
defperately upon the- Guard, which dirf 
Execution* and many of therti were 
killed : They threatned, that if their 
Comrades, were not inftantly produced* 
fafe and without Hurt, they wou*d 
Jlice every Spaniard in Naples to 
Pieces* and there Jhould not be a 
Man of, them /by Night left alive. To 
prevent thefe Barbarities, and fearing 
they would be as good as their Word, 
the Viceroy was obliged to comply, and 
the Prifoners were fent out late and 
found. K 

The People were wonderfully plea- 
fed with the Weight of Bread, which 
fofe confiderably that Morning. For 
a Loaf of Bread before, was very little 
?bovp 22 Ounces j but it now weighed 
1 1 Ounces more •, in all 33. Upon 
fhis Occafion, the Women and Chil- 
dren ran out into the Streets, leaping 
and dancing with Loaves in their 
Hands, and crying out, Long live the 
King of Spain : God fave the nwjt 
faithful Ptopk of Naples * but the 
' "* cruel 
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trial Government would ftarve us with 
Famine \ down with it \ down with the 
Taxes \ down with the Taxes. It was. 
thought, that this Alteration in the 
Weight of Bread, might have pro- 
duced good Effects*, but the Martial 
Fury of the Rabble was fomented 
by * the Harangues and Violence of 
their Leaders, who breathed nothing 
6ut Fire and Defblation, and feemed 
refblved, that the Tumults ihould not 
end, but in the Dcftruftion of the 
City. 

The Viceroy, as was faid before, 
had fortified himfelf in Caftelnovo \ 
and having with him, fome Lords 
of the Collateral Council, and others 
of the principal Nobility, and of the 
Council of State, he advifed with 
them, what waf proper to be done, 
to put a Stop to the Commotions. 
Many and various were the Debates 
upon the Subjedt Some were for 
making a Sally out of Caftelnovo, 
with a ftrong Body of Guards j which 
poffibly would difperfe the undifci- 
plined Rabble ; or at leaft, would 
Jbew the Refolution of the Govern- 
ment \ that they determined to repel 
• ' Force 
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Force by Force. But his Excellency' 
being tender of the Lives of the Peo«* 
pie, would not come into thefe Mea- 
itires ; but tried gentler Methods, by 
fending a foft and condefcerjding Let* 
ter to Mafaniclh % wherein he abfo- 
lutely granted what was demanded the 
Day before, That the Taxes Jhould be 
taken off> and the People cftabllflfd 
in their Privileges. But the haughty 
General grew imperious upon this 
Condefcenfion ; and riling higher in 
his Demands, declared, That be would 
be fatisfied with nothing lefs, than a 
ReJlitution of the Privileges granted 
by King Ferdinand, and Charles V. 
of glorious Memory 9 wbofe Statue 
be bad over the Door of bis Houfe , 
and that the Viceroy, the Collateral 
Council* the Council of State and the 
Nobility* Jhould by a Publick Injlru- 
enenty oblige tbemfelves, their Sue- 
cejfors and Pojlerity* to maintain in- 
violably the Old Charter of Privi- 
leges, and never to incroacb upon the 
Liberties of it : He infilled further, 
That the Clerk of the Market, Jhould 
for ever be in the Nomination of the 
People : That they Jhould chufe a 

Capo 
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Capo Populi, or Head of tbo People* 
without any Inttrpqfitiw of the Vice- 
roy ; and be Jbould be a Lord by 
Title, according to the ant tent Prac- 
tice* when the Prince of Salermo in- 
joyed that Office : And without the 
Confent of this Popular Tribune, no 
Tayes or Impofitions Jbould be laid: 
If tbcy were, the People might law- 
fully refufe to pay, without falling 
under the Imputation and Penalty of 
Rebellion. His Excellency and the 
Council thought tbefe Articles were 
unconfcionabk, and injurious to the 
Authority and Prerogative of the 
King his Mafter. Yet he concealed 
his Refentments, and feeming to deny 
nothing, he promifed by the Confent 
of the Council of State, That all 
Taxes Jbould be abolijbed, and no 
more impofed without the Approbation 
of their Tribune ; and that all they 
expefitedj Jbould be indulged, if they 
would but lay down their Arms, and 
quietly enter upon a Treaty of Settle* 
ment and Accommodation. 

But the Rabble were implacable, 
and refolved to treat with Sword in 
Mastd .: They were afraid of. being 

Je- 
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deluded and cheated out of their Li- 
forties: This or never, they thought- 
was the Time to infift upon their 
Privileges •, now they had bumbled 
the Pride, as they called it, of the 
Viceroy and the Minifiry, and brought 
them to fue for Peace. His Excel- 
lency observing them fo difpofcd, and 
fearing they would grow in Love* 
with' this loofe Wfy of living, judg*d 
it expedient to apply himfelf to the- 
Duke of Mataloni, a Favourite of the 
People's, who was a Priforier in Ca- 
fielnovo, where he had been commit- 
ted, upon Sufpicion of having caufed 
the Admiral Ship of Naples to be 
burnt, which was bound for Spain,. 
^nd laden with Money for the Ufc of 
his Catholick Majefty. Him the Vice- 
roy fent for, and. told him with a 
fmiling Afpeftj that be was convinced* 
of his Innocence, and therefore gave- 
him his liberty* which be doubted 
not, but be would imploy for the 
Service of bis King, and the Good 
of bis Country ; at the fame Time de- 
filing, that be would ride on Horfe- 
back through the principal Streets of 
the Gty^ and ufc bis good Offices to- 
wards 
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wards Satisfying the Importunities 
of the People. This Nobleman had 
a Brother, Don Jofepb Caraffa, who 
had a Country Seat near Beneventc, 
and was well beloved by the . Fopu-* 
lace ; whom the Duke fcnt for, to 
accompany him upon this Occafion. 
He came, and fo both of them, with 
many others of the Nobility, rode in 
among the Rabble ; intreating them 
ta lay donjon their Arms, and pro- 
tailing them in the Name of the Vice^ 
toy, that all Qabels jbould be abo- 
UJbed by Publick Authority. Ma* 
fanietloy who was at the Head of the 
Rabble, with hia Sword drawn, and 
well mounted and armed, boldly in- 
lifted upon ( feeing their Credentials to 
treat. The Nobility . were aftoniflicd 
at the Infolence of. this Fellow •, but 
ftifling their Indignation, they defired, 
be would condefcend to bear their 
Propofalsy and then judge of them 
as be, in bis great Wifdem, Jbould think 
fit ; and if they Jbould be Jb fortunate, 
as to come to any Terms of Agreement* 
they ingaged to fee the Conditions exe* 
cuted at the Hazard of their own 
laves. 

The 



ft Rise and Fall of 

The General and his Followers were 
fomewhat foften'd by thefe Condefcen- 
fions : They faid, they defired no more, 
than that the Privileges granted to 
the City of Naples, by bis Majefty 
King Ferdinand^ Jhould be made good, 
which were afterwards confirmed by 
Charles V. of glorious Memory ; wbo t 
by Oath bad promifed to this Faith- 
ful City, upon bis Jnvefiiture in the 
Kingdom by Pope Clement VII. Thai 
no new Taxes or Impofitions Jhould 
be laid on the People, or the King- 
dom of Naples, by bimjelf, or his 
Succeffors, without the Conftnt of the 
Apoftohck See : If they were im+ 
pofed with that Authority* they were 
1c be obeyed ;. Otbtrwtfi, the City 
and the People, had the Liberty tot 
refufe the Pay mem. They might, if 
they pleafed, rife om and all with 
Sword in Hand, m Defence " of their 
Charter, without the imputation of 
Rebellion or Irreverence to ibe Prme* 
ipbo governed them. Now, jhte m8 
Taxes, very few of finall ConftfUenea 
excepted, have been impofed without 
the Confent of bis Holinefs, it was 
but ji$ that they Jhould be ***** 

diatefy 
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diatefy taken off% being in thmfehcs 
void and of no Effcft ; and that 
the People Jbould have the Original 
of the faid Charter, delivered into 
their Hands, which was freferved 
in the Archives of St. Laurence'; 
Church. <Tbefe were their Demands* 
and they would die rather than re* 
cede from them. The Lords promi- 
fed to ufi their befi Endeavours with 
the Viceroy \ and with great Courtefy, 
took their Leave of the People. They 
returned to Caftelnovo* and his Ex* 
ccllency inftantly called a Council, 
to advife, what was proper in thefc 
Extremities, and what Anfwer was to 
be returned to the Rabble, who (till 
grew more violent, and threatened to 
fit Fire to every Quarter of tbo 
City. 

In the mean Time, the molt Reve- 
rend the Archbifhop, according to his 
accuftomed Vigilance, and paternal 
Zeal to the Spiritual Peace, and Tern* 
poral Happincfs of the People under 
his Charge, finding, that it was in 
vain to apply to the Rabble, addrefled 
himfelf, with great Devotion to God, 
and implored his Almighty Aid, for 

com* 
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compoftng the Difcrders, and felting 
Bounds to the Fury of the Populace. 
His Duty and Loyalty to the Ga* 
tholick King,, as well as the Prin- 
ciples of Religion, . urged him upon 
all poflible Methods to appeafe thefe 
Diforders ; and for that Purpofe, he 
fummoned all the Religious of the 
City, to expofe the Hojt in the 
Churches* and to fupplicate the Di- 
vine A£iftance\ which was done with* 
great Solemnity. The miraculous Blood, 
and the facred Head of ''St. Gennarroi 
the glorious Proteftor of Naples^ were 
like wife expofed ; and all Orders went 
in folemn Proceflion up and down the 
City, followed by Multitudes of all 
Ranks and Conditions; who indeed, 
for the prcfent, feemed to fhew great. 
Refpe& to the Fathers, and the de- 
votional Part of the Service, but a- 
bated little of their Violence, wheri 
the Proceflion was over, and the Monks 
and Friars were retured to their 
Cells. 

It was faid before, that the Origi- 
nal Charter was preserved in the Ar- 
chives of St. Laurence. The Prior 
of Rocella, a Reverend and Learned 

* Eccle*- 
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£oclefiaftick, was deputed by the 
People, to fearch for it. He appcar'd 
among the Rabble on Horfeback ; and 
haying been with the Viceroy fome 
time before, had prevailed to have a 
Proclamation written in Letters of 
Gold* by which all the Taxes were 
taken off. With this Inftrument in 
his Hand, he rode up and down the 
Streets •, publilhing, That his Excel- 
lency the Viceroy bad done them the 
Grace* in the Name of bis Catbolick 
Majefty, to put an End to the Ga- 
heis. This News was at firft receiv'd 
by the People with loud Acclamati- 
ons ; and the Prior was fiarrounded 
with an infinite Number of Boys, who 
leap'd and danc'd about him, crying ; 
Long live the King of Spain, who 
has abolijhed the Gab els. In this 
Manner they conduced him to the 
Market-pfyce, and they almoft bore 
his HorJe from the Ground. But their 
Note was foon changed, for the Prior 
conceiving it to Jbe difficult to find 
the Charter, and aftonifhed withal at 
the Infolence of the Multitude, con- 
veyed himfelf unaccountably out of 
the Crowd, under a Pretence of re* 

tiring 
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tiring for ntcejfary Reafons, and be- 
took himfelf for Sanduaiy, to the 

« Church of the Holy Apofiles. The 
People waited fome Time for his Re- 
turn % but when they knew he had 
given them the Slip, they threaten'd 
him with Death* if ever be fell into 
their Hands > and flew out into the 
utmoft Rage ; for they had great De* 
pendance upon the Wifdom and Inte- 
grity of this Churchman, who was i 
Man of great Humanity and Conde- 
fcenfion, and of powerful Intercft with 
the Viceroy. I have heard another 
Account of this Matter, different from 
what I have here related ; which is, 
that the Prior went into the Archives 
of St. Laurence* and brought out a 

, Kind of Inftrument in a Sheep's Skin, 
which he declared to be the Original 
Charter of Charles V. and this Fraud 
he thought juftifiable, having no other 
Dffig** than by all poffSMe Devices, 
to put an End to the Commotions : 
But the Jealous Populace fafpefted 
fome Contrivance ; and therefore, they 
delivered it to fome Gentlemen of the 
Long Robe to be perufed. The 
Council were oblig > d to tell the Truth* 
4 for 
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for fear of their Lives ; and declaring 
the Jnftrument to-be a Counterfeit, 
the Rabble were fo incenfed, that had 
not the Prior inftantly fled to Re- 
fuge, he had been torn to Pieces, and 
had met with the fame Fate that hap- 
pened fome Hours before, to the Prince 
of Monte Sarcbhj who innocently 
pafling through the Mob, was cruelly 
ufed and murdered. This latter, in 
my Opinion, feems to carry more 
Weight with it than the former. 

By this Time, the Duke of Mata* 

loni return'd from the Caftle ; followed 

by great Multitudes, who were rather 

Guards than Attendants, and conduced 

him into the great Market-place. This 

was the general Rendezvous, where 

the Heads of the Rabble took up their 

Quarters; and from hence, they fcnt 

Difpatches to all Parts of the City. 

This Nobleman, it feems, had found 

in the Caftle, an Authentick Copy of 

the Original Charter ; and convincing 

the Viceroy, that it would be ufeful 

for him to carry it out, he held it 

waving in his Hand, and told the 

People* he had found the Charter 

of their Privileges. The Duke had 

been 
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been informM with what had happened 
juft before, to the Prior of RocelUt\ 
and therefore, not daring to fay // was 
the Original* he declared from bis 
Knowledge, that it was a faithful 
and true Copy* and that they Jhould 
foon have the Pleafure of feeing the 
Original •, hut for the prefent it was 
mot to be found. Mafaniel/o took the 
Inftrument in his Hand, and deliver- 
ing it to fome of the Long Robe for 
Advice, it was read out aloud, but it 
gave no Satisfa&ion : The People cry- 
ing out, A Cheats a Cheat. The 
•Duke was then in Danger of his Life, 
and received feveral Blows upon the 
Head \ but conJide*ing, that he had 
not impofed upon them, .but told them 
the Truth of the Matter, they fpared 
him, and committed him clofe Pri- 
foner to the Monaftery of the G*r- 
fnine, and appointed a famous Ban- 
ditto, called Perrone, to be hb Keep- 
er. This Fellow had been clofe con- 
fined in the fame Church, but at the 
Beginning of the Tumults, .was fet 
at Liberty by the People : He had 
formerly been intimately acquainted 
with the Duke of Matalon^ .and pity* 

ing 
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ing his Misfortune, or rather willing 
to get 10,000 Ducats, he undertook 
for him. The Rabble were at firft 
inexorable ; but at laft, he fo labour'd 
the Bufinefs, that he obtained hit 
Releafe, upon Condition, That be 
would be ready to produce him upo* 
Demands and would Jlake down bis 
own Life for bis Appearance. Thuar 
narrowly, did this Nobleman efcapc 
the Fury of the Multitude, and Se- 
cured not only his Life, but his Li- 
berty. He returned to his Palace iit 
the City, where he ftaid about a Day 
or two, and then made the beft of 
his Way, with his Family and At- 
tendants, to one of his Seats in the 
Country. 

A certain Political Writer*, (who 
feems to intimate, that the Duke of 
Matalon?* Releafe out of Prifon, was 
entirely owing to the Fear the Vice- 
roy had, that the People, who very 
•much efteem'd this Nobleman, would 
obtain his Liberty by Force) accounts 
for the Treatment he received from 
the-Mob, after another Manner. He 
tells us, " That .though the Vice* 
*' roy outwardly feem'd to court, and 
E " in* 

* Con, de Mod. Hift. de Nap, Tom. I. cap. 7. 
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" incourage his Mediation in this 
€f Tumult, he intended to ufe him 
€< only as a Tool, to create a Mifuo- 
** derftanding between the Nobility 
•* and the Commons ; being of nothing 
•* fo apprehenfive, as of an Union 
** between thefe two Orders of the 
" State. That, to this End, whilft 
** the Duke of Mataloni was going to 
** the Market-place, in order to bring 
" the Rabble, if poffible, to Terms 
** of Agreement, four Reformadoes, 
* c according to the Inftruftions they 
" had received privately from the Vice- 
" roy, got thither before him •, and ha- 
C4 ving obtained Audience of MafanU 
«* elbj and the other Ringleaders of 
€C the Sedition, declared to them, that 
* c they were affured from very good 
" Hands, that the Duke of Matalon?% 
•« pretended Mediation was all a Sham, 
fC and that the Inftrument, which he 
" would (hew them prefently, was a 
** Counterfeit, and only an Artifice 
c< and a Blind, concerted between him 
u and the Viceroy, on purpofe to de- 
cc lude the People. Mafaniello, who 
u Was naturally diffident, conceived in- 
" ftantly a deep Refentment againft 

" the 
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^ the Duke, and the rather, becaufe 
44 Julio Genovino*, a crafty old Fox, 
44 and a Promoter of the Tumult, had 
44 often infmuated to him, that he ought 
" to be cautious how he treated with 
■«* the Nobility, who, by their fine 
44 Speeches, and the Affcftion the Peo* 
(C pie bore them, might gain fuch an 
44 Afcendant over the Rabble, as to 
44 become their Heads and Leaders, 
44 and by that Means, rob him of the 
44 Honour and Glory which the Caufe 
44 he had undertaken, intitled him to. 
44 Therefore, as foon as the Duke of 
44 Matfiloni appeared in the Market- 
44 place, with the Inftrument in his 
44 Hand, Mafaniello taking it from 
44 him, and looking upon it, cried out, 
44 a Cheat, a Cheat ; and at the fame 
44 time, calling the Duke a Traitor, 
* 4 he knock'd him off his Horfe ; there* 
* k by expofing him to the cruel Out- 
44 rages and Affronts of the Populace, 
44 who, when they were tired with 
44 beating and kicking him, bound 
44 him Hand and Foot, and fent him 
44 to Prifon. 
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The Rabble: having twice been de- 
luded, by the Prior of Rocella and 
the Duke his Kinfman, and- firmly 
believing, that, under Colour of being 
ferviceable to their Country and la- 
bouring a Peace, the Nobles had no- 
other Defign, than that of betraying 
them to the Miniftry, launched out 
the moft horrid Anathemas upon the 
whole Nobility and talk'd of nothing 
kfs than facrificing them to their Re- 
fentments. On the other Hand, the 
Viceroy, fully perfuaded, that no* 
thing concurr'd more to break the 
unlawful Meafures of the Rabble,* 
than this Divifion between the two 
Parties, rejoiced that his Plot had 
fucceeded fo well : But, ftill fearing 
that the Nobility, who had a fecret 
Averfion to the Spanijb Miniftry, 
/hould lay Hold of this Opportunity, 
to revenge their private Injuries, by 
fiding with the People, 'tis reported, 
chat he caufed a Rumour to be fpread 
abroad, That the Nobility, to revenge 
the Infults and Cruelties which bad 
been committed upon fome of their 
Order, intended to fall upon the 
Rabble, with a ftrong Body, which 

they 

4 
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Jbey were raifingfor that Purpofe. And 
the better to make his Stratagem take 
Effect, he ordered 12,000 Fire- Arms 
to be diftributed, underhand among the 
Rabble, that they might be ready to de- 
fend themfelves, when they fliould be 
attacked by thefe fecret Enemies of the 
Government. So prevailing was the 
Viceroy's Fear, that the Nobility fhould 
aft in Concert with the People, that he 
carried on feveral other clofe Negotiar 
tions and Intrigues, in order to raife a 
Jealoufy between them, and make a 
Reconciliation between thefe two Orders 
of the State impracticable. 

The bold Fiflierman was advanced, 
as has been faid, to be General of the 
Mob, upon account of his Courage 
and natural Bravery. But the People, 
at the fame Time, appointed an old 
Prieft, before-mentioned, called Julio 
Genovino 9 to be always near him, as 
his Privy Counfellor. This Ecclefia- 
ftick was a grave fobcr Perfon, of great 
Cunning, and of fingular Skill and Ex- 
perience in Affairs of State : He loved 
to fifti in troubled Waters, and had 
been imprifoned for fome Time, for at- 
tempting to wife Difturbances, and in- 
E 3 flame 
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flame the Commons againft the Go- 
vernment. He was made Eleft of the 
People, by the Duke of OJfuna (in 
the Year 1620) that he might the 
better concur with that Viceroy, in a 
Confpiracy which had been concerted 
between them againft the Nobility. 
But upon the Duke of OJfuna's Dif- 
grace, he was carried into Spain, and 
from thence to Otan, where he re- 
mained Prifoner 19 Years. At the 
Beginning of the Tumults, he found 
himfelf confin'd in the Prifon of St. 
James, which was forced open by the 
JPeople, chiefly upon his Account; 
and by Reafon of bis good Will and 
Intentions to ferve them, the People 
promoted him to this great Honour, 
and made him Prime Minifter. The 
next in Power, was the Banditto Per- 
rone, a Jayl-bird •, and by the Coun- 
fel of thefe Two, were tranfa&ed in 
a great Meafure, ail the Murders and 
Cruelties, the Burnings and Devalua- 
tions that followed, in every Part of 
the City. 

Thefe Two Counfellors were to at- 
tend upon Mafanieltby as a Curb to 
his Fury : But inftead of retraining 

him 
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htm in his Rage, they added Fuel 
to the Fire ; and the firft Thing 
they did* after they had enter'd upon 
their Office, was, to draw out a Lift 
of above Sixty Houfes, or, ratter Pa- 
laces, that belonged to the Principal 
Commiffioners of the Taxes, in Order 
to have them burnt to the Ground. 
The Defign was approved of by the 
Generaliffimo, who gave Orders to 
fome of his Officers, To make firift 
Inquiry after all that were any way 
concerned with the Gabels, who had 
either advifed, or lent Money upon 
them ; and acquired Eftates by farm- 
ing them of the Government. This 
was called Blood-fucking, fqueezing, 
and grinding the People 5 and nothing 
could attone for the Offence, but 
burning and defiroying their Houfes 
and Furniture, and bringing them 
upon a Level with the Populace % 
that fucb PraBices might be pre- 
vented for the Time to come, and 
corrupt Minifters, in After-Ages* 
might be terrified by the jufi Ex- 
amples made of the Prefent. And 
thefe were no empty Threatenings : 
For the People were as good as their 
E 4 Words, 
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Words, and lighted Faggots were 
blazing in every Quarter, ready for 
Execution. A great Shew of Disci- 
pline was kept up in thefe Difor- 
ders •, and in the Midft of the Con- 
fufion, they obferved the moft exa6l 
Rules of Juftice and moral Honefty. 
All was done for the Publick Good, 
and the Deftrufition of Evil Minijters ; 
and no private Intereft was confi- 
dered r For whoever, in the rifling 
of a Houfe, attempted to Jay hold 
upon any Thing, to carry it away 
for his own Ufe, hazarded his Life. 
One poor. Fellow was immediately 
knocked on the Head, for pilfering a 
fmall Towel : Another received fifty 
fevere Lafhes upon the Back, for fteal- 
ing the Crupper of a Saddle : And 
many, for concealing the moft tri- 
vial Things, were hanged up by the 
Executioner, in the publick Market- 
place, at the Command of Mafaniello j 
who fcarce allowed the Wretches Time 
to lift up their Hands to Heaven, and 
tranfaft their AflVirs with their Ghoftly 
Fathers. He was an Enemy to bis 
Country, and the Liberties of the 
People, who expreffed the leaft Ten- 

der- 
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dernefe and Compaffion for thefe Ca- 
lamities > and when Houfes and Goods 
were on Fire, to commiferate the 
Misfortune of the Sufferers, was to 
be reckoned Accomplices* and publick 
Thieves and Robbers. As an Inftance 
of this, an honeft Man, unadvifedly, 
and by a natural Compaffion, lament- 
ing the "burning of the Houfe and 
rich Furniture of the Duke of CW- 
vanOj by fhaking his Head only, 
and faying, It was a Tboufand Pi- 
ties, was attacked by the Mob, who 
would have torn him to Pieces, if 
he had not providentially made his 
Efcape, through afmall Wicket, which 
for fome Time flopped the Purfuit; 
the People (forming and crying out, 
When is the Villain* where is be ? 
If we catch the Dog, we will teach 
him Pity* we will firip the Skin over 
his Ears* and pound him in a Mor- 
tar. 

The firft Houfe that felt the Fire, 
was a noble and magnificent Struc- 
ture, that belonged to one of the 
Commiflioners of the Taxes, Hiero- 
nimo Fetitias by Name, who had 
acquired a great Eftate, by farming 
E 5 - the 
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the Gabel upon Corn. His Palace 
was one of the moft regular Build- 
ings in Naples^ and was fituated in 
the Quarter of Porto Nuovo> and 
lay contiguous to the Houfes of the 
Lord Mormili. Hither flocked a 
Multitude of the Rabble, carrying 
<lry Faggots upon their Shoulders, 
and lighted Torches in their Hands : 
They attack'd the Gates, and forcing 
all Oppofition, got into the Houfe. 
Every Room was fearcWd and rifled ; 
and all the Furniture was thrown out of 
the Windows into the Street ; confift- 
3ng of Silver Plate, great Quantities 
of Pewter and Brafe, Chairs, Tables, 
Carpets, Glafies, Tapeftries, and Houfe- 
hold-Stuff of all Kinds: They forced 
open the Clofets and Chefts, and pri- 
vate Drawers where his Money lay. 
Here they found many Bags of Gold 
and Silver, Jewels, Chains and Brace- 
lets of great Value. All was thrown 
out and carried into the publick Mar- 
ket-place in Triumph, and there hur- 
led without Diftin&ion into a huge 
Fire made for the Purpofe, and all con- 
fumed to Afhes : The Rabble of Men, 
Women, and Children, dancing about 

the 
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the Pile, with loud Outcries and Ac- 
clamations, and faying : Burn them down 
to a Cinder : Tbefe Goods are got out 
of our Hearts Blood ; and as tbey 
burn* fo ought the Souls and Bodies 
of tbofe Blood-fuckers wbo own thcm y 
to fry in the Fire of Hell. 

This Tragedy being ended, the Rab- 
ble ran with great Fury to the Houfe 
of Felix BafiU which they refolved 
to rifle from the To£ to the Bottom. 
This Man was originally of a mean 
Extraft and Occupation * being at 
firft, no more than a poor Baker, 
who ufed to carry upon his Should- 
ers , his Bread up and down the 
Streets of Naples : But applying him- 
felf with great Dexterity, to publick 
Bufinefs and dealing in the Funds, he 
acquired immenfe Riches. He was 
a great Favourite of the Viceroy's ; 
and had built a fine Houfe near the 
Spirito Santo, where he lived in as 
'much Splendor and Magnificence, as 
any Man in the City. The People 
affcmbled about the Gates in great 
Multitudes, with lighted Torches in 
their Hands. They foon made an 

En- 
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Entrance •, and dripping the Rooms as 
they went along, they threw out at the 
Windows and Balconies, all the Fur- 
niture, Houfehold-Stuff, Writings and 
Books that were of great Value : There 
were 2 3 Trunks hurl'd out into the Street - 9 
and fome of them being forced open, 
by the Violence of the FaU, there were 
difcover'd Things of the richeft and moft 
coftly Workmanfhip ; fuch as Cloth of 
Gold, and Tiffues, the fined Embroi- 
deries, and noble Tapeftries, which 
perfeftly aftoniflied the Eyes of the Be- 
holders, who yet were fo far from pre- 
serving thefe valuable Effefts, that they 
took them, with a Cabinet full of 
Pearls, and other precious Stones, and 
threw them into a Pile of Fire made 
before the Gate, without faving fo much 
as a Rag upon Pain of Death -, the 
Rabble all the while dancing about the 
Flames, with the loudeft Outcries and 
Acclamations, 

Thefe dreadful Conflagrations con- 
tinued for the Space of five Hours 
without Intermiffion. And when there 
was no more Fuel for the Fire, the Mob 
drove , furioufly, towards the Houfe 
• " of 
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of Antonio de Angelis, a Counfellor 
of State, who had been Eleft of the 
People, in the Time of Monterry. 
This Man, to his Misfortune, con- 
curred with the Viceroy in the Im- 
pofition of many New Taxes, and 
was violent in the Execution of th6 
Laws, againft fuch as were remifs to 
pay. He had frequently been admo- 
niflied by his Friends, to ' fecure bis 
Goods, and ufe all poffible Precau- 
tions to defend his Palace from 
firing : But he was indolent upon 
the Occafion, and negle&ed the Ad- 
vice : For it feems, the Day before, 
the .Rabble contented themfelves, with 
forcing and carrying away one of his 
Gates ; and he thought their Refent- 
ments would end here, and they would 
attempt no further Violence againft 
him : Be/ides, his exceeding Gravity, 
and the Feneration, be fuppofed was 
due to a Gentleman of the Long Robe, 
be thought would be a Protection 
againft future Ravages : But he 
miftook miferably in his Notions ; and 
his unfortunate Deftiny caft a Mift 
before his Eyes : For the Rabble, 
with their ufual Fury, aflembled be- 
fore 
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fore his Houfe ; furnifh'd with flaming 
Torches and blazing Faggots, and 
foon forced their Way through the 
Doors. This Palace was finely fur- 
nifti'd ; and the Pictures, Jewels and 
Houfehold- Goods were of ineftimable 
Value ; which inftead of drawing their 
Compaflion, ferved only to incenfe 
their Rage. Tbefe Things, they cried, 
were the Blood of the Poor People 
of Naples : And all without Diftinc- 
tion, was immediately deftin'd to the 
Fire. Every Corner of the Houfe- 
foon blazed : Nothing was left un- 
confirmed. And what was the more 
to be lamented^ the Pleas, the Char- 
ters, the Writings and Proceffes of 
many poor and wealthy Perfons, that 
were committed to his Care, being a 
Pleader at the Bar, were reduced to 
Afhes. A Library, confifting of a 
choice Colle&ion of curious Books, 
were deftroy'd j and a fine Cabinet 
with many Thoufand ,Crowns, was 
thrown into the Flames. Two rich 
Coaches, four beautiful Horfes, and 
two Mules were unmercifully burnt: 
And to inrage the Fire, the People 
threw Bottles of Oil, and other com- 

buftible 
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buftible Materials into it 9 which made 
them Sport and Diverfion ; and they 
danced about thefe dreadful Ruins, 
as if they had been celebrating a 
Feftival. In the Pantry, the Larder- 
Houfe and Kitchen, they found the 
choiceft Provifion, and many large 
Jarrs of Pickles, and Chefts of Sweet- 
meats, which were all confumed ; no 
one offering to fave the leaft Morfel 
for his own Ufe, or to have a Tafte 
of any of thefe Delicacies. We have 
already taken Notice, how great a 
Shew of Difcipline, and private Dif- 
intereflednefs, was kept up by the 
Mob, in thefe terrible Defolations, as 
if they abhorred the Thoughts of Spoil 
and Plunder : As another Inftance of 
which, a Boy having taken a Piece 
of Bacon, as if he defigned to con- 
vey it away, had like to have been 
torn to Pieces, and with much ado 
efcaped with his -Life. In this Ha- 
vock, there was above 10,000 Crowns 
of good Silver deftroy'd •, befides vaft 
Quantities of Plate that was double 
gilt. The Fire of this Houfe was fo 
great, that tho* it was in the Night- 
Time, it enlightened the whole Place ; 

and 



iqo Rise and Fall of 

and every Corner of the Street was* 
as dear, as if it had been Noon*. 
Day. 

The next Houfe, that fell a Sacri-. 
fice to the People's Refentments, was 
the Palace of Antonio Mirabella^ a- 
nother Pleader at the Bar, and a Ne- 
apolitan Cavalier in the Suburb of 
Mayds : He was • furprized in his 
Bed, and forced to jump out at a 
Back- Window, in his Shirt ; and fo 
efcaped with great Difficulty ; for a 
Mufquet-Ball mifs'd him narrowly as 
he fled. However, his Houfe and all 
his rich Furniture was confum'd : All 
was devoted to the voracious Flames : 
The very Walls were pulled down, 
and fcarce a Stone left ftanding upon 
another. This Fire continued above 
three Hours, 

The Deftruflion that followed, was 
a magnificent Houfe of Andrea Ana- 
clerio, EleA of the People. He was 
before affaulted by the Boys, and 
pelted with Stones. But wifely fore- 
feeing the Danger, that was like to 
enfue, he had remov'd his rich Fur- 
niture, and all his Goods of Value; 
fo that the Mob> breaking violently 

into 
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into his Houfe, Found it ftripp'd ; and 
inraged with the Difappointment, they 
inftantly clapp'd Fire to the four 
Corners, which raged horribly for four 
Hours : The Terror and Rage of the 
Flames, perfeftly aftonifhed the Be- 
holders : But the Fury of the Prime 
Incendiaries, abated nothing ; and the 
Building was levelled with the very 
Ground. 

While the People were bufy in 
thefe dreadful Executions, and burn- 
ing the Poffeffions ( as they called 
them ) of the Publick Thieves ; the 
Viceroy was exceedingly troubled at 
thefe Combuftions, and paffionately 
defired, by all pofltble Arts to ap- 
peafe their Fury : For the whole 
City looked like a continued Traft 
of Flames ; and nothing lefs was to 
be expected than utter Ruin and De- 
vaftation. Methods of Accommoda- 
tion were confulted, and the- Colla- 
teral Council, and the Councils of 
State and of War advifed ferioufly, 
upon • thefe fad Calamities : Upon 
the Whole, after many Debates, it 
was refolved as the beft Expedient, 
That bis Excellency Jbould command 

Four 
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Four Regiments of Foot, to reinforce 
that Body that was already placed 
in Defence of the Caftle : And this 
Order was immediately executed. The 
next Refolution was, That a Legal 
Inftrument Jhould be printed, and 
affix* d in the pub lick Places * of the 
City •, which Jhould abfolutely abolijb 
all Gabels and Impofitions, and a 
General Pardon fecured to the Of~ 
fenders. As foon as this Inftrument 
was publilh'd, it was fent into the 
great Market-place, that the Popu- 
lace might fee and read it % and fo 
difperfe and return to their Obedi- 
ence. But thefe Expedients had no 
manner of Effeft ; becaufe the Par- 
don was not fo fully exprefied as to 
fatisfy the People* who were afraid 
of an After-Reckoning, if the Con- 
ditions and Articles were not per- 
fectly in Form, or could have been 
evaded : So that all was undone a- 
gain, and the Treaty broken off. This 
Dilappointment much affefted the Vice- 
roy, who refolved if poflible, to re- 
new the Treaty : But, obferving, 
that the Nobility were become odi- 
ous to the People \ and , had he 

ufed 
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ufed their Mediation, the Difcontents 
would rather have been fomented, 
than fuppreficd ; he judged it more 
ufeful, to employ two of the prin- 
cipal Favourites of the Populace, in 
whom he could intirely confide ; An- 
drea Martellone, and Onofico Palma. 
Thefe Gentlemen were fent for* and 
his Excellency advifing with them, 
tapon the Pofture of Affairs, recom- 
mended the whole Management, to' 
their Prudence end Care \ and hav- 
ing - promifed them great Rewards 
upon their Succefs, he commiflion'd 
them with full Power to Treat. For 
this Puipofe, they applied to the 
Chief Leaders of the Tumult; and 
with all the Arts of Addrefs and Po- 
pularity, recommended to them, the 
Study *f Peace and Loyalty, and 
promifed them* a full Indemnity for 
all that was paffed: But thefe po- 
pular Orators made no Impreffion 
upon the furious Mob : They re- 
turned therefore to the Viceroy ; and 
told him flatly, That it was impof- 
Jible to allay, or put an End to 
the - Diforders* without delivering 
into the Hands of the People, the 

Ori- 
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Original Charter of Charles V. which 
contained a Confirmation of their 
Privileges. His Excellency, who 
from the Beginning, had omitted no 
Opportunity of healing the Breaches, 
refolved to gratify them in their De- 
mands, efpecially in this Point ; and 
immediately ufed his utmoft Diligence, 
to fearch into the . publick Record^ 
and difcover where this . Charter of 
Privileges was to be found. To this 
End, he difparch'd fome of the No- 
bility y and the Eled of the City, at- 
tended by Don Jofepb Maria. Cara r 
ciolo, a The&in, a perfon of great 
Courage and Learning, and reipe&ed 
for his Angular Piety tand auftere JLife ; 
who was a&ive upon all Qccafiom* 
to fupprefe thefe Seditions, and niocli 
devoted to the Service and Intereft of 
his King and Country, 
. While the Minifters of the Govern- 
ment, were . thus follicitous for thf 
publick Peace, Majani'ello, as the : ,Ge? 
neral of the Mob, was ifluing out his 
Commiffions to fupport the Defipdtion, 
He fent out his Orders, in the Name 
of the People of Naples, jthat qI( 
e Merchants,, and the- fever$l. Com- 
panies 
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panics of the City, Jhould be ready 
n»itb compkat Arms, at an Hour's No- 
tice, for the Recovery of the Publick 
Liberty. He had about him a Num- 
ber of Men, as a Body- Guard, and 
a Train of well appointed Horfemen 
followed him. With thefe, and an in- 
credible Number of the Rabble on 
Foot, he marched through the princi- 
pal Streets ; and when he came to the 
Houfcs of any fufpe&ed Perfons , 
of what Quality foever, he broke in, 
and fearched for Arms and Ammu- 
nition, which were deliver'd him with 
an ill Will, by the Nobility and Of- 
ficers of the City. By this Method, 
he furniflied himfelf with many Thou- 
fand of Harquebuzes, Carbines, Muf- 
quets, Piftols, and other Fire- Arms : 
And among the reft, he found nine 
Pieces of Artillery, which a Merchant 
had in his Houfe •, and which he re- 
ceiy*d as a Pledge from the Govern- 
ment, for the Payment of fome Thou- 
sands of Ducats. He took feven great 
Cannons out of a Ship, which he dis- 
armed in the Mole : For this Pur- 
pofe, he was furnifh'd with a fine new 
Galley, well provided, and making 

up 
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up to the Veffel, he fent a Summons 
to the Captain, to deliver her up ; and 
upon Refufal, be tbreatned to Jet her 
on Fire : The. Officer, unable to re- 
fift, furrendred, and delivered him the 
great Guns, which were placed by Ma- . 
fanielloy at the Entrance of the lead- 
ding Streets of the City. He had 
his Emiffaries in all Quarters, who 
brought him Intelligence : And be- 
ing informed by them, That -Mazola, 
a Genoway Merchant^ bad good Store 
of Arms in bis Houfe> they forced the 
Gates, and finding 4000 Mufquets, 
he diftributed them among the Peo- 
ple, efpecially among thofe that dwelt 
in the Quarters oi Santa Maria il 
Parefe. After he had rifled the Houfe, 
ne clapped lighted Torches to the four 
Corners, and confumed it down to the 
Foundation. 

The good ArchbiSiop, aflfe&ed with" 
thefe fad Calamities, and finding that 
all Offers of Accommodation were in* 
effectual, and that the Commotions 
advanced every Hour with more Fury f 
he refolved to try once more what 
Impreffion the Reverence , and So- 
lemnity of Religion, would make up** 

on 
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on the People : And to that End, he 
ordered a general Proceflion, in which 
he would aflift himfelf, accompanied 
by the Tbeatins, and the Religious of 
St. Hierom of the Congregation of 
the Oratorio. But doubting whether 
it would be fo agreeable to the Peo- 
ple, he thought proper to found their 
Inclinations, before he executed his De- 
fign. He ufed great Prudence upon 
this Occafion ; for he confidered, that 
when the Religious went in Procefr 
fion before in a moil folemn Manner, 
the Populace paid no great Regard to 
the facred Rites : For though, the De- 
jign of them was ( as they faid ) very\ 
commendable, yet, they bad at prefent, 
other Bufinejs upon their Hands of 
the utmofi Concern : They were re~ 
forming the Government and abolijh- 
ing the Taxes % fo that they had not 
Time to follow their Devotions : And 
befides, they obferved, That when the 
Gabels ane[ Impqfitions were laid, there 
were no Proceffions to be feen then, when 
they were neceffary to deprecate the divine 
Judgments \ and they were refohed, 
they Jbould have none of tbcfe Cere- 
monies 
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monies now the Impofitions were go- 
ing to be put down. Thefe Mur- 
murs came to the Archbifliop's Ears ; 
Jfcit nothing difcouraged, he fent to 
the Impofitors of St. Paul and of the 
Apqftles, both which belonged to Tbca- 
tin Churches •, and defired tbey would 
apply tbemfelves to the Populace and 
take with them fome of the Secular 
Priefts of the greatefi Birth and £- 
tninence. The Seculars of the great- 
eft Intereft and Authority, were Don 
Carlo de Bologna, and Don Diego de 
jhfendoza, who with the Impofitors, 
went in their Coaches, with great Gra- 
vity, to the Piazza of the great Mar- 
ket-place, to obferve the Humour of 
the People; particularly, to perfwade 
them, if poffible, to admit of a Pro- 
ccffion, and that the Archbifhop had no 
other Views, than the Service and Sa- 
tisfaction of the City. Upon applying 
to the Mob,, thefe Venerable Intercef- 
fors were in Danger of being infulted : 
But the Heads of the Sedition protefted 
their Perfons from Violence ; withal tel- 
ling them pofitively, That tbey did not 
difpute the Zeal of the Arcbbifhop % 

to . 
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to ferve and affift them in the Recovery 
of their Liberties : For bis good Wifhes* 
they were obliged to him : But as far a 
Proceffion, they apprehended it very in* 
proper at that Time ; and they advifed 
his 'Eminence, by all Means to defift I 
for they could not be anfweraUe for Con~ 
fequences, if the Priefts, or the Religious 
Jhould receive any Violence, or had their 
Perfons or Characters injured: The Mul* 
titude wds in a Ferment, and the Dig- 
nity of the Church might be vhlated r 
in fucb Times of Dijlrattion : The City 
was full of armed Men, with no other 
Deftgns (God knows) but the publick 
Good; and perhaps Mifchief might fol- 
low : Therefore they prefented their Duty 
to bis Eminence^ and prafd, that inftead 
tf a Proceffion^ he would expofe in the 
Church, the Holy Hoft^ and order publick 
Orifons for forty Hours y 

The Fathers and Gentlemen being 

-returnM to the Cardinal Archbiftiop, 

^ave him an- Account of their Dtfap- 

- poiittment \ related to him- what th£y 

prcpofed, and what Infolence they 

receiv'd : And therefore, his Eminenfce 

not thinking it expedient- to put his 

F former 
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/former Thoughts in Aftion, againft 
the Will of a tumultuary People •, he 
gave Orders to the laid Prepofitors, 
and all the Heads and Rectors of 
Churches, as well Secular as Regular, 
ftbat the bleffed Sacrament Jbould bt 
Mcpofed, and Prayers offered up in 
publick and private, to implore the 
Mercy of Heaven , and to recommend 
Jo the Divine Majefty, the deplorable 
Condition of the City and Kingdom of 
'Naples. And this was performed every 
Day with great Devotion, until the 
Death of Mafaniello. 

When the Archbifhop had dtfpatch*d 
thofe feafonable Orders, it being now 
Night,, his Eminence repair'd to Ca- 
Jtelnovo, to confer with the Viceroy, 
and to confult, whether any Terms 
of Accommodation could be propofed, 
that might avert the Calamities that 
threatened the City, and give fomc 
Satisfaction to the inraged Multitude; 
who had been fo ufed to Fire and 
Cruelty, that they feemed to delight 
in fiich Sights and Executions, and 
therefore all poffible Aits of Conde- 
ipenfion were to be ufed, to foften the 

Ferity 
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Ferity of their Natures, aod bring 
them to Temper and Moderation : For 
<the better effecting of which, the worthy 
Patriot affbeiated to him, the moft IUu- 
•ftriotp the Apoftolical Nunrio, at. that 
Time refiding in the Kingdom. In the 
Evening, feveral Petfonsof Qgalkj^and 
"Gentlemen of the Long Robe and otheft, 
retired alfo to Caftelnovo ; . as wdU /or 
the Safety of their Ferfons, as to con- 
fute with the Viceroy, what was moft 
proper to be done in the pre&nt Extre- 
mities. ' \ 

July 9. The Rabble were foinflftmod 
with Riot, and a Thirft of Revenge, 
that (notwithftanding the Care and 
Vigilance of the Arthbifhop, and other 
worthy Patriots) as foon as the Day 
began to dawn, they return *d to their 
t>ld Bufinefs, of burning and deftrity- 
ing the Hbufes and Furniture of the 
Farmers, and others - coricern'd in the 
Gabels. Nothing could ftop or affwage 
the Fury of the Unfcridied 'Multitude ; 
which, like • an: impetuous Tdrrent, 
bore down aM -Opposition, furc, vfthere- 
cver it direftfed * its *apid - Courfe, to 
bring Ruin and Defelation along with 
it.

iraluable.Piaures v arnojjg. wjiich w.ere 
Ibme Pieces of Sacred . Hiftory * the 
Profane they burnt, but thefe they fent 
- . to 
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tp federal Churches to;,fee thete fet up^ 
having firft iivefted th4m ; bf -the'coftly 
Frames *nd Jewels, that adcffii'd them* 
which were thrown iitto: the common 
Heap and. burnt to Afhes; Luprano in* 
deed, ancUbme other Parti&ns* thinking 
to elude the Fury of the Rabble, fent 
all their Goods and rich Furniture into 
the Motraftery of the Nuns, of *he Cart- 
ctpiion, add other rdigibus Houfes : But 
Mafanieflo • having Notice = of it, fent 
exprds. Orders to the faid. Monasteries, 
to deliver up; all the faid .Goods. 'in 
their Poffeffion,' upon Pain of Firing. 
They r not daring to, refofe/brougte out 
ftt!ihcredit*te .Quantity; of richrMoynabkk 
of all JSorts, which' were immediately 
thrown into, a great Fire, and pcrifti'ti 
in the Flames. " ... 

I In -the -mean Time, aqd whllftijt&c 
People wcrei glutting their Rage with 
DdTrcufticim} the Two Original;£hafter* 
of Privilege's, granted by Cbbrl& V. 
and King Ferdinand, were found, and 
brought to the Viceitay,. by thfe chief 
EJeft of the Nobles, and Dm Gut* 
Jkppe Caraccioh, a ^beatm* *vho had 
fpared no Pains in ,the Search of 
F 3 them* 
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them. This was s fair Opportunity 
to put an i End' to the Commotions. 
But the Viceroy was dilatory,, and ir- 
fefcJute hi the Bufinefe .; and content* 
ed himfelf* with fending the Arch- 
bilhop to affure the People ; that be 
would jhortly relievf them as they 
defsred. The People findings that the 
Treaty of Accommodation went . of* 
tat flewiy r and raifed by thefe De«n 
lays, to a Miftruft of the Viceroy's 
Intentions, refolved to make themfelves* 
Matters of the Convent and Tower of 
St. JLaurmcw\ not only becaufe they 
feared its Situation, from whence their 
Qjpatrer* inrtbe Market-place!, might be> 
moletted by Cannon-ihot ; but bdeaufe 
k was the Arfenat of the City ; and b}r 
fecuring themfelves of this Place, they 
might be provided with Arms. and 
Ammunition. They had made an At- 
tempt upon, it the Sunday before \ but 
being then only few in Number* and 
meeting with a vigorous Reptslfe from 
feme Banditti* who were in the Belfrey* 
they wene forced to withdraw : But 
now the Cafe was alter'd ; foraBody ofr 
about io,oqo Men in Arms, having, fur* 

rounded. 
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fbunded the Monaftery, drew up in Bat- 
taliay and made themfelves ready for 
an Affaulr, by placing two large Pieces 
of Ordnance, which they had brought 
with them, oppofite to the Tower, in 
order to batter it down. 

Thefe Preparations for a Siege, filled 
the Friars with Fear and Amazement : 
They no (boner heard a Difcharge of 
Small Arms, and perceiv*d lighted Fag- 
gots ready for Execution, but they for- 
look the Convent a*id took to their 
Heels ; leaving only behind them; fome. 
Novices, a few Gentlemen,- and 60 
Spaniards Cent thither the Evening before 
by the Viceroy* who furrendred, upon 
Condition of having their Lives and 
Cloathing granted them. The People 
were overjoy'd at this Succefi. They 
rufli into the Convent^ and having fe- 
pured all the Small Arms, and 18 Pieces 
ef Ordnance, that were there laid up 
for the Service of the City * the former 
were diftributed among, the Rabble* 
and the latter planted in different 
Quarters and Streets,, and a fufficient 
Number of Men appointed to attend 
and guard them.

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- AH this was done by Mafaniello'% 
Dire&ion •, who at the fame Time, 
commanded the Alarm Bell to ring, 
as well to publifti the Vidtory he had 
obtain ? d," as to make the Citizens rife 
in Armr, and multiply his Numbers ; 
folemnly protefting, That bis De/tgn 
ivgs not to incite the People to Rebellion* 
hut only % to make them ready to ftand 
in Defence of their Rights and liberties. 
And to make his Intentions yet more 
plain, he order'd the Standard of Spain, 
together with the Enfigns of the City* 
to be fet up on the Top of the Stee- 
ple. 

About this Time, Mafanielto hav- 
ing Notice given him by his Scouts, 
that forae Spanifh Forces, that were 
quartered in the neighbouring Vil- 
lage's, were making towards Napier, 
tie detach'd a Party to meet them ; 
<who, after having difarmM them, fejit 
them back to theitf former Stations $ 
whilft he himfelf marched, at the 
Head of a confiderable Body, ta ftop 
the Progrefe of 600 Germans, that 
Were fent from Capua, by the Gover- 
nor of that City, to fuccour the Vice- 
roy. But upon the Approach of Afo- 

faniello 
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{anient thfey laid dofth their Amis, 
Without offering to make ifoe leaft Re- 
fiftSrice? a»d furrertdering^themft^es^ 
they ' wer* led -IM9 * the* City, where thfc 
Fifhef man 'tre&fed 'then* fo Well, -*hae 
they went up aricl down the Strtfets, ; 
crying Lohg live tbt'mfi faithful P&p k 
6f Naples. . . ;i , 

The People in tfhe mean 'Time; 
were- making ditegerit Siareh 4 in'thrf 
Arfchfves f of St.; LauttnM\ for *he x 0-» 
/iginal Charters of CbafksV. and 
King Ferdinand. But it being impof- 
fible for thenf to find *em 'there, they 
grew iftore furious rhan ever i com** 
mjtting matay Outrages, and firing, all 
the Goods and Furniture- of Vakifc 
they could meet with in the Convent * 
which the Viceroy being infona'd of, 
and finding he could no Way arppeafd 
them, without pfodudrig the Aid O- 
rigin&ls* he feiftt for th£ ArChbJfliop* 
and delivering them into hi$ * Hindis 
with* Ratification of theFriyitege* 
therein contained, defired him tk) g» 
to the Market-place, and fliew thent 
tothePfeople* < <\i 

:< The^good AFChblfliop, haffog ' tb* 
Origih&l Gtarwb in r fti* Pafleffiorii 
*" '* F 5 made 
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made no queftion but he (hould fooir 
quiet the Rabble, and put an End 
to the Commotion*. Heafed with this 
Thought* he loft no Time, but went 
dire#!y to the. Market-place* where 
he was received wiriv & great deal of 
Refpeft and Honour by the Mob* 
who always had a great Veneration* 
far this Reverend Prelate. From thence 
He went to the Church of our Lady 
of Q$tmmi* followed by Tali; Num- 
bers of People : And holding out the 
Charters in his Hand, he told them, 
He hoped they would now be fatis- 
fied y for be bad brought them the 
Original Chanters* <tob%d> they fa 
much infixed upon, with * Confir- 
mation of all their Privileges under* 
bis Excellency j Hand and Seal : An<l 
they' being, at his Eminence's Defire* 
read aloud* the founded Part of the 
People were tnwfported with Joy, at 
tte Profpeft of fa many Benefits they 
were going to enjoy, and already be- 
g*fc to return Thanks to Divine Pro* 
?idence, for bringing the Diftraftiona 
to fo happy an Iffue. But the Ma* 
jority of the Rabt>le v ftiU fufpe&tng 
the Charger* to be &ttriQH9 *tt*d that 

thC; 
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the Archbifhop impofed upon them, 
as the Duke of Mataloni and the. 
Prior of Rocella had done before, be- 
gan to murmur \ fome of them hav- 
ing the Infolence to afk his Eminence,. 
If be came alfo* to deceive them ? To 
this, the Archbiihops who was defi- 
rous at any Rate, to procure Peace 
to his defolate Country, anfwered in 
the moft gentle Terms, and endea- 
voured by all the Arts of Eloquence 
and Perfuafion, to diffipate their Doubts 
and convince them of their Error : 
Jde allured them, that the Charters 
were genuine ; and protefted, That 
be was fo far from impofmg upon 
them* that be Jhould think himfelf 
happy* if* with the Lop of bis own 
Life* be could appeafe the Tumult , 
and compleat all their Wijhes. At 
the fame Time, addreffing hWnfelf to 
Mafaniello* My dear Son* fays he, 
.J do ajfure you* that thefe Charters 
are the very fame that the Emperor 
Charles V.' and King Ferdinand Jign'd* 
and feaPd with their own Hands : 
I do not however deftre you to rely 
upon my bare Word* but* rather ad- 
vife you*, to put them into the Hands 
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cf fome jkilful' Per forty to perufe tbem r 
wbilft I fiay here \ and let him make 
his ' Report to the People. My Lord, 
replied Mafaniello y I cannot call 
in ^uefiion your Eminence s Honour 
and Goodnefs, which have been fo con- 
fpicuous upon all Occqfions : Pll be 
bound for your Eminence j for I am 
fully perfuaded, that like a tender Shep- 
herd, you have no other End in 
the Trouble you take upon you, than 
the Welfare and Tranquillity of your 
Flock : But for the ftlrther Sat isf off ion 
of the Peopky ril do as your Emi- 
nence advifes. And accordingly, hav- 
ing fcnt for Julio Genovino, the 
Charters, were delivered to him in or- 
der to be examined, who, after fome 
Time fpent thereon, declared them 
to be the true Originals defir'd. But 
fome of the Rabble underftanding,. 
that the 'Inftrument, by which the 
Viceroy confirmed the Charters of Prr- 
viledges, was* not fo full as they esr- 
pefted, and fearing they might ftill 
be brought to an After-Reckoning, 
they cried out one and all, That it 
v:as no Matter, whether the Char- 
ier* 
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ters were Original op not, fo Jong as 
the Viceroy** Ratification* of them was 
lame and intperfeh ; and infifted, That 
Articles of Capitulation jhouid bt drawn 
up by fome of their Boty , 'and that they 
Jhouid bejign 9 d by the Viceroy* and tbt 
feveral Councils and Tribunals of the 
Kingdom. The Cardinal Archbtihop 
Was aftonifh'd at this Demand ; but 
however, told them, He would fend 
Word to the Viceroy, to know bis Pleafure 
therein : Accordingly, his Eminence 
difpatch'd one of the Gentlemen of his 
Chamber, to the Caftle, to inform his 
Excellency with the People's Pretca- 
fions. The Viceroy, wifely confider- 
ing, that it was in vain to contend 
'Yrith Force; and defirous to. fee the 
Troubles at an End, refolv?d to pot 
as good a FacQ upon it as he could $ 
and therefore returned an- Anfwer in 
Writing, to the Archbilhop's Meffage* 
fignifying his Agreement to the Pro- 
pofal ; and withal defiring his Emi- 
nence, to let the mofi faithful Peot 
pie know, that whatever Articles 
they Jhouid draw up, Jbould not only 
be Jigned as they de/!r% . but that be 

would 
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would get them ratified as foon as 
pcffible iy the King of Spain. 

The Archbiflxop having communi- 
cated the Viceroy's Anfwer to the 
People^t was Tome Time before they 
wold determine who to fix upon, to 
draw up the Articles of Capitulation : 
After much Cavil and Difpute* is was 
at length refolved, that Genovina 
fiiould be the Man ; and that the Ar- 
ticles fhould be read publkkly the 
next Morning in the great Market- 
placev before they were laid before 
the Viceroy. *Tis faid, that one of 
the Articles propofed by the Rabble,. 
Was, That the Caftle ot St. Elmo 
fhould be dcliver'd into the People** 
Hands; and that Mafanielk feemed 
to approve the Motion,, when Geno- 
mnc (who- had been won by the fe- 
cret Pfomifes of the Viceroy) ftood 1 
up and declared* That r alt bo 9 the 
People might legally take up Arm? 
to maintain and defend their Right* 
and Privileges* pun/uant to tho- 
Determinatim of Pifanello, and fe- 
deral other the meft learned BoBors 
of Laws* in the Tear 1547 \ yet 9 , 
ootid they not infijl upon the Caftle 
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of. St, ElmoV being put into their 
Hands T without incurring the Impu- 
tation of Rebellion. At the Wprd; 
Rebellion* Mafaniello* who had al- 
ways protqfted, That his only De~ 
Jign wasy tor Jhake off the cruel Take 
of Gabelsy and not bis Allegiance to 
the King of Spain,. dt/ir% that n* 
more might be /aid about it T and, 
that hfe bad rather die r than give hip 
Gonfcnt to a Demands tbatjhoul^ ntake' 
himpafs for a Rebel. 

This, was was. no fmall Proof of Geno- 
vino's Influence upon the People j ta 
oblige them to recede frpm an Ar- 
ticle fo prejudicial to the Intercfts of 
Spain*, and fo advantagjous to tho 
Neapolitans. But he gave a further 
Teftimony of his Credift in caufing: 
Ciccio Arpaja T his antient and intir 
mate Friend, who had been . formerly 
condemned to the Galleys, for being 
concerned with him in the Confpiracy 
againft the Nobility,, in the Duke of 
Qffuna's Time, to be made Ele&'of 
the People. This Election was pro- 
pofed by Mafamello y and approved 
of by the; Rabble, who, ieeing,wit;h 
what Zeal this Retailer of Fiffi aftecfc

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fdfr-the publick Gboti, linamnrpufly 
vdted Atytyd- into- that ; eminent* Sta- -

And in this, the good Archbiihop 
gave an illuftrious- Example of Chris- 
tian -Charity and Forgivenefi' ': For 
the foremention'd Perfons, had all of 
jthem been principally concerr/d, in 
the Tumult that, happened the t Year 
before, at the Proceffion of the Re- 
Kqdes lof St. Gemtarro the Patron of 
Nagles % in. which his pmmehce re-< 
'.:.»- ;.:..' . . cerved 
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ceived many ;grofr Affronts and A- 
bufes. 

July 10. Next Mornings early, Mafa- 
hielto made a general Review of the Peo- 
ple throughout the City of Ndptes \ 
wherein were found 114,000. Men under 
Arms, befides a great Number of Ci* 
tizens who were not inroffd. In the 
mean Time, his Eminence the CardU 
nal Archbiftiop Filomarino waited! op- 
on the Viceroy; and in a long and 
private Conference, gave him an Ac- 
count of his Negotiation the prece- 
ding Day. From thence he went to 
the great Market-place, to.be . prefent 
at the reading of the Trc&ty of fte* 
commodation,. before the Affembly of 
the People, • \ 

There was now great Hopes of 
feeing the Diftraftibns at an End. Thi 
Rabble, fatisfied with . the Vengeance 
they had taken, -and dazzled' by the 
Profpedt of ib .many Immunities and 
Privileges they were on. the Point of 
enjoying, abated of- their former Fa^ 
ry, and even figh'd after Peace. But 
a fatal and unexpected Accident in* 
tirely ruin'd thefe good DUpofitions, 
t •'. and 
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and blew up the Flames of Difcord to a 
greater Height than ever. 

Juft at the very Time, when the 
Market-place* as well as the Church 
and Convent of Carmine^ were crowd- 
ed with an infinite Multitude of Peo- 
ple, who all waited with Impatience, 
to learn the Succefs of the Negotiation ; 
about five hundred Banditti, well ar- 
med and mounted, came into the Mar- 
ket-place, where they were received 
with great Demonstrations of Joy, up- 
on their giving out, That they had 
been fent for by Dbmenico Perrone, 
mti were come for the Service of the 
moft. faithful PtopU. As foon as Ma- 
fanttllo faw them*, he thanked thenr 
for their Good- Will * and telling them 
to alight,, appointed them different 
Quarters of the City, where they 
fhould expeS bis further Orders a» 
foot :. Upon whifh T Perrone told 
him, he judged it much more proper*, 
te ajjign them, a feparate Standing 
to thcmfthes? and by no Moans to 
difmount them v becaafe* being on 
Horftback, they would be much rea* 
dier to affifi . him in Cafe of Necef- 
J&1&;. To this, Mafaniello replied,

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%kat it <ms altogether wmeteffary^ 
and that thy wduld ki as fewviteablo- 
to him ott Fort 4s on Horfebach Bur,, 
ferrate .warnblyt infilling upon their 
going mounted, ami in a Body, with- 
out being, able (to give any good! 
Reafon for it, Mfifaniella began to* 
fufpe<5t; that, feme dark Bufmefs was* 
going forward * and therefore,, perem- 
ptory commanded fhe Banditti togti 
afortvtp the- Quartets he affigned them % . 
and not to ftir an Inch without his* 
Order* He had no fooner fpoke*. but 
a MufqjJct va$ fired off i which y Ma~* 
fanicllo: looking upon as the . Signal 
of (bole Mififhief» cried but, fretfmhl 
Treafin* ffberfis Pbt on Foot*, when- 
five Mufqjuets were immediately fir'dt 
upoa him* by fbme of the fiartditti*, 
who had Aid themfelyes among the 
Crowd thatv&rrounded him : And! 
though a Bullet or two came fo near ta 
him, a$ to fitas* his Shirt, yet. he* 
aeceived not the feaft Hurt. The- 
People iecing. their General alive, and. 
without Harm, cried out one and; all,. 
That God, and the Lady of Carmirte bath 
protested .Mafeoiello ; and ll&t thisi 
mitiacHltiis. JQtfiveKVtt. .of bis PtKfonA 

WAS* 
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was a* manifeft.'^ki^ that* tbey\<ip2 
proved 6f hh >U*dert*king ": ' And <fay-& 
ing fo, chey fell ^ilhoor Mevcy "up- 
on the B^ndr?ti 'ii^andz-hwrng* killed 
thirty of them; apfofr tHe^Spc*, they 
purfued the reft iatb the- QhiMroh and 
Convent of Carmine , whither* they 
had' talam Shelter. * 'Not^MfouId' the 
Holinefs of the Ftece -ftcore item 
from the People's Rage y -who, 'jgran 
Inftant, turned- it into a Setae t>f 
Blood and Cruelty. Nothing Was to- 
be heard on all Sides, But the pier- 
cing. Cries of * the Wcfottded,/ whoi 
Utfulfbthey were calling -for- Gcrofef- 
fytii met "With the Stroke of Death, 
Two' of them weiie flairi at the Ifoot 
6f the great Altar * and sfaQtheY un- 
d*r the>v*ry Seat whefe the Arch- 
biflkop was, and' -whither the'Appne- 
Henfions fcf Death had hilrrkd 5 him. 
Irf (hortj the wholes Patfdhent, wa*' 
fodn covered with Q^Jghiered Bodies j 
among which were Dimeftia Perrone' 
an* Gregcrh Perrdnt's rite^fornler hav- 
ing loft his Life, for- being; «art Ac* 
cdrnpltee in the Cdnfpir&OV; and the 
latter, ttnly for be'mg Brotoer*t^ the 
foritfen Ca£r. Antino (&>J[o tifo hw 
;; •"* Life 
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Life alfo, having firft declared, That 
the Banditti bad been fent by the Duke 
of Mataloni and Don Pepe Caraffa bis 
Brother, to revenge, by the Death ef 
Mafaniello, the Infults be had received 
from t the Rabble: That Domenico Per- 
rone was frivy^ to ibe-Pht : jfndtjhat 
feveral Traops r more of Banditti .wife to 
come into the City at the Cldfe of Day ; 
-who, favoured by the' Night, and the 
Confufion which the Death of Mafaniello 
(itehich diey "looked upon as inevitable) 
ifnuftineajfarfy create, were to falf un- 
.jrwares'Upoti the People, and cut them into 
Pieces,

4ii wards of 150*000 Souls mufts have 
•** perifhed in the Shock 1 That tHbfe 
44 whom the Flames ihould fpare, were 
" to be put to the Swond, as- well by 
*' the Banditti who were already entered 
44 the City, as by feveral Companies 
* 4 mote, who were appointed to join 
44 them in the Evening, by Order of 
.*" the Duke <£ Matahmi and Don Pepe 
44 Carqffa, the principal Authors of the 
*« Confptracy.** But whoever examines 
thefe Things thoroughly, will find* that 
they are not only falfe in Fa£t, but even 
-abfurd and inconfiftent.with Reafon. Fo*, 
it is certain, that Perrone * was fo inca- 
pable of making thefe Dep6fitions, that 
-the Rabble, who found him hid in the 
.Convent, (where he had betaken himfdf 
as foon.as he perceived the Banditti had 
mifcarried in cbeir Attempt) killed him 
outright, and cut off his Head, With- 
out giving him fo much. as Time to 
fpeak one Word : Neither is there any 
reafonable Man, who can imagine, that 
in lefs than 24 Hours, and at a Juncture, 
when the fufpicioos Rabble were always 
upon their Guard, the Confpirators touki 
have found Means to dig fo many Mines, 
and flow them with fuch vaft Quantities 

of

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erf Powder. Not but I very well know, 
chat thefe pretended Depofitions, how* 
ever falfe and ridiculous, were palm'd 
upon, and credited by an ignorant Rab- 
ble, and even countenanced by Mafa- 
niello ; who, to give the better Colour 
to an Impofture, that ferved fo well to 
inflame the People's Refentmenc and 
Hatred againft the Nobility, contented 
himfelf with inflifting no other Pa>- 
jiifhment on one or two of the Banditti* 
than perpetual Banifhroent* upon Pre- 
tence, that they had made the fore* 
mentioned, and other important Difco- 
verics. 

♦ The Rabble had foon put to Death 
150 Banditti - 9 and having dragg*d 
their Carcafes through all the Streets 
•and Kennels ©f the City, they brought 
their Heads to Mafanidlo y who com- 
manded them, together with thofe of 
Perrone* and his Brorher, to be fixed up- 
on Poles in the Middle of the gne^t 
Market-place : And this Order wap exe- 
cuted accordingly, 

* Giraffy Jays that aff the AqueduBs and Fe- 
Jtrvoirs in Naples were pcifoned, and that fewer at 
ferfuts ditd with drinking the Waters : But as thit 
Jffertion tarries the fame OhjeBiens with it as thi 
firmer, Ifhall content myfelf with having hardy 

z One 
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• One would think, the fpilling of fb 
much Blood , would attone for the 
greateft Inhumanity, and that the 
People, after having facrificed fo many 
Lives to their juft Refentments, would 
have Hopped here* and gone no fur- 
ther. But MafahieUo, efteemirig his 
•Work but half complected," ft long 
as he had not* in his Power, the 
Duke of Mataloni and Hon Pepe 
£draffa, ufed his utmoft Endeavours 
t6' find out the Place that contained 
them : ; fully determined, tb glut his 
Vengeance with the Death of two 
Brothers, who had confpired againft 
fas Xife. To this End, he ordered 
'feveral'Companies- of Horfe and Foot, 
to go ih Search of the reft of the 
CionfpiratorS, who had fled to feveral 
•Churches* and Monafteries for the Be- 
nefit of Refuge ; but more efpecially, 
in Santa Maria de la nova, where he was 
-informed, that Don Pepe Caraffa 9 and 
thfc Prior of Rocella had alfo betaken 
themfelves, to avoid, if poflible, the 
Fury of an incenfed.Populace. 

Juft as the Companies were difpofing 
' themfelves to march., or rather to flf , 

wheie 
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where their General's Commands, and 
their own Animofities led them ; Advice 
was brought to Mafamello, that the 
Duke of Mataloni was at St. Efrem^ 
which is a Church belonging to the 
Capuchin Friars. The Generaliffimo 
was overjoyed at this News ; and 
refolving, not to lofe for Want of. 
Strength, this Opportunity of getting 
into his Power, an Enemy to whom 
he bore a moft inveterate Hatred, he 
added a frelh Detachment to the for- 
mer, which together made up a Body 
of 4,060 Men all armed ; and dif- 
patched them to St. Efrem, with 
pofitive Orders, to bring the Duke 
to him alive or dead. But the Duke, 
more fortunate, having timely Notice 
of their March by a Spy, made his 
Efcapc in a Friar's Weeds, and got' 
fafe out of the City, where he took 
Horfe, and made the beft of his Way 
to Benevento. 

The Mob being come to St. Efrem, 
and feeing themfelves difappointed, 
fent feveral Ways after him, in Hopes 
to pvertake him : But their Purluit 
wds in vain •, for being well mount- 
ed, he had made fuch Speed, that 
G they 
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they could get no Tydings of him. 
In the mean Time, they fteer their 
Courfe towards the Monaftery of San- 
ta Maria, where Don Pepe Caraffa* 
and the Prior of Rocella had retir'd 9 
who, next to the Duke of Matahni* 
were the principal Obje&s of the 
People's Rage and Indignation. As 
the blood-thirfty Rabble went in Pur- 
ftiit of thefe, they met fome of the 
Duke's Pages and other Domefticks, 
whofe ill-ftar'd Fate had brought in 
their Way, and whom, without hav- 
ing any Regard to their Innocence 
or their Prayers, they murder'd every 
one upon the Spot. This Tragedy 
being ended, with redoubled Speed, 
they continue their March to Santa 
Maria* where the Prior of Rocella* 
who forefaw the approaching Danger, 
was exhorting his Brother Don Pepe 
to forfake the Convent* and fly with 
him to fome Place of greater Safety ; 
But he, over-ruled by his hard De- 
iliny, and thinking himfelf as fafe 
there as in any other Place, refufcd 
to go : Wherefore, the Prior feeing 
he was refolved, told him, he wifh'd 
him a happy Deliverance 9 and after 
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a fbort Embrace, with Tears in his 
*Eyes, he took his Leave. Scarce was 
the Prior gone, when the furious 
Rabble furprized the Place •, and 
burfling open the Gates, ruflied into 
the Monkery, ftripping and exa- 
mining every Room and Corner of it 
one after another. Don Pepe being 
now, though too late, fenfibie of the 
Danger that threatened him, betook 
himfelf to the moft retired Part of 
the Monaftery, from whence he wrote 
a Letter to the Viceroy, acquainting 
him " with the Straights he was put 
** to, and defiring his Excellency, tQ 
« 4 command a Cannon or two to be 
«* fired without (hot upon the Mob, 
** only to fcare them and make them 
44 difperfe, whilft he (hould attempt 
" an Efcape." This Letter he de- 
livered into the Hands of a Secular 
Prieft, a Confident of his, promifing 
him a great Reward, if be could 
but convey it to the Caftk. But, 
a* ill-Luck would have it, the Prieft 
was ftopp*d as he was going out, 
tftd ftri&ly fearched by the Rabble, 
who, finding the Letter in one of 
hi* Shoe*, difpatch'd him upon the 
Gz Spot 
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Spot and went in queft of Car of a , 
who, they were now more certainly * 
allured* was within. This unfortunate 
Man, feeing, himfelf clofe purfued, 
and. knowing, that the greateft Fa- 
vour he could expert from the un- 
merciful Populace, .was prefen* Death,, 
fefblved. to make .another Pufh for 
his Life ; And # accordingly, haying: 
firft changed his Habit, he threw 
himfelf out of a Back-Window, from 
whence he ftole into a Houfe hard 
by the Convent j and hid himfelf 
under a Bed. But his Reprieve was, 
but \ very Ihort •,. for whether he was 
feen to go in, or whether (as fome 
fay, and is moft probable) a Woman 
that dwelt there, difcovered him to 
the People in Hopes of a Recom- 
pence, he was foon found out by the 
Mob, and dragg'd into the Street ; 
where, after he was cover'd over with 
Wounds, one Michel de Sanftis, a But- 
cher's Son, cut off his Head with a 
Chopping-Knife. 

The Joy of the Rabble was as 
great upon this Occafion, as if they 
had obtained fome fignal Victory. 
They fixed the Head of Caraffa up- 
on 



l 
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on a Pike, and bore it in Triumph to 
the Market - place, ( the Body being 
dragg'd through the Kennels after it ) 
crying as they went along, Thus may 
all tbofe perifh, that are Traitors 
to the mofi faithful 'People. The 
Head was prefented to Mafaniello, 
who, taking it into one Hand, and 
ftrikihg it feveral Times with a Cane 
which he held in the other, made a 
Speech to it, wherein he upbraided 
Caraffa with the Pride and Cruelty 
which be bad Jhewn upon feveral 
.Occafions, as if he had been ftill 
Ihing.* This ill-tim'd Reproof being, 
-envied, Mafaniello cflVJcrM the Heads 
-of all the Banditti, that were taken 
<in * Santa Maria de la Nova, and 
other Monafteries, to be fixed upon 
•Polds in the Market-place, with thofe 
that were expofed there* already : But 
the Head of Caraffa, he commanded 
to be put in an Iron Grate; and, 
.together with the Foot that had* kick* d 
•the Archbifliop in the Procefiion al- 
ready mentioned, to be nailed * to a 
Poft erefted for that Purpofe, with- 
out the Gate of St. Gennaro, facing 
G 3 the 
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the Duke of Matakn?& Palace, with 
this Infcription underneath. 

DON PEPE CARAFFA, I 
REBEL TO HIS COUNTRY 
AND TRAITOR TO THE 1 
MOST FAITHFUL PEOPLE. 

This Tragical Actventure made dif- 
ferent Impreflions upon the Minds of j 
thofe who were Witneifes of it. The 
People beheld it with unfpeakabk 
Plcafure and Satisfa&ion ; but the No- 
bles were equally ftruck with Fear and 
Horror at the Thought of it : They I 
knew not what to think, or what ex- 
raft, after fuch ^ terrible Example had 
peen made of one of their Order, who \ 
at other Times, ufed to make the whole 
City, nay, the very Kingdom tremble 
at his Name : And what increafcd their 
Apprehenfions ftill the more, was, that 
fince the Difcovery of the Banditti's 
Plot, the better Sort of Citizens, who, 
as yet, had had no Hand in the Tu- 
mult, now rife in Arms, and joined 
themfelyes to the Rabble *. The Vice- 
roy, indeed, put a more favourable 

Con- 
* Com. de Mod. 
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Conftru6Uon upon this Event ; and was 
even of Opinion, that the Confequence 
would infallibly turn to the Advantage 
of Spain. He fancied the People were 
fo wholly taken up in wreaking their 
Hatred and their Rage upon the Nobi* 
lity, that they would of courfe, drop 
their firft Defign, and make no further 
Incroachments upon the Sovereign Au- 
thority 5 and that the Rupture, which 
the Death of Don Pepe Caraffa, would 
certainly occafion between the Nobles 
and the Commons, would reduce them 
to the Neceffity of chufing the King of 
Spain for Umpire of their Difference ; 
who had been heretofore equally the 
Averfion of both thefe Orders of the 
State. From all which, he concluded, 
That, in cafe one of the Fa&ions fhould 
declare itfelf againfl the King of Spain* 
the other in oppofition, would flick 
by him •, and therefore he tould not 
lofe the Whole, fo'long as one Half 
fhould be 0/1 his Side. 

Whilft the Viceroy was making 

thefe political Reflexions, Mafaniello^ 

from his Tribunal in the Market-place, 

inviron'd with Heads and bloody Car- 

G 4 eafes. 
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cafes, was thundering againft the No- 
bility : And not fatisfied with the Death 
of Caraffa, he iffued out a Proclama- 
tion, whereby he declared the Duke 
of Mataloni, an Enemy to the tnoft faith- 
ful People ; promising a Reward of thirty 
tboufand Crowns^ with the Ranfom of 
one hundred and fifty Outlaws^ for the 
apprehending of him. As the Fifher- 
man was grown very diffident and fuf- 
picious fince the Difcovery of the Con- 
spiracy againft his Perfon, he made no 
fcruple to believe, that* it had been 
contrived by, or at leaft, carried on 
with the Confent and Approbation of 
the Viceroy ; and therefore he deter- 
mined to reduce him to fbch Straights, 
as fhould at once revenge him, and 
force the Viceroy to accept of whatever 
Conditions he fhould think fit to im- 
pofe upon him 5 taking, at the fame 
Time, all poffible Precautions, to fcreen 
himfelf from the Refentment and Ar- 
tifices of the Nobility, againft which, 
he thought he could not too well fortify 
himfelf* To this End, he publifh'd 
an Order, prohibiting upon pain of Death 
and Firing* all Perfons to convey y or 

cauft 
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caufe to be conveyed* any Provijion or 
Viftuals of any Kind whatfoever* into 
the Cafile* where the Viceroy was in a 
manner pent up, with the Dutchefs 
his Wife, the Collateral Council, and 
the Council of State, and the greateft 
Part of the Nobility and Gentry of 
the Kingdom: And, as if he intend- 
ed to make them periih with Thirft, 
.as well as Hunger, he caufed all the 
Aquedu&s to be cut off, that ufed to 
ferve^for the Conveyance of Water to 
the Caftle. To this Order he added 
feveral others, commanding upon pain 
of Death and Firing* That all the. No- 
bles who were in the City* Jhould de- 
liver up their Arms into the Hands of 
certain Officers appointed for thai Pur- 
pofe: That the City -Gates Jhould be 
all fhut up* and no * body fuffered to 
pafs or re-pafs* without a fpecial Or- 
der' from the General :• *Tbat diligent 
Search Jhould be made after the Ban- 
ditti who were concealed in Naples : 
.Apd* That* in Order to prevent them 
from making any Attempt in the Nigbt- 
Jime* great Piles of Faggots and Stubble 
jhould be burnt in all the Streets and 
G 5 publick 
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pubtick Places : That all the Windows 
throughout the City and Suburbs* Jhould 
be illuminated ; and the People be up in 
Arms. 

All thefe Orders were as punctu- 
ally and as diligently executed, as the 
Great Sultan's Commands are in Con- 
stantinople. The Blood of Caraffa had 
fo ftrongly cemented the Fiftierman's 
Authority, that commanding, and bet- 
ing obeyed, was to him but one and 
the fame Thing : For, what the Peo- 
ple did out of Love to their Chief, 
the Nobles did it through fear of 
him. So that almoft in an Inftant, 
all the Houfes in Naples, as well 
thofe of Noblemen as others, put up 
Lights in theifr Windows : Whole 
Loa4s of Timber, and other combuf- 
tible Materials, were piled up, and fet 
on fire in every Street and Corner * 
and the Night was foon changed into 
bright Day. The other Orders were 
all obeyed with equal Exa&nefs and 
Celerity. But nothing more evident- 
ly difcovers, how much Deference was 
paid to the Commands of Mafan*- 
elk, thao the Striftncft with which 

another 
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another Order of his was univerfalJy 
complied with, injoining under a fe- 
vere Penalty, all Perfons of what 
Condition or Dignity foever, to walk 
in Cuerpo; or without Upper -Gar~ 
menu ; for fear any difguifed* or 
fufpefted Perfons^ Jhould conceal any 
Arms under them. This Order was 
no fooner publiflied, but Men of all 
Profeflions, as well Laicks as Eccle- 
iiafticks, fuch as Gentlemen of the 
LongRobe, Magiftrates, Priefts, Judges, 
Bifhops, Canons, and Dignitaries of 
the Cathedral Churches, all appeared 
in the Streets in this ridiculous and 
indecent Manner. Nay, the very 
Purple of the Cardinals Trivultio and 
Filomarinoy was obliged to fubmit it 
felf to the Ordinance of a Retailer of 
Fifti. I had almoft forgot, that the 
Women too were injoin'd by this 
Order, to wear, no Tails to their 
Gowns, nor appear abroad without 
having their Petticoats tuck'd up a- 
bove their Knees 5 it having been dif- 
covered, that fcveral Men had dif- 
guifed themfelves in Women's Appa* 
rel, for the more fecret Conveyance 
G 6 of 
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of Arms, to the Outlaws, and other 
Enemies of the People. 

Mafaniello having iffued out thefe 
feafonable Orders, and put in Ufe all 
other neceflary Expedients, to prevent 
Xhe Nobility or the Outlaws, from exe- 
cuting any Defign they might have in 
View ; he difpatch'd Couriers to feve- 
ral Farts of the Country, and to moft 
of the Towns and Villages round about ; 
ordering, them, to fend the cboiceft of 
their Men well armed for the Defence of 
the City and Suburbs. AH obeyed •, and 
vaft Numbers foon flocked from all 
the adjacent Places, in order to range 
themfelves under the Fiflierman's Ban- 
ners. In Ihort, fo great was the Peo- 
ple's Love for him, and fo prevailing 
the Terror which he had ftruck into the 
Hearts of the Nobility, by the fevere 
Example he had made of Caraffa ; 
that whilft the former were flying, 
to execute the Commands of their 
Leader, the latter were fo far from 
oppofing them, that, excepting thofe 
who had . retired to Caftelnovo with 
the Viceroy, they had, for the moft 
part, intrenched themfelves within 

their 
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their own Country-Scats, waiting, under 
the moft difmal Apprehenfions, the Iffue 
of this grand Affair. - 

July 11. The Viceroy feeing that 
Mafaniello treated with him Sword 
in Hand, and fearing that the Storm 
which had fo long hovered over his 
Head, fhould at laft burft upon him and 
overwhelm him, refolved, upon any 
Terms, to conclude the Treaty of Ac- 
commodation ; not doubting but Time 
and Cunning would furnilh him with an 
Opportunity of breaking any Engage- 
ments, that fhould prove a Prejudice to 
his own, or the Interefts of Spain. But, 
to effedt it with Succefs, he judg'd it 
expedient* to remove firft of all„ the 
Suspicion, which the People had, of his 
being of Intelligence with the Confpira- 
tors : And to this end, he writ a Let- 
ter to the Archbilhop, wherein he dif- 
claimed his having any Part in the 
late Conjuration •, protefting his utmoft 
Abhorrence of it, and promifing to 
deliver up into the People's Hands, 
as many of the Banditti as he fhould 
lay Hold of: He concluded, with 
alluring his Eminence, That he had 

no- 
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nothing fo much at Heart, as the 
Peace of the City, and the Good of 
the People ; and therefore defir'd him 
to finifh the Treaty as foon as pof- 
fible. 

This Letter, which the Archbifliop 
fhewed to Mafaniello, had its defired 
Effeft. The People began to believe 
the Viceroy was innocent, and abated 
very much of their former Rage and 
Infolence. But his Excellency, wil- 
ling to give them ftill a more 'au- 
thentick Teftimony of the Sincerity of 
his Intentions, iffued out an Order,, 
commanding upon Pain of Death all the 
Banditti that were in" the City and 
Suburbs, to depart inftantly ; and pro- 
fcribing all Perfons that Jhould re- 
ceive, and conceal them in their Habi- 
tations. 

Thus, the Treaty, which had been 
interrupted by fo many different and 
unlucky Accidents, was now in a fair 
Way of being brought to a Conclu- 
fioii, thro* the Archbifhop's Care, of 
rather, the Subtilty and Craft of 
Genovino. This old Fox, who, tho* 
a fwom Enemy to the Government, 
had ftill more Ambition in him than 

Ani* 
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Animofity, wavered almoft as foon as 
he engaged himfelf in t^e Sedition : 
For, whether like moft Heads of Fac- 
tions, he joyn'd himfelf to the Male- 
contents, only in Hopes of growing 
rich with the Spoils of the State ; or, 
whether he did not think it fafe* to 
rely upon the Affe&ion of an incon- 
ftant Rabble ; he had not been long 
near Mafanitll<?% Perfon, as his Coun- 
fellor, before he liftened to the fe- 
cret Promifes the Viceroy made him 
of Favour and Preferment. The 
Viceroy having made fure of him, 
he carried on his Interefts with the 
greater Efficacy, inafmuch as he had 
always profeffed an inveterate Aver- 
fion to the Spaniards \ and having, 
according to the Inftru&ions given 
him * by the Duke of Arcos % fomented 
die Mifunderftanding between the No* 
bles and the Commons, he now ma- 
naged with great Art and Dexterity, 
the Treaty of Accommodation in Fa- 
rour of the Spanijb Court, But more 
of this hereaffer. 

Whilft the Archbifhop and Gen(h 
vino were putting the laft Hand to 
the Capitulations, another Accident 

hap- 
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happened, that had like to have fruf- 
•trated their Labour, and broken off 
the Treaty ; fo true it is, that the 
moft critical Interval of Time, is 
that which is taken up in capitu- 
lating. The * Galleys of Naples be- 
ing defcried at the Peak of Pqfil- 
lippo, which is. at no great Diftance 
from the City, the People immediately 
took the Alarm, fufpe&ing they were 
freighted with Troops, and had been 
fent for on Purpofe by the Viceroy. 
But, the Archbilhop being informed 
of their Fears, and knowing of what 
ill Confequence it would be, to give 
4 the People Umbrage at this Jun&ure, 
writ to the Viceroy, defiring his Ex- 
cellency to order the Galleys to keep 
at Sea , and not to come into the 
Harbour j till the Treaty Jbould be 
finijhed and the Diftraftions brought 
to a Period. The Viceroy very . much 
approved the Archbifhop's Advice, 
and prefently fent him an Order 
for Doria, the Admiral 5 whereby 
he injoined him not to make to 
Land, but to do in all Things as 
Mafaniello Jbould require. .As foon 
: as Doria had received this Order, he 

fent 
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fent one of his Officers to pay his 
Refpe&s to Mafanietto 9 and to receive 
his Commands : Upon which, the Ge- 
neral fignified his Pleafure, that he 
might ride at Anchor within a Mile 
of the Port, provided he fuffered none 
of bis Men to come ajhore. The People 
were wonderfully pleafed with this 
Proceeding of the Viceroy, who intire- 
ly removed by it, the Suspicion which 
the fudden Arrival of the Galleys 
might juftly create in them. 

The Treaty of Accommodation was 
at length perfedted, and fairly drawn 
up by Genovino ; and, upon its being 
read, received the Approbation of Ma- 
fanielUy and the other Ringleaders of 
the Rabble. The Archbifhop (who, 
fince TueJUay-Movning refided alto- 
gether in the Convent of Carmine^ 
that he might with more Eafe nego- 
tiate with the People) deputed Father 
Francifco FHotnarino> his Eminence's 
Brother, with the Articles, to the 
Viceroy, in Order to their being 
figned, not only by his Excellency, 
but alfo, by all the Members and 
Officers of the Collateral Council and 
the Council of States and at the 

fame 
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fame Time, to acquaint him with the 
People's Defire, that the Treaty^ af- 
ter its being jigrfd) might be folemnly 
publifhed in the Cathedral Churchy in 
Prefence of his Excellency \ and all the 
fever al Orders and Tribunals - of the 
Gty. 

The Duke of Arcos read, and ma* 
turely weigh'd the Articles that were 
brought him to be figned •, the Sub* 
ftance of which was, " That the 
44 People fhould from that Time for* 
4C ward injoy all the Benefits, Privi- 
44 leges, and Immunities granted to 
44 them by th* Emperor Charles V. 
44 and King Ferdinand* according to 
44 the Purport and Meaning of the 
44 Original Charters, which fliould 
44 hereafter remain in their Hands: 
44 That all Excefles and Outrages, 
44 committed from the 7th of Jufy y 
44 when the Infurre&ion began, to the 
44 Day of the Date of thefe Articles, 
44 lhould be pardoned by a general 
44 Amnefty : That the Ele£t, as well 
44 as the Counsellors and Deputies of 
44 the People, and other inferior Of- 
44 ficers therein fpecified, fhould be 
44 chofen every Six Months, by the. 

41 Com- 
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« Commons, without Need of fur- 
'•' ther Confirmation: That the faid 

* Elcft fhould*have as many Voices 

* as all the Nobility together, as it 
c ufed to be, before they had been 
4 ftripp'd of this Privilege by Don 

* Frederick, and which the moft 
< Catholick King Ferdinand had, in 
4 the Year 1505, promised to re- 

* ftore to them: That the Viceroy 
lhould caufe the faid Articles to te 
ratified by the King of Spain, with- 

* in Three Months after their Pub- 

* lication 5 and that they lhould be 
6 ingraved in Marble, and fet up in 
« the Middle of the Great Market- 
« place: That the People lhould 
c not lay down their Arms, till the 

faid Confirmation of their Privileges : 
And laftly, .That in Cafe they 
could not obtain fuch a Ratification, 
and the Execution of the faid 
Articles and Privileges, they might 
with Impunity, rife in Arms, and 
ftrive to redrefs themfelvcs, with- 
out being deem'd guilty of Rebel- 
lion, or Irreverence to the King of 
Spain. '[ 

Al- 
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Altho* the Viceroy knew well e- 
nough, that thefe Articles were going 
to ruin Fourfcore and Ten Thoufand 
Perfons, that were concerned in the 
Gabels ; and what was ftill worfe, that 
the Minifters hereafter, could not raifc 
any more Subfidies, nor opprefs the 
Subjedt, to fupport their Ambition and 
Luxury; yet, he figned them with a 
fmiling Countenance, and gave them 
to the Collateral Council, and the 
Council of State, who, having figned 
•them alfo in their Turns, his Excel- 
lency returned them to Father Francifco y 
with the following Letter to the Arch- 
bifhop. 

Moft Eminent j 

CT'HE Succefs with which it has 
pleafed God to crown your Emi- 
nences Negotiations* gives me the great eft 
Pleafure and Satisfaction: Nor is it 
Jefs 9 than what J always expe&ed from 
your Lord/hip's great Care and Zeal 
for the Publick Good. I congratulate 
your Eminence thereupon ; and * befeech 
you to compleat the Work which you have 
fo happily begun* by a Solemn Promul- 
gation 
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gation of the Treaty as defied by the 
People. Tour Eminence knows of what 
Importance it is y to perform this Cere- 
mony as foon as poffible, and that, the 
Delay of it, cannot but be attended with 
many fatal Conferences: I need not 
therefore give your Eminence any fur-, 
tier Caution concerning it. As for my 
Part, as nothing is fo dear to me, as 
the Peace */ the Kingdom, and the 
Good of the People. I have chearfully 
granted them all their Demands, and 
am fiill ready to give them what fur- 
ther SatisfdBion they can defer e. God 
preferve your Eminence many Tears.

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Father Francifio having delivered 
the Articles of Capitulation fign'd by 
the Viceroy, into the Hands of the Arch* 
bilhop, together with his Excellency's 
Letter, told him, *fbat the Viceroy 
deftred paffionately to fee Mafanielfa, 
and pray'd his Eminence to manage an 
Interview between them* The Arch- 
bifhop therefore, in Compliance with 
the Viceroy's Defire, ufed his beft En- 
deavours to perfuade MaJameUo, who* 
as well as the other Leaders, feemed 
at firft very averfeto it ; but his Emi- 
nence, by the Force of his Reafons, at 
length prevailed -, and it was appoint- 
ed, that the Articles of Capitulation 
Ihould be read publickly about Two 
o'Clock in the Afternoon, anc| that 
Mafaniello fhould afterwards go, in 
Company with the Archbtfhop, to pay 
his Refpe&s to the Viceroy. 

It was no fooner noifed abroad, that 
the Treaty was concluded and ftgned, 
and that Mafaniello was to go to 
the Palace, to make a Vifit to the 
Viceroy, but the Market-place, . as well 
as the Church and Convent of the 
Carmelites > were filled' with Multi- 
tudes 
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tudes of the Rabble, who, according 
to their natural Inconftancy, which 
makes them fufceptible of every new 
Impreffion, by their Huzza's arid Ac- 
clamations of Joy, approved that 
Peace, which, but a few Hours be- 
fore they were fo averfe to. The Ca- 
pitulations were read aloud* by a No- 
tary in the Church of Carmine \ the 
Cardinal Archbifhop, being there pre- 
fent, with Mafaniello, Genovino, Arpaja 
the new Eledt, and infinite Numbers 
of People, who, by their repeated 
Io 9 s 9 feemed to give their Affent to 
them and feal the Peace : Genovino 
then went up into die Pulpit ; and after 
having made a fhort Speech, wherein 
he extoll'd the Advantages of Peace, 
and exhorted the Affembly to give God 
Thanks, for his wonderful Mercies in 
terminating the Diftraliions, and reducing 
the City to a State of Exemption and 
Tranquility, he came down again \ and 
the Whole concluded with a Te Deum, 
which was fung by two Choirs of Mu- 
ficians whofe Voices were accompanied 
with the fweet Melody of all Kind of 
Inftruments. 

The 
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The Ceremony being ended, The 
Archbifliop, and the Chief Officers of 
the People fet forward for the Vice- 
roy's Palace. Mafaniello, who, at the 
Archbifliop's Perfuafion, had thrown 
off his Mariner's Drefs, appeared on 
Horfeback, with a magnificent Habit, 
a tow'ring Plume of Feathers in his 
Hat, and a drawn Sworn in his Hand 5 
and thus accoutred, rid before the 
Archbifliop's Coach: His Brother, al- 
fo in a rich embroidered Suit, rid on 
the Right-Side of his Eminence; and 
Arpaja Tribune of the Commons on 
the Left : Julio Genovino came laft, 
followed by 160 Companies of Horfe 
and Foot, confiding in all of about 
50,000 Men. It would be hard, to 
tell how many Praifes and Blefiings 
were beftow'd upon the Fifherman, as 
he pafe'd along the Streets, by one 
and the other Sex, who out of a grate- 
ful Senfe of the great Deliverance he 
had wrought for them, juftly honoured 
him with the Glorious and Deferved 
Title of T HESAVIOUROF 
HIS COUNTRY. Nor did 

they 
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they exprefs their Gratitude by their 
Words more than by their Adions. 
The Men ftrewed the Way before him, 
with Palm and Olive Branches -, and the 
Ladies from their Windows ami Balco- 
nies, which were hung with the ficheft 
Silks and Tapeftry, curtefied as he went 
-by, and throwed down Flowers and 
•Garlands, which they had made on Pur- 
pofe: The Air was fillM with the ravifh* 
ing Harmony of peaceful and foft-fbund- 
ing Inftruments, and nothing was to be 
heard, but univerfal Sounds of Joy and 
Triumph- 

Mafanidlo being arrived, amidft fo 
much Praife and Applaufe, to Cafttl- 
novo, the Captain of the Vicero/S 
Guard came out to falute him, in thb 
Name of his Excellency, and bid him 
-a Welcome to the Palace. Amalpht 
gravely, and in few Words return'd the 
Compliment ; and then making a Sigh 
to the People, that they fhould be 
Went, he addrefied himfelf to them ift 
*he Manner following :

This entphatical and fercaftiiak Spcjeefr 
fcing ended, and the ArchbiflU>p hav- 
ing, at MafamdWs Requeft, given his 
Blefting to the People,. therQencuirf com- 
manded! tbeov under pain of Ettfobe- 
dience^ to follow him? noi farther v arat 
rim. went kite the Palace with the Awto" 
hiffiop, Gmroino, Arfaj** a "d MbUql 
dtJnmlpbi his. Brother. His Excdfencyv 
the Viceroy, ftpod ready at the Stairs- 
Head to receive them. As, foon~ap Ma* 
fameild faw him, he threw hitafeif ac 
his Feet, and having, kiffedthern, audi 
thanked his Excellency, in the Nam£ 
cf all the People, for his gracious Ap- 
frotation of tbe Pretty, he told him y for 
was come thither to receive wbatfoever 
Sentence his Excellency. Jbeuld think Jit to 
H 4 faf* 
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pafs upon him. But the Viceroy, railing^ 
him up. and embracing him, anfwer'd, 
that be was very glad to fee bim, and 
was fo far from thinking be was criminal* 
that he would give him daily Proofs of 
bis Favour and Eftum. To this, Ma- 
famello replied, that God was bis Wit- 
nefsy that the only Stopc> and End of alt 
bis Defigns 9 was. the Service of the King- 
and of his Excellency: After which, the 
Viceroy, the Archbiftiop zxAMafdnietloj 
retired all three, into a private Apart- 
ment, in order to confult together upon 
the prefent Pofture of Affairs. 

During this Conference, there hap- 
pened an Incident, which fbfficiently 
gave the Spaniards to understand, haw 
much the People eftqemed MafanieUo^ 
3nd how anxious, they were for his 
Safety. . A great Concourfe. of People, 
whom, the Rumour of MafanielW s Vifit, 
and. the Curiofity of feeing their Gene- 
ral in his new. and fplendid Equipage, 
had drawn together from feveral Parts, 
having reforted to the Palace -Yard* 
where they ftaid a confutable Time 
without feeing him appear, -. began to 
murmur, fearing that fome Mifchance 

was 
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was befallen their Chief, and that the 
Viceroy had violated his Faith to him, 
and caufed him to be arretted, or per- 
haps murdered. The Murmur increaf- 
ed > and the Rabble grew at laft fo cla- 
morous, that their Noife reach'd the 
Viceroy's Ears, who being informed of 
the Reafon of it, to appeafe the Tu- 
mult, immediately flietted hinifelf with 
his Company in a Balcony, where Ma- 
famello havirtg affur'd the Multitude, 
that he was fafe. and under no. manner 
of Rtjlraintj they Sill cried out, Long 
live the King of Spain, long live the 
Duke of Arcos. The Fifherman then 
told his Excellency, he would prefent- 
ly let him fee how obedient the Neapo- 
litans were y ai>d* at the'fame time, put- 
ting his Finger to his Mouth, the Rab- 
ble ceafed' their Cry j a profound Si- 
lence immediately followed 9 and among 
fo great a Multitude, there was fcarce 
orfr of them feen to breathe : Then, 
commanding upon pain of Rebellion? that 
every Scul there fhould retire? the Court- 
Yard was cleared, as it were, in an 
Inftant, and not a Man left upon the 
Place. * 

H 5 The 
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The Viceroy, having confidered with 
no fmall Surprize, this Kind of a Mi- 
racle, renewed the Conference with the 
Archbifhop and MafanieUo •, wherein, 
it was- relolved, that the Capitulations* 
that bad been Jigned by the Viceroy* 
and the Collateral Councils and the 
Council of Statty . Jbould be forthwith 
printed* and that on the Saturday follow* 
ing 9 they Jhould be again read publick- 
ly in the Cathedral Church. After 
which his Excellency t the Councils afore- 
Jkid, and all the Officers and, Mag}- 
Jf rates of the Kingdom^ Jhould take a 
Solemn Oath to obferve them inviolably 
for ever \ as alfo> to obtain the Rati- 
fication ofthem^ as foon as pqffible % 
from his Catholick Mdjejy. The 
Conference then broke up ; and thd 
Viceroy having mad? feveral Prote- 
ftations of Friencjfhip and Efteem to 
Jidafanielky and withal aflbred Mm, 
that he was -much beholden to him* 
for that by bis ftriEt Severity v he 
bad rid the City of fo many Ruffi- 
ans and Outlaws i he ended, by tel- 
ling him, that as he highly appro- 
ved his ConduEl htfherto> fo pow % be 
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lift tie Management of Affairs* wholly 
to bis Care and Wifiom. Whether 
thefe hft Words were ferioufly fpoken 
by the- Viceroy, or only by way of 
Compliment; 'tis certain, MafanUllo 
interpreted them fo much ta his Ad- 
vantage, that from that Moment to* 
the laft of his Life, he a&ed, and in 
all Refpe&s govern'd, as if he had' 
been King of Naples v fettling, and 
deciding, of his own private Autho- 
rity, all Matters both Civifc and Mi- 
litary. But the Viceroy did not dif- 
nrifs Mtfame8o r without conferring up- 
on him fome more fubftantial Marks 
of his Favour, than Compliments and 
fair Speeches dirty : For, he made Ufa* 
a Frefent of a Golden Chain, which 
indeed he feveral times refufed;. bur r 
at the Archbifhop's eanieft 'Sollicita- 
tion at length accepting of it, he was, 
at the fame time, by his Excellency, 
created Duke of St. George. The 
Vicetoy accompanied this great Ho- 
nour, with many Careflfes, which pro* 
babty were meant only to amufe Ma- 
fanieUo \ who, after having killed the 
Viceroy's Knee, and taken his Leave* 
H 6 waited 
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waited upon the Archbilhop as far to 
his Palace ; and from dience retired in 
his Eminence's Coach, pretty late in 
the Evening to his own Houfe, at- 
tended by a numberlefs Throng of Peo- 
ple, who, by their Acclamations, Bon- 
fires* and ringing of Bells* gave pub- 
lick Demonftrations of their Joy and 
Gratitude, 

r i2 The Day following, Mafa- 
•" ' niello iffued out a P^oclama-, 
tion, whereby he declared, ' T'bat the 
Office of Captain General to which the 
People bad promoted bim> bad been con- 
firmed to him by the Viceroy : And* at the., 
fame time, caufing another Tribunal to 
be eredted in Toledo Street, and fet out 
with all manner of Inftruments ufed in 
Executions, he appointed a Deputy to 
a& there, under him j and applied him- 
'fclf with as much Ardor, and more Au- 
thority than ever, to the exterminating 
the Banditti, and the punching of ON 
fenders, which he did with fo much 
rigid Juftice, that among other Ex- 
amples of his Severity, a Baker who. 
had made his Bread fome Ounces 
lighter than the Affize, was by turn 
-...." s. . .. ad- 
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adjudged to be burnt olive in his own 
Ovep ; and the Sentence was executed 
accordingly. 

< Nor was the Fifherman fo intirejy 
token up in the rigorous Purfuit of the 
Outlaws, and other flagitious Perfons, 
but he revived, this Morning, feveral 
Bans and Orders formerly pubiiflied ; 
and exhibited many new ones, relating 
to the Polity and Civil Government of 
the City. Among thefe was, An Order \ 
commanding fill Perfons within an Hour 
of Night* to retire to their refpcSti'Ot 
Dwellings: An Order > for Trade/men 
and Shop-keepers to open their Shops on 
the Morrow* and follow their Occupa- 
tions as ufual: An Order ', that Stran- 
gers as well as Natives* do put up 
the Arms of the King of Spain on 
the Right-Hand of their Gates, and 
thofe of the moft Faithful People on 
the Left: And whereas, fince the 
Beginning of the Troubles, feveral 
Noblemen, Cavaliers and Ladies had 
betaken themfelves to divers Convents, 
Nunneries, and other Religious Hou- 
fes, in order to avoid the Fury of a 
diftra&ed Multitude 9 another Order 
■ ■ was 
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wa* pabliAed bfA&fonitll*, commanding 
them* foftbimtb- to repaip to their owe 
Houfes. AH thefe Orders* . (togefche* 
with many more too tediois* and too 
minute to mention) being afford to 
Pofts and pufelidfc Iteilding&4 an* fob- 
fcribcd THOMAS A1*TE£LQ> 
SAmalpbii Mead and Gaptaiw-Genepal 
of the mcfi Faithful Pefyk ef Napfe^ 
were obeyed witn wondroua E*a£hiefs, 
by Ferfbns of every Rank and Quality* 
And indeed, our FHherman, who knew* 
of what ill'Confequcnce it would be r 
tb fuffer the Crime of Difobtedtenee ta» 
> go unpunished, would 4 never havfe par- 
doned the leaft Infringement of any of 
his Commands : He was- fttUfied} that 
tiothmg. was fo requifite in- the earth- 
ing on his great Befign, as theexadfc 
Obedienee of the People, and there- 
fore, from the very Beginning of the 
Infarre&ion, he chiefly applied him- 
fclf to form them to it; and* he 
wifely judged with : Epammondas> That 
the Obedience of tbfSotdier is tbtfirmtjb 
Bafis and Support of a General* wbof* 
Arms* with this Adtoant*ge y can fildom 
fail of Sbccefs* 

But* 
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Bur, fifice I have mentioned the 
Name of Epaminondds, I {hall take 
the Liberty to introduce a memorable 
Story of that Great Man, which, as it 
U pertident to our Subje6t r will not I 
hope*, be unacceptable to the Reader; 
This renowned General of the Tbebans* 
Being on the'Pbint of giving Battle to 
die Greeks, was by the Oracle advifed 
to defer the Engagement, becaufi tbt 
Stars portended an entire Defeat of bis 
Army, and on the* contrary, promifed, 
a fuccefsful Evtnt ■ to bis Enemits, But 
Epaminondat, whofe* Wif&om equaled 
his Courage, bethought himfelf of aa 
ingenious Device, by which he ad- 
vanced his Glory in Spite of the ma- 
Jignarit Influence of the Stars^ The 
Stratagem was this: He writ in a 
Pair of Tablets, If you obey your 
Leaders, the Oracle declares you Vic- 
torious 1 and in other Tablets he writ, 
Jf you obey not ypur Leaders tbt 
Oracle denounces beftruBion ; and 
then caufed thefe Oracles to be pre- 
fented to his Soldiers, who, finding 
that Succefs and Vidtory depended 
upon their Obedience to their Com- 

mander. 
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Blander, with uncommon Bravery forced 
the Intrenchment of the Enemy, and 
came back triumphant. 

While Mafaniello was ifluing out 
Orders, hearing of Complaints, receiv- 
ing Petitions, and paffing Decrees* In- 
formation was given him by his Agents, 
that they bad taken a Felucca with 
fix Mariners aboard* and four Jhort 
Coats compleatly armed, upon one of 
whom they bad found a large Pacquet 
of Letters •, that they bad bound them, 
and came to know bis Pleafure, bow 
tbeyfhould difpofe. of the Prifoners. The 
General order* ci them to be brought 
before him ; which being accordingly 
done, land the Letters opened, it ap- 
peared they were fent from the Duke 
of Mataloni to his Secretary: But, 
nothing could be gathered from them, 
becaufe they were written in a myfte- 
rious and unintelligible Manner : Ma- 
faniello therefore commanded the Jhort 
Coats to be dragged to the Rack, in 
Hopes that Torments might force them to 
~a Difcovery. But whether they were 
ignorant of any Defign, or would not 
difclofe what they knew, they fuffer'd 

long 
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long the Torture, after which, they had 
their Heads taken off and fix'd upoiv 
Poles,, for an. Example, to deter others- 
from- bringing Mefliages from the de- 
dared Enemies of the €ommon-wealth^ 
The .fix Mariners were alfo ftridfcly 
examined ; but their Innocence- appear- 
ing evidently by the Ingenuity of theii* 
Anfwers, they were acquitted and fee- 
at Liberty* 

, Though nothing, as has been faid,> 
oomld be inferred from the intercepted' 
Letters, tending, to the Hurt or Pre- 
judice of the mjk faitbfiif People •, yet 
did they, very much increafe Mafa- 
niello's Diffidence ; wh% to prevent the^ 
Duke of Mataloni from putting in* 
Pra&ice any Projeft he might have oa< 
Foot, appointed Thirty Thoufand Men.' 
more for the Guard of the City and 
Suburbs, and renew'd the Order of the' 
preceding Day, to let none com* in or 
gp ckt at the .City? Gates without bisk, 
jpeciai ,Perti\igum.. Nor was ,tliis ali- 
tor he detached feveral Parties of arnTd 
Men,.jto .go in Search of the Duke's 
Servants, and of fuch other Pcrfona 
as were; either related to. him, or had- 

any 
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«ny Dependance upon him ; folly *& 
folvecU.to exert his Vengeance uponr 
him in the Perfons of his- Friends, op 
Domefticksfc. Whereupon? federal of 
them being, apprehended and brougho 
before innvhecaufcd* them to.be tor* 
tured, in. order to make them . reveafe 
where the Duke was, or whem he had* 
concealed his Good*: Among- thefe*. 
a Slave of the Duke!s being . taken as 
he way leading a Couple of fine Horfes, 
to fave his Life,- declared,, that his? 
Mafter's^ Goods, were bid in Jeaerai M*- 
nxjkrits* which he natafd^. and) who^ 
upon the Gtneralfs Summons,; fmrd&- 
derid. all: the: Dtikl^ rich KfcoieaWtaryv 
computed; to bo worth abos^LFivefcKm^ 
dred, Tfaoaftnd; Crowns,. bcfidesiFoun 
Thoufond Crowns: in Specie. Mafamlh* 
canfed the faid Goods to. be immediate- 
ly tranfported to a Magazine, near the 
Marketplace^ and there laid up without 
any body's daring undier Piiiitof life, 
to. carry ^ off the teaft Rag; but the 
Mbney be diftribtittd among die Ceo- 
tinels. whom he had appointed for, the. 
Defence of the City. ' And not contented* 
with having, deprived- this. Nobleman 



fcf fo many Riches, he ordered his Pa- 
lace at Cbiagia y which was a noble and 
magnificent Strufture,.. to be burnt j in 
the Execution- of which Order* the fu- 
rious Rabble chancing to find his Pic- 
ture* after they had ftrangelv mangled 
and disfigured it, Mafaniello himfelf 
kung it upon the fame Poft to which 
the Head and Foot of Don Pepe Caraffa 
were fattened, putting this Infcription 
in large Letters underneath: 

THIS IS THE DUKE OF 
MA^JLONh REBELTO 
HISMAJEST Y, A N D 
TRAITOR TO THE MOST 
FAITHFUL PEOPLE. 

One Thing very remarkable ih this 
Event, and which by many has been 
Jook'd upoix as a Judgment of God f 
is, that the Poft on which were fuf- 
pended the Head of Cqraffa* and 
the Effigies of die Duke of Mataloni^ 
was eredted upon the very Spot where 
the innocent and unfortunate Prince 
of Sanza had > at the Irrigation of 
thefe two Brothers, been beheaded, 

pur- 
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purfuant to the Sentence paffed upOi* 
him by the Duke of Medina de las 
Forres^ then Viceroy of Naples. 

While Mafaniello was thus wreaking 
his Rage, not only upon the Duke of 
Matakniy but upon feveral other rich* 
Perfons, whofe Houfes were by his 
Command either burnt or demolifh'd,* 
the Viceroy who faw himfelf quite- 
cieftitute of Provifions in Cajlelnovo* 
fent him a fttefienger to acquaint- hinv 
with his Neceffities, and to defire him to 
find him fame' Relief Mafmitllo- -readily 
confentedyand fent him fifty Men heavy 
loaden with, all Sorts of Provifions * 
And to (hew himfelf ftill more com- 
plaiiant to the Spaniards, he ordered great- 
Store of Vi&uals, as well as a Supply 
pf Money to- be given to Doria the 
Admiral, who,., notwithstanding his re-~ 
peated Inftances to Mafaniello^ could : 
never obtain Leave for himfelf or any 
of his Men to come afhore. 

By this Time, the Fifherman of A~ 
malphi , grown infolent with Succefr 
and Power, expe&ed Obfervance from 
every Body, even the Princes of riie 
Church > arid therefore he fent aMef- 

fage 
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<age to the Viceroy, intimating, that he 
wondered very much he had not feefl 
Cardinal Trivultio aJEl tlys while. The 
Cardinal, who had 311 Apartment irt 
the Viceroy's Palace, being advifed by 
fris Excellency ^nd the Archbifhop to 
vifit MafanieUo^ who otherwife might 
be apt to take Exception, and perhaps 
affront his Lordfhip, went in his Coach 
to tjie Market-place, where he faluted 
the barefooted Fifherman with the 
Title of Moftlllujlrious \ to which Mar 
famello replying, faid, This Vifit from 
pour Eminence, though indeed it be fome~ 
thing of the lateft y is nevertbekfs very 
dear to me. The Standers-t>y could 
fcarce forbear laughing at his Words \ 
and fpme of 'thetri were even offended, 
to fee a Fellow extracted ouf of the 
Dirt, arrogate as much State as if he 
had been the greateft Prince in Chriftea- 
dom. His Eminence, after a ihotf 
Vifit, took his leave, arid Mafaniello 
ordered two Files of Mufqueteers to 
.condudt him to the Caftle. But, be- 
fore he could well get there, fevej-al 
Gentlemen came in the Viceroy's 
J*Jame, <o return Mafaniello Thanks for 

the 
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the Refrefhments he had fcnt him* >| 
and 'defired him to accept of divers | 
Prefents which they broujght from his 
Excellency. And won after, he receiv- 
ed another Meflage from the Vice* \ 
Queen, who defired to know how he \ 
di3, and alfo prefented him with a rich j 

Suit of Cloaths, which Ihe pray'd him j 
to wear for her lake. I 

July 13. D. Sab. The great Day at 
length appeared, in which the Inhabi- 
tants of Naples expe&ed to fee the Pub- t 
Jic Tranquillity fully reftored and firmly 
eftablifhed, by the folemn San&ion of 
the Capitulations ; the Ceremony of 
which, was to be performed in the Ca- 
thedral Church. Mafaniello having fpent 
all the Morning in hearing Caufes, re- 
drefling Grievances, and making feveral 
Regulations relating to Affairs both Civil 
and Military, the Viceroy, immediately < 
after Dinner, fent him a Pair of very 
fine Horfes very richly caparifoned, the 
one for himfelf, and the other for hi* 
Brother, to appear with at the Cavalcade. 

All things being in a Readinefs, 
Mafaniello and Tiis Brother both dref- J 

fed in Cloth of Silver Tiflue, move 

flow- 
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Uowly towards tke Caftle, the former 
•bearing a drawn Sword in his Hand, 
tfjnd the latter the Articles of Capitula- 
tion. Next after thefe came Julio Geno* 
-vino md Cimo drpqpa> the Eleft of the 
People * followed hyaiLhacredihle Mul- 
titude $f JBcople, whieh>dbkkttied from 
Street to Street, by other Numbers that 
join'd them as they went ralong. They 
came to the Palace, where Mafamdh 
having met with a.moft courteous -Re- 
ception from the Viceroy, fixm after 
came down again with hjs Excellency, 
<the Collateral Council, the .Council of 
State, and all the principal Officers and 
Magiftrates of the Kingdom, >who, in 
great Pomp and Order, went together 
to the Cathedral. The.Archhifhop, at 
the Head of his Chapter, ftood ready 
at the Church-Door to receive them: 
And being entered and feated every 
one, according to his Rank and De- 
gree *>f Precedence, the Capitulations 
were read aloud by Donato Coppola 
Secretary. of the Kingdom ; after which 
the Viceroy, the Councils- of State and 
War, ihe Royal Chamber of ■ Santa 
Cbiara^ the Tribunals of the Chan* 

eery, 
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€ery, and all the Civil and Criminal 
Judges of the Great Court of the Vica- 
•ria* fwore upon the Holy Evangelifts to 
obfcrve them inviolably forever, and to 
procure without Belay the Ratification of 
4bem from bit Catbolick Majefty. Dur- 
ing the Reading of the Articles, Mafih 
niello flood up all the while with his 
Sword drawn in his Hand, and was 
•very bufy in explaining fame of them 
-to the People, and inlarging very much 
upon others : But, as foon as the Oath 
Jiad been adminiftered, and &e Dcum 
fung by an excellent Chorus, he made 
a Harangue, wherein he addreffed him- 
felf fometimes to the Viceroy, and fome~ 
times to the Multitude; confounding 
feveral good Things with many fenfe- 
Ids and impertinent ones, which the 
!J?ride of having fuccefsfully brought 
about fo great a Defign, made him utter 
•with a deal of Boldnefs and Freedom 
■of Speech. Having finilhed his Dif* 
courie, he began to tear in Pieces the 
rich Drefs he had on,, and defired the 
Archbifhop and the Viceroy to help 
him off with it, faying, That as be 
bad only put it on for the Honour of the 

Ore- 
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Ceremony, it was now become ufelefs 
Jince that was ended j that, for bis 
fart, be bad done all be bad to do, and 
would now return to bis Hook and Line: 
This Proceediag feems to have been a 
Prelude to the Madnefs which not long 
after poffefled him. However, being 
made to underftand, that it would be 
very indecent to Jlrip in the Church, 
and in the ftgbt of fo many Perfons, he 
. went out with the Viceroy, who, with all 
. the Nobility and Gentry that attended 
him, made a Proceffion through the 
moft publick Streets of the City, and 
then returned to the Cattle, where he was 
faluted by feveral Peals of Ordnance. 
MafanieUo having taken his leave of the 
Viceroy, went back to his Houfe in the 
Market-place, through all the Accla- 
mations and Bleffings that were due 
from the People to the great Reftorer 
of their Privileges. 

July 14. Thus ended that happy Day, 
which crown' d all Naples with Joy, an.d 
put a. new Face "upon the whole City. 
And the next, MafanieUo, as the Au- 
thor of this great Change, was con- 
gratulated, and received the Compli- 
l ments 
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ments of feveral of the Nobility and 
Gentry, the Minifters of State, and al- 
frioft all the Ecclefiaflncks and Reli- 
gious Orders of the City, who, from 
thence went to pay their Refpefts alfo 
to the Archbifhop, and returned him 
Thanks, for having by his great Zeal and 
indefatigable Care, contributed Very much 
p> bring the Commotions to Jo hafpy 
Period. 

But, Mafaniello, who from the fe- 
venth Day of July, to the Sunday foU 
lowing, had behaved himfelf with fo 
much Wifdom and Kingly Authority, 
to the great Surprize of every Body, 
grew delirious all on a fudden, His 
Madnefs firft appeared, by the Man- 
per in which he treated the moft Illuf. 
trious Caraffelli) Archbifhop of Santa 
Severina. ThisPrelate having occafion 
to repair to his Archbifhoprick, and 
there being an Order ftill in force, for* 
bidding any body to go out of the City 9 
• without a Licence firft obtained from Ma* 
faniel!o,'he went to ,his Houfe in order 
to get one, What wouldft thou have* 
piy fine Lord, faid the Fifhernian as foon 
£g^ faw him ? four Lewe, rcflfd bis 

" V - Em* 
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JLminencCi to go to my Church in Cala- 
bria, whither my Affairs call me : Upon 
which Mafaniello call' d out, Who waits 
there ? Let four Hundred Men get ready 
quickly to accompany tny Lord as far 
as bis Bijfhoprick. Sir, fays the Arch- 
bilhop, I do not go by Land, but ly 
Sea -, and, for that purpofe, have pro- 
vided four Feluccas to transport me and 
my Family. Four Feluccas, anfwered 
Mafaniello ! You mean Forty, my Lord** 
at Waft I intend you fhall have fo 
many to attend you. Sir, replyM the 
Archbifhop, / thank you, but four will 
ferve my Turn as well as Forty - 9 more 
would not only be needlefs y but trou- 
blefome. Well, fays Mafaniello, offer- 
ing him a Bag full of double Pif- 
toles, as to that, your Lordjhip may do 
as you pleafe •, but you Jhan 9 t refitfe 
this little Prefent, which I defre you to 
accept of, 'twill defray the Expence of 
your Voyage. The Prelate fmil'd, and 
giving him many Thanks, told hijn, 
he did not want them. Nay, replied 
Mafaniello, did not I fay I would not be 
refufed? Here, I command you, upon pain 
of my Difpleafure, to tqjte them. The 
I z Arfhr 
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Archbifhop thinking it unfafe to rcfift 
the Caprice of a Madman, was forced 
to compound, and at laft accepted q{ 
five Hundred of them : The Fiftierman 
then gave him a Pafs-port in Writing, 
and having imbraged him, wiflied him 
<? good Voyage. Much about the fame 
Time, a Gentleman of Aitverfa coming 
to fpeak with him about fome pri- 
vate Concerns of his own, he difpatch- 

ed him with a Kick in the Br ch,. 

faying, j?<? gone, Impk$ th$e Prince of 
Auverfa. 

Many and varioys are theRefle&ions 
that have been made upon this fudden 
. Madnefs of Mafaniello. Some are of 
Opinion, That that ftypendou? Height 
pf Power to which he arrived, s*s it wefe 
in an Inftant, ma^e hirp giddy, and 
turn'd his Brains, Others will have it 
to be occafipped by the great and con- 
tinual Fatigues he underwent, fcarce 
ever allowing himfelf time to take the 
patural Refreiliments of Food or Sleep, 
Put, the ipoft probable aqd received 
Opinion is, that the Viceroy had given 
him an intoxicating Draught, which, 
|w ipfiapiine; "his Blood, fhould make 

torn 
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him commit fuch Extravagancies, a* 
would oblige the People to defpife and 
forfake him. 

Without extending myfelf partial* 
larly upon a Relation of his Follies, I 
fhall only obferve, that the Sunday im* 
mediately following the Conclufion of 
the Treaty, ht got on Horfeback, and 
riding full fpeed through all the Streets 
of Naples^ he not only abufed, maimed, 
and even killed many Perfons who had 
the Misfortune to come in his way •, but 
alfo caufed feveral Officers, for the moft 
trivial Offences, to be apprehended, and 
put inftantly to death. 

About three of the Clock in the Af- 
ternoon, he went to the Palace, having 
a ragged Coat on his Back, only one 
Stocking, and without either Hat, Sword, 
or Band ; and fhewing himfelf in this 
Equipage to the Viceroy, he told him, 
be was atmoft ftarv' d to deaths and would 
fain eat fometbing. Whereupon his 
Excellency calling to his Servants, and 
commanding fometbing to be brought 
and fet before the Lord Mafaniello, A- 
malpbi reply'd, that it was no Mat- 
ter, for be did not come then to eat, 
I 3 but 
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but to dejire his Excellency to accompany 
him as far as Pofillippo, where they 
Jhould take a Collation together^ having 
provided every thing neceffary for thaP 
purpofe \ and at the fame Time giv- 
ing a Call, feveral Mariners came in* 
leaden with all Sorts of Fruits and 
Dainties. But the Viceroy, who was 
not in a Humour to drink with the 
crazy Fifherman, excufed himfelf on 
account of a Pain in his Head, with 
whichy he faid, he was that very Mo* 
tntnt taken % and ordering his own Gon- 
dola to be made ready », Mafaniello went 
aboard, and was attended by Forty Fe- 
luccas, which were filled with Perlbns 
who ufed their "titmoft Endeavours to 
divert him ; fome of them dancing* 
fome playing upon mufical Inftruments* 
and others diving to pick up feveral 
Pieces of Gold which he threw into the 
Sea. 

This agreeable Airing, inftead of re- 
frefhing him, rather contributed" to 
.extinguifh that fmall Spark of Reafon 
that was letc in him, and wholly de- 
prived him of his Senfes. For, 'tis 
reported of him, that in going and 

com- 
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Coming, he drank no left than twelve 
Bottles of a ftrong-bodied Wine call'd 
Lacbrima Cbrijii, which fo dried up 
his Brain, th«t he was never after feen 
to act or to fpeak in cool Blood. In 
the mean while Mafamello's Wife went 
to vifit the Vice-Queen, in a new Coach, 
which the Duke of Mataloni had be- 
ipoke for his Wedding-Day, and for 
for which he was to pay Eight Thou- 
£and Ducats : She was magnificently 
drefs'd, and had about her a vaft Quan- 
tity of rich Jewels, that had been pre- 
fented to her by her Excellency. The 
Vice-Queen gave- her a- moft honour- 
able Reception •, and having treated hsr 
very fplendidly, and put upon her Fin-. 
ger a King of great Value, fbe returned 
home very well pleafed, with her Huf- 
t?and's Mother, and his two Sifters, who 
had accompanied her in this Vifit* 
" Mafanietio bsing return' d late from, 
Pq/ilfypo* he appear* d again upon the 
Morrow on Horfebaek, riding up and[ 
down the City like a Devil broke 
Jpofe, and ftriking and v.*; landing witfy 
bi$ drawn Sword every Body he met; 
with: Nor did his Frenzy difcover it-i

felf lefs by his Words than by his Ao 
tions : For fometimes, he talk'd of giv- 
ing up the Supreme Command, and in- 
deed he had fent a Meflage to the Duke 
of Jrcos the Day before to that Effe& ; 
and at other Times, he faid be would 
take off tht Viceroy* s Head. He fent an 
Order under fain of Death and Firing* 
to Don Ferrant and Don Carlos Carac- 
ciolo, two Nobles, to come and kifs bis 
Feet fublickly in the Market-place, for 
720 1 fief ping out of their Coaches to falute 
him, as they accidentally faffed by him 
in the Street. 

The Viceroy being inform'd at large 
of thefe horrid Extravagancies, and 
fearipg, that this Madman, back'd by 
a mutinous Rabble, might fome time 
or other make him feel the Effects of 
his frantkk Fury, he fortified hrmfelf 
ence more in Cafielnovo •, by digging 
a deep Trench all round it, and intro- 
ducing into the Palace as many Sol- 
diers as he could get together. But 
while he was imployed in providing 
thus for his 'own Defence, Don Fer- 
rant and Don Carlos, inftead of o- 
beying the Fifhcrmah's infolent Sum- 
mons,

raons, came and prefentcd themfelves 
before him \ deploring the miferable and 
abjett Condition of the Neapolitan No- 
bility, who, all on a fudden fallen from 
their ancient Glory, now Jaw them- 
felves trampled under Feet, by a Wretch 
' that was fprung from the very Dregs of 
the Rabble. As 'they were yet fpeak- 
ing, Genovino and Jrpaja alfo came 
in, heavily complaining againft Ma- 
faniello, who, but a few Hours be- 
fore, had caned one of them, and 
given a Slap o' the Face to the other. 
They told the Viceroy, that tbefe 
firange and unreafonable Proceedings had 
fo terrified the civiller Sort of People, 
and taken them off from their Affec- 
tion to Mafaniello, that many of the 
chief Citizens having by their Advice met 
together, they came to a Refolution of 
letting his Excellency know, " That 
c< provided they could be well affurcd 
<c of never being molefted in the In* 
" joyment of the Immunities and Pri- 
€ * vileges reftored, they would no 
" longer follow Mafaniello, but jn- 
" ftantly return to their former Obe- 
" dience and Duty to his Excellency/' 
I 5 The 
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The Viceroy, pleafed to know that the 
People were in the very Difpofition he 
could wifh, immediately published & 
new Ban, by which he re-confirmed 
the Capitulations ; which was no foonef 
done, but; a confiderable Number of 
.Citizens met in the Piazza of St. Au- 

Jtin> where it was unanimously agreed, 
" That the Office of Head and Cap- 
" tain-General of the People fliould be 
<c taken away from MafanieUo y and 
" That he fliould be confin'd iri a 
" ftrong Hold for the Remainder of 
" his Days :" But no-body could find 
in his Heart, to take away the Life of 
him who had reftor'd the publick Li- 

. berty, a§*d free'd his Country. 

Bv^'thefe Refolutions were not 
powerful enough to remove the Vice- 
roy ? s Fears •, and though he fancied 
he faw Mafaniello void of Power, and 

. faft bound in Chains, yet, even in this 
Light, he could not confider him 

. without trembling: He therefore re- 
folved not to rejedt the Propofal that 
was made him by Michel Angelo Ar- 

- dixonne y who offered to wake away 
with him at the Hazard of his own 

Life: 
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XJfe: and. the better tq incourage him 
to put in Execution this hardy Under- 
taking, the Viceroy promifed him, 
among other Things, a Reward of fan 
tfboufand Crtwns. 

In the mean time, Mafaniello^ who 
had taken t'other Jaunt to PoJilUppo 9 
and knew nothing of what was intend* 
.ed againft him, was now upon his Re- 
turn i and being landed, began to do 3, 
xhoufand extravagant Things: At laft 
heleap'd with allhisQoaths on into the 
Sea •, from whence foon after coming out 
again, and brandifhing his Sword aloft, 
he ran full drive among the Crowd 
that was (landing upon the Beach, who, 
fearing he Ihpuld do fome Mifchief, 
were obliged in their own Defence tp 
make fure of his P^rfba : And accord- 
ingly, having laid hold pn him and 
bound him, they took him .to his own 
Houfe, where they left him under a 
. ftrong and fure Guard. 

Nejct Morning, being Tuefday, the 

1 1 6th of July, Marco Vttde, a young 

Man of great Wit and Vivacity, and 

. chief Secretary to Mafaniello^ being 

got out of the Caftle, where, it feems, 

I 6 he 
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he had been, upon fome Pretence or 
other, detain' d all Night, for fear he 
fhould dive into, and difcover to his 
Mafter, the fecret Defigns that were 
carrying on againft him j it happened, 
I fay, that as he was going along, he 
met, not far from the Palace, feveral 
Companies of Soldiers in Arms ; and 
proudly afldng them, By vohofe Autho- 
rity they bad taken up- Arms? One of 
the Captains told him, Twos by Order 
of the Viceroy. 9 Tis well> (replied Vi- 
tale very unfeafonably) I am going direff- 
ly to the Market-place^ and thy Head Jhatt 
pay for't. The Captain anfwer'd this 
Menace, no otherwise than by running 
his Sword into the Body of this unfor- 
tunate Wretch, who, with this Wound, 
and a Piftol-fhot that fucceeded it, fell 
down dead upon the Spot. 

The Viceroy fearing, that if this 
Accident fhould come" to the Know- 
ledge of Aiafaniello, he might get the 
Start of him and keep upon his Guard, 
he urged the Confpirators to bdft'en 
bis Death. But this poor Lunatick, 
having a little before made his Efcape 
out ot Cuftody, went into the Church 
. - of 
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of our Lady of Carmine, whofe Feftival 
being this Day to be celebrated, was 
Bird* with an infinite Number of Per- 
sons who came there to perform their 
Devotions, and waited for the Arch- 
bilhop's Coming to ling Mais. As 
foon as he appear'd, MafanitUo went 
up to him, and told him, that be plainly 
perceived the People had abandoned bim 9 
and now went about to take away his Life ; 
that fince he muft die, he defired that 
the Viceroy, and all the Tribunals of 
Naples, wo&ld firfi make a Solemn Pro* 
ceffion to the mofi holy Mother of Carmine, 
his Patronefs, and that afterwards Death 
would be welcome to him •, and at the 
fame time, putting a Letter into the 
Hands of the Archbifliop, he defired 
his Eminence to fendSme^body with 
it to the Viceroy. THtfi* Archbifliop 
having imbraced him, and very much 
commended him for his Religious Zeal, 
immediately difpatched one of his 
Gentlemen with the Letter to the Pa- 
lace; and then coming up to the 
Great Altar, he put himfelf in a Po- 
fture to begin the Service, when Ma- 
faniello going into the Pulpit, and 

hold- 
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feolding out a Crucifix uv his Hand* 
directed himfelf to the People, and 
earneftly befought them not to forfake 
bim\ putting them in Mind of the 
Dangers and the Toils which be bad en* 
countered, and undergone for their Sake j 
the great Deliverance he bad wrought 
for them ; and l*ftty 9 the rich and inejti- 
mable Benefits which he had procured 
them* and they bad fo lately feen eon- 
firmed in this very Church* But the 
Vehemency of his Difcourfe, throwing 
him again into one of his raving Fits* 
he began to condemn himfelf for the 
Badnefs of his paft Ufe % and exhorted 
every one io make the like Confeffim to 
their Gbefihf Father^ that Cod's Anger 
might thereby be appeafed ; From 
thefc, he wa- into fevered other ex- 
travagant ahdn ridiculous Expreflions* 
fame of which favouring of Herefy, 
the Archbifhop was. forced to ufe the 
Interpofition of fome of the Affiftants 
to get him out of the Pulpit. As 
foon as he was come down, he went 
to the Altar, and throwing himfelf at 
the Archbtfhop's Feet, he intreated his 
Eminence to depute bis Chaplain to 

fbe 
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the Viceroy ', to affure him, that be was 
ready to refign his Office and Authority 
to bis Excellency* The Archbifhop pro- 
mifed be would do it •, and feeing he was 
all in a Sweat, occafioned by the vio- 
lent Agitation of his Spirits, he com- 
manded feme of the Religious to take him 
to their Dorter ', to have him dried* and 
to let^ him refrejh bimfelf with a little 
Sleep. x 

Scarce was this Order executed, and 
the Archbifhop gone out of the Church, 
when the Affaflins, who had confpired 
the Death of Mafaniello, came into k t 
and from thence pafled to the Cloy- 
fter, crying out, Long live the King 
of Spain, and let none from henceforth 
upon Pain of life obey Mafanicllo, 
Tho* the Confpirators were but very 
few in Number, yet, the People did 
not oppofe them, but on the v contra- 
ry, making Way for them, they went 
ftrait to the Convent, fearching and 
inquiring every-where for MafanitUo. 
This unhappy Man, hearing Some- 
body call Mafaniello, runs out to meet 
his Murderers, faying, Is it me you 
look for, my People? Behold, I am 

here! 
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here! But all the Anfwer he had, was 
from four Mufquets that were fired 
upon him all at one Time, by Sahatore 
Cataneo* Carlos Cataneo, Angela Ardi- 
zone, and Andrea Rama. He inftantly 
dropp'd down upon the Place, and 
having but juft Time enough to cry 
out, Ah I ingrdteful Traytors, he breath- 
'ed his la(h Sahatore Cataneo then cut 
off his Head, and fixing it on the Top 
of a Spear, he and his Accomplices 
carried it dire&ly to the Viceroy, cry- 
ing out all the Way, as they went 
along, Mafaniello is dead\ Mafaniello 
is dead: Let the King of Spain live, 
and let no-body prefume hereafter to name 
Mafaniello. This. bold Adion fo ter- 
rified, the Rabble, who, to the Number 
of about Eight or Ten Thoufand, were 
then in the Church, or in the Market- 
place, that far from avenging the 
Death of their Captain-General by that 
of his Murderers, they feem'd flupi- 
fied and motionlefs \ and in this Oc- 
currence, gave a memorable Inftance 
of the Inconftancy of the Populace, 
whofe Love may be juftly compared 
to a brokeu Reed, which, whoever 

leans 
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leans upon, is fure of falling. In 
EfFeft, this fame People who, from 
the firft Beginning of the Infbrre&ion, 
had loved Mafanielh' even to Ado- 
ration, calmly faw him murdered, and 
without murmuring fuffered his Head 
to be taken off, and afterwards thrown 
into a Ditch calTd the Corn-Ditch by 
his Homicides ; whilft his Body, at 
the Inftigation of his Enemies, was, as 
he himfelf had foretold it, dragged thro* 
all the Kennels of Naples by a Company 
of Black-Guards, who, when they were 
tired with haling it about, call it into 
another Town-Ditch, that lies without 
Porta Nolana. 

It would be difficult to fay how 
greatly the Nobility and Gentry were 
tranfported with Joy upon this Occa- 
fion. They, who did not dare to {hew 
their Heads, or ftir abroad during the 
Commotions, came now in Sholes, as 
one may fay, to congratulate the Vice- 
toy upon their happy Period and the 
Death of Mafawllo. After which his 
Excellency, accompanied by the Arch- 
bifhop, and the Chief Officers and 
Magiftrates of the Kingdom, went 
with great Solemnity to the Church of 

Car- 
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Carmine^ to return God Thanks and 
the moft Glorious Patron of Naples 
St. Gennaro f whofc Sacred Head and 
Blood were taken out and expofed to 
publick View. This A£t of Devotion 
being performed, his Excellency the 
Viceroy fhewcd himfelf in the Great 
Market-place, where he caufed the Con- 
firmation of the Articles fworn to the 
Saturday before, to be proclaimed by 
Sound of Trumpet ; and then returned 
to his Palace, with the univerfal Accla- 
mations of that very Rabble, who, but 
a few Days, before,, had pulled him by 
theWhifkers, and offered him all man- 
ner of Indignities. 

Thus rofe and fell Mpfamdl* of 
Jmdphir the Dread of the Spaniards* 
the Avenger of Publick Oppreffions^ 
and the Saviour of his defolate Coun- 
try. All Antiquity canapt fiiroUh i» 
witfc fuch another Example m hia* 
and, After-Ages will hardly believe* 
what Height of Power thia ridiculou* 
Sovereign arrived to, who, trampling, 
barefoot on a Throne* and wearing 
a Mariner's Cap inftead of a Diadem* 
bx the Space of four Days, raifed an 
Army ot above 1509000 Mtn, and 

made 
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made Kimfelf Matter of one of the 
moft populous Cities in the World ; 
of Naples^ the Metropolis of fo many 
fair Provinces, and at once the Mo- 
ther and the Nurfe of fo many illuf- 
trious Princes, and renowned Heroes, 
And* as if Fortune, that capricioul 
Jilt, had taken Delight in railing a 
Fifherman above the greateft Monarch, 
fhe not only fubmitted to his Em- 
pire, that innumerable Rabble that al- 
ways followed him, but even that 
ancient and generous Neapolitan No- 
bility itfelf, whofe immortal Exploits 
have filled the whole Univerfe with 
their Fame. In fhprt, it may be aver- 
red without Excels, that, neither the 
moft formidable Tyrant, nor the Pf in- 
ces the moft beloved, were ever fo 
much dreaded, or fo foon obeyed as 
Mafaniello was, during his fhort but 
ftupendous Reign. His Orders were 
with6ut Reply, his Decrees without 
Appeal ; and the Deftiny of all Naples^ 
might be faid to depend upon a fingle 
Morion of his Hand. 

Thofe who have moft curipufly in- 
quired into this great and fudden Revo- 
lution of which he was the Author, 

have 
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have for the moft Part lookM upon it as 
a pure and immediate Eflfedt of God's 
Judgments, who, to chaftife the A- 
varice, the Pride, and the Barbarity of 
the Spanijh Minifters, which were then 
at their higheft Pitch, Tingled* out the 
Arm of this poor Fifhertnan to exe- 
cute his Anger. Nor is this Opinion 
without Foundation : For, if we ex- 
amine the Actions and Accidents of 
Mafaniello's Life, we fhall find them 
too extraordinary and too wonderful, 
not to have been in a peculiar Man- 
ner dire&ed by the Hand of Provi- 
dence. 'Tis reported, that whilft he 
was yet in. the Cradle, two Capuchins 
accidentally calling in at his Mother's 
Houfe, one' of them took him into 
his Arms, and having look'd very fled- 
faftly upon him for fome Time, he 
told her, that that Child Jhould one 
Day. come to be the 9 Mafter of Na- 
ples, but that bis Government would 
have but a very Jhort Duration* We 
have already taken Notice of his own 
Prophecies, relating to his Death, to- 
gether with the Caufe, Time, and 
Manner of it. But, what will raife 
our Admiration mod: of all is, that 

he 
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he, who had never had any Educa- 
tion, and who had always paffed a,- 
mong thofe of his Acquaintance for 
a meer Natural, was all on a fudden 
feen to a6t and to fpeak, as if he had 
been converfant in Politicks and the 
Management of Publick Affairs. And 
indeed, y/ith how much Wifdom did 
he not make, and maintain in the very 
Heat of the Commotions, the moft 
ufeful Orders and Regulations that 
the wifeft Legiflators and the moft ex- 
perienced Generals could ever be ca- 
pable of? With what Art and Addrefs 
did he not infmuate himfelf into the 
Hearts of fo many Thoufands of Men, 
by far his Superiors, incouragiog the 
Fearful, extolling the Bold, reproach- 
ing the Coward, and moft . pathetically 
defcribing to all, the miferable State 
of their Country, groaning under the 
heavy Exadtions of proud and avari- 
tious Minifters, and animating them 
to revenge and redrefs themfelves? 
Cardinal Filomarino himfelf, has ac- 
.knowledged, that in the fever al Con- 
ferences be bad with bim with re- 
fpett to the treaty of. Accommoda* 
ftWj be bad often been amazed at 
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the Solidity of bis Judgment* and the 
Subtilty of bis Contrivances. In (hort, 
let us but reflect upon the Greatnefs of 
that Enterprize which he proje&ed, and 
executed for the Good of his Country : 
That indefatigable Affiduity, with which 
he applied himfelf to it, which robbed 
him of the Hours of Nourishment and 
Repofe, and made him diftate to feven 
Secretaries all at one Time * : That 
jufl: Severity, which obliging him to 
put fo many Perfons to Death, never 
exerted itfelf on any -whofe Crimes had 
not deferved it: But, above all, that 
noble and generous Difintereftednefs, 
which kept him poor in the Midft of 
fuch vaft Heaps of Wealth ; and we 
fliall be apt to conclude with a certain 
.Neapolitan Gentleman, " That Mafa- 
*' niello feems to have been endowed 
<c with no other Qualifications, but fuch 
*' as were neceffary for the Execution 
* c of the Divine Vengeance." 

As to the Duke of Jrcos* whether 
he a<5ted with Prudence or no, in cau- 
fing Mafaniello to be put to Death, I 
will not take upon me to determine, 
Jipwever, I think it may be juftly 

doubted, 
f Cpxn. deMos}. 
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doubted, whether the Death of Ma- 
fankUovtzs not more to the Prejudice 
than the Benefit af Spain. For althe* 
it may be alledged, that the Sedition 
which he firft promoted, fcemingly 
tended to the Hurt of the State, and 
the weakening of the Sovereign Autho- 
rity* yet it is certain, he was fo far from 
endeavouring to eftrange the Peoples 
Affe&ions and Allegiance from Pbilif 
the IV. who reigned at that Time, that, 
on the contrary, he always profeffed 
the greateft Refpeft and Veneration for 
him : For, befides making the People 
often cry out, long live the King of 
Spain, and commanding them to put bis 
Majeftfs Arms over their Doors, his re- 
ceding from that Propofition whereby 
the Cattle of Saint Elmo was to be de- 
livered into his Hands, as a Security for 
the Performance of the Conditions of 
Peace', is an undeniable Proof of his 
Loyalty. Befides, the very Commo- 
tions which he raifed in Naples, may be 
faid to have been iji fome Manner adn 
vantageous to the Spaniards j fince they 
contributed very much to the ExtirpaT 
tioto of the Outlaws and other pub- 
Jjcfc Jfyfances, and ft the feme time, 

fully 

6 
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fully revenged them upon the Nobility, 
by the cruel Rage with which the Rab- 
ble purfued them. Laftly, the Abolifh- 
ment of the Gabels feems to have been 
in a great Meafure beneficial to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, whofe Domain and 
. other Revenues fcarce amounting to a 
Million of Gold yearly, was now on 
the Point of receiving five Million all 
. at once, by means of a Donative which 
Mafaniello had refolved to prefent him 
with, and which he would certainly have 
accomplilhed, (having already levied 
confiderable Sums to that End) if the 
Suddennefs of his Death had not pre- 
vented it. 

But it is not juft, that thefe Refle&ions 
fliould make us leave the Head and the 
Body of Mafaniello ib long unburied and 
afunder ; and after having expofed the 
Ingratitude of the People, in forfaking 
their great Deliverer, it is but reafona- 
ble, that we Ihould alfo take Notice of 
the Sorrow and Repentance which they 
exprefled for it, by the pompous Obfe- 
quies with which they honoured his Re- 
mains. July 1 7. The Day immediate- 
ly following that of his Death, feveral 
Children, at the Perfwafion pf fonie 
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Perfons who told them, // was a Shame 
that . the Corpfe of him who bad done 
fo much for the Good of bis Country, 
Jhottld be thus expo fed to the Dogs, 
.went and fetched his Body, and after 
they had wafhed and cleaned it well, 
carried it on a Bier to the Cathedral 
Church of Carmine. At the fame time, 
a young Man living in the Market- 
place, called Jerotiymo Donneruma went 
with a Company of Men all armed to 
look for his Head in the Corn Ditch ; 
and having found it, he brought it 
along with him to the fame Place 
where the Body was, in order to 
have them joined together. This 
being done, it was refolved in a -ge- 
neral Affembly of the People, who 
were gathered together on purpofe, 
that Mafaniello deferved to receive the 
great eft Honours, as Head and Captain- 
General of Naples ; and accordingly, 
his Corpfe, preceded by five hundred 
Priefts and Religious, and followed 
by forty thdufand Men up in Arms, 
and almoft as many Women with 
Beads in their Hands, was carried 
through feveral of the moft "publick 
K Streets 
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Streets of the City, with all the Solem- 
nities that are commonly yfed at the 
Funeral of a Martial Commander, 'A* 
they pafled by the Palace of the Vice* 
roy, nis ExceMeney, to conform to the 
Times, fent eight of his Pages with 
Torches in their Hands, to accompany 
the Corpfe, and at the fame time, or-* 
dered the Spaniards who were then 
Vpon Guard, to lower their Enfigns 
and falute him as he wept by. He 
was at laft brought back again to the 
Cathedral Church, and there buried \ 
whilft all the Bells in Naples rung a 
fnournful Peal, and amidft the Tearg 
and Lamentations *of an infinite Multi- 
tude of Women, who fhewed fo much 
Refpedk and Veneration to his Duft, 
that one may fay, that by the Effeft of 
3 popular Inconftancy which is not tQ 
be equalled, Mafaniello^ in lefs than. 
three Days, was obeyed like a Monarch, 
murdered like a Villain, and revere4 
like a Saint. 

Thus have I traced the Hiftory of 
the Neapolitans, from the firft Origin 
of their Civil Misfortunes and Suffer- 
ings, under a rayejxous and over-bear- 
ing 
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ing Miniftry, to the firft Period of 
Tyranny and Opprejfion among them ; 
that is to fay* to their being reftored 
to the full Poffefllon of their Rights 
and Privileges, by the Fifherman-Hero* 
Happy for them, had they never been 
jnolefted in the Enjoyment of them, 
and the Publick-Faith remained invior 
. late ! But alas ! They were foon made 
fenfible by a fatal Experience, That 
the nioft facred, and mod: religious 
Oaths and Covenants, are not ftrong 
enough to bind Princes, nor their Mi- 
nifters, to aft contrary to their Viewa 
of Intereft and Ambition. Not many 
Pays after Mafatticllo's Death, the Vice- 
roy made Julio Genovino Prefident of 
one of the Courts of Juftice, and gave 
him befides, feverai other publicle 
Marks of his Favour and Efteem. The 
People were furpriztd at it ; and they 
could not conceive what it was, that 
flioujd induce the Viceroy to give fuch 
extraordinary Pemonftrations of Favour, 
to a Man, who had, with the greateft 
Warmth, fb lately efpoufed the Intereft of 
the Neapolitans, andmpon all Occafions 
had in a particular Manner, manifefted 
& 3 his 
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his Enmity to the Spaniards : This was 
a Myftery to them, and they were at a 
Lofs to unriddle it: But it was not 
long before their Eyes were opened, by 
the Publication of the Printed Treaty. 
They obferved, that the Fourteenth 
Article in it, containM a Salvo, which 
had not been read to them in the Ca- 
thedral - Church, and which indeed, • 
made the Treaty void and of no Effect : 
The Purport of it is as follows : " That 
All Taxes and Gabels 'till then im- 
pofed and exa&cd, Ihould be abro- 
gated and annulled for ever ; fuch 
of them only EXCEPTED, as 
were alienated to private or particular 
Perfons, which fhould always fubfift, 
any Thing in this Treaty mention'd 
to the contrary, notwithftanding." 
Now, there being no Tax in the King- 
dom, but what was alienated, All the 
Oabels and Taxes confequently remained 
ftill in Force ; and this Treaty, that was 
concluded with fo much Solemnity, 
find afterwards confirmed by fo many 
Oaths, was only a Politick Trick, to 
Joll the People aflefcp, till the Miniftry 
fhould ftnd a fijf Opportunity to re* 

plunge 
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plunge them into a State of Slavery and 
Subje&ion. But all Crimes are not fuc- 
cefsful alike; and the Allwife. Provi- 
dence of Heaven would not fuffer fo 
heinous a Violation of the Publick- 
Faith, fworrt, and pledg'd upon the 
Altars, to go unpunifh'd. Thofe who 
had firft difcoyer'd the Fraud, imme- 
diately communicate it to their Neigh- 
bours : Thefe again divulge it to the 
People. In" an Iriftant, the whole City 
is alarm'd. Multitudes of People flock 
together in Hafte to the Market-place, 
as is ufual in Cafes of Publick Danger, 
They plainly perceive now, the Reaibn 
of Genavino's nt;w Preferment, and they 
conclude, that be has fold them to the 
Miniftry. On a fudden, they give a 
loofe to their Rage and Indignation ; 
they fly to their Arms ; and in the firft 
Heat of their furious Refentmeht, they 
utter a Thoufand "direful Imprecations 
againft the Government, in whom they 
could no longer confide. This was the 
Beginning of a Civil War, that in the 
End proved fatal to the Spaniards. 
The Authors of it, unimproved by fo 
recent an Example of what an injured 
K 3 and 
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and exafperated People can do in theitf 
own Defence, and the Defence of their 
Liberty, foon faw themfelves and their 
Country involved in all the Calamities 
and Horrors that attend inteftine Feuds 
«nd Distentions : And fame of them, 
by meeting with a more hafty and ex- 
emplary Punifhment, have left behind 
them, an everlafting Monument of the 
Wrath of Heaven againft perjured and 
ayaritious Minifters* 
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Arms, thofc of Charles V. fixed under Mafa- 
niellc's Window myfterioufly explained, 14. 
and 15. Vide Mafaniello,
